TELEPHONE  DIRECTORY 

To  get  the  new  year  started  on  the  right  foot,  another 
attempt  to  provide  a  reasonably  correct  SFPL  telephone  directory 
is  being  made.     This  week  a  list  of  library  departments,  branches 
and  offices  and  their  appropriate  telephone  number  v;ill  be  dis- 
tributed.    This  one  page  list  will  not  include  any  names  of  person- 
nel.    It  is  intended  as  a  semi -permanent  guide... the  only  changes 
that  should  occur  will  involve  establishment  of  new  offices,  de- 
partments, etc.,  and  consequent  new  telephones.      (If  you  need 
additional  copies  of  this  list  they  may  be  requested  from  the 
Public  Information  Office.) 
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Within  the  coming  month  we  will  complete  and  distribute  a 
Library  Telephone  Book.     This  will  list  personnel  assignments 
and  be  divided  into  two  sections.     The  first  half  of  the  tele- 
phone book  will  list  departments,  offices  and  branches  and  shov; 
names  of  assigned  personnel.     The  second  section  will  be  an 
alphabetical  listing  of  personnel  and  their  telephone  numbers. 
Because  of  the  size  of  this  project  it  is  not  intended  that  this 
book  be  revised  for  a  year.     Therefore,  it  will  be  double  spaced 
throughout  so  that  appropriate  changes  may  be  made  by  hand. 

We  hope  that  these  nev;  lists  will  prove  helpful.     In  the 
m.eantime  we  are  working  on  a  super  secret  plan  that  will  eliminate 
all  future  resignations,   transfers,   leaves,  promotions  and  nev; 
employees.     If  we  can  just  solve  that  problem  our  telephone  book 
V7ill  be  much  better. 

GIANT  FLOOD 

On  Mondav  morning,  December  18,  Technical  Services  personnel 
arrived  at  work  to  discover  the  entire  first  floor  of  45  Hyde 
Street  under  two  inches  of  muddy  v/ater.      (Good  Morning  1) 

With  over  10,000  books  on  hand,   losses  v;ere  extremely  low. 
Only  150  books  were  water  damaged  and  about  50  record  cases. 
(The  records  themselves  were  not  affected.) 

Prominent  among  the  v/ater  damaged  volumes  were  three  copies 
of  THE  WATEP  CRISES  by  Moss : 1  I 

Thanks  for  the  limited  losses  and  the  rapid  clean-up  must 
go  to  the  departmental  personnel,  pages,   janitors,   the  engineer 
and  other  Main  Librarv  staff  who  pitched  in  v/ith  a  tremendous 
cooperative  effort. 

As  a  result  of  the  speedv  rescue  mission  many  books  were 
displaced  from  their  proper  locations  and  routined  book  proces- 
sing V7ill  probably  not  be  restored  for  several  weeks.     With  such 
a  mass  and  surprise  dislocation  vie  can  expect  some  delays  and 
confusion  until  things  return  to  normal   (whatever  that  is  I) 

Hrs .  Goodwin  is  requesting  patience  and  understanding  as 
she  tries  to  put  her  department  back  in  shape.     Please  avoid 
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sending  donated  materials,  reclassification  problems  and  other 
projects  that  require  use  of  the  shelf  list  records  to  the 
Catalog  Department  until  further  notice.     Individual  departments 
and  branches  will  have  the  responsibility  for  deciding  if  water 
damaged  volumes  should  be  rebound  or  replaced. 

Cause  of  the  flood  was  the  downpour  on  December  17  v;hich 
sewer  drains  at  Hyde  and  MacAllister  just  couldn't  handle. 

NOTE 

When  a  library  staff  member  is  transferred  it  is  the  duty  of 
that  person's  Supervisor  to  forward  the  yearly  Employee  Time  Sum- 
mary to  the  new  Supervisor.  Nith  nev;  employees  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Supervisor  to  set  up  and  maintain  this  form. 

UNFORTUNATE  PUBLICITY 

Early  December  charges  that  city  services  in  San  Francisco 
are  better  in  white  neighborhoods  than  in  racially  mixed  ones 
(with  library  services  specifically  singled  out)  by  a  represen- 
tative of  the  Ingleside  NAACP  came  as  an  unpleasant  surprise  to 
the  Library. 

Immediately  after  the  first  newspaper  story  rir.  Ilartalle, 
Mrs.  Moses,  and  Mr.  Belch  reviewed  library  policies  and  action 
in  light  of  the  charge  and  prepared  a  statement  for  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  who  had  received  the  complaint.      (When  the  Super- 
visors later  charged  the  Mayor  to  investigate  the  complaint  the 
report  was  submitted  to  him.) 

Because  the  Library  administration  believes  that  this  charge 
of  discrimination  in  librarv  services  is  a  serious  one,   and  be- 
cause we  sincerely  believe  that  it  is  unfounded,  we  want  all 
SFPL  staff  members  to  be  aware  of  the  cominents  submitted  to  the 
Mayor . 

At  least  since  1960  the  greatest  effort  toward  improvement 
of  extension  services  has  been  in  racially  mixed  areas.  This 
has  been  demonstrated  through  our  building  program  which  has 
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added  new  branch  library  buildings  in  TTestern  Addition  and 
Excelsior  and  the  planned  Anna  E.  Waden  Branch  in  Bayviev;.  It 
is  also  demonstrated  through  our  bookmobile  program  and  a  number 
of  other  programs  specifically  aimed  povery  and  racially  mixed 
areas . 

The  complaint  to  the  Supervisors  specifically  criticized  the 
Ocean  View  Branch  in  comparison  with  the  Merced  Branch.  The 
librarv  report  to  the  Mayor  defended  the  decision,  made  by  the 
Commission  in  the  50 's,   to  locate  a  permanent  branch  to  serve 
this  whole  area  across  from  Stonestown  rather  than  in  the  area 
of  the  present  Ocean  View  or  Ingleside  Branches.      (ALA  standards 
would  allow  closing  both  of  those  branches  after  construction 
of  the  M_erced  Branch.) 

The  report  pointed  out  that  we  have  maintained  a  strong  branch, 
with  an  able  and  effective  librarian  and  a  very  good  book  collection 
at  Ocean  View.     The  Library  has  been  seeking  larger  quarters  for 
branch  for  the  past  year  but  the  small  service  area  severely  limits 
the  number  of  appropriately  located  sites. 

SFPL  has  worked  very  closely  v/ith  the  community  in  this  area. 
Our-  branch  librarians  at  Ocean  View,   Ingleside  and  Merced  have 
been  active  in  the  Ocean  View,  Merced  Heights,   Ingleside  Improve- 
ment Association  for  over  a  year.     In  point  of  ironic  fact,  Mr. 
Martelle,  Mrs.  Moses,  Miss  Collopy,   and  other  members  of  our  staff 
were  meeting  at  the  Ocean  View  Branch  with  representatives  of  the 
OMI  group  the  night  before  the  charges  appeared  in  the  newspapers. 

This  brief  summary  is  presented  simply  so  that  SFPL  staff 
members  mav  be  aware  of  the  general  contents  of  the  report  to  the 
Mavor  and  so  that  they  might,   if  they  desire,   take  a  similar  ap- 
proach if  thev  are  called  upon  to  discuss  the  charges  of  discri- 
mination in  library  service  by  friends  or  the  public.     The  Library 
Administration  is  well  aware  of  necessary  improvements  in  all 
phases  of  library  service  in  San  Francisco.     The  Administration, 
on  the  other  hand,   feels  that  charges  such  as  those  made  by  the  re- 
presentative of  the  Ingleside  NAACP  are  unsupportable  in  the  face 
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of  the  existing  facts  and  more  likely  to  damage  the  I.ibrary  than 
to  lead  to  any  improvement  in  any  area  of  library  service. 

CHPISTr-mS  PARTY 

The  Staff  Association  reports  that  their  annual  Christmas 
Party  at  Excelsior  Branch  was  a  "truly  fantastic  bash".     About  125 
attended. 

A  surprise  beneficiary  of  the  party  was  the  Staff  Association 
Scholarship  Fund,     It  wasn't  planned  that  way,  but  the  party  turned 
a  neat  profit  of  $51  which  was  turned  over  to  the  scholarship  unit. 

We  are  very  late,  but  think  you'll  be  interested  to  know  that 
the  Scholarship  Fund  did  award  $250  to  Miss  Tamela  Guilian  (late 
of  General  Reference)   tov;ard  her  expenses  in  seeking  a  M.L.S.  at 
U.S.C. 

JAZZ  AT  THE  LIBRARY 

Two  jazz  concert-lectures  will  be  held  in  the  riain  Library 
this  month.     The  Lee  Schipper  Quintet  of  the  University  of  Calif- 
ornia (and  winners  of  the  U.S.   Intercollegiate  Jazz  ccmpetition) 
V7ill  appear  on  January  17,   and  the  Denny  Zeitlin  Trio  (nationally 
acclaimed  jazz  festival,  recording  and  conert  artists)   vtIII  appear 
on  January  24.     Philip  Elwood,   jazz  critic  for  the  Examiner  and 
KPFA  will  preside  at  both  programs  and  discuss  the  relationship 
between  jazz  and  classical  music. 

Both  concert-lectures  will  be  held  in  the  Literature  Depart- 
ment at  8:00  pm.     Admission,  as  usual,  is  free. 

These  programs  are  made  possible  by  Local  6  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Musicians,  through  a  grant  from  the  Recording  In- 
dustries Trust  Fund.

LIBRARY  BUDGET 

r7hile  we  are  on  the  subject  of  money.... The  Library  Comir.ission 
approved  our  annual  budget  request  at  their  January  16th  meeting. 
The  nei^r  request  totals  $4  ,292  ,138,  a  modest  increase  of  $429  ,018 
over  the  $3,863,120  appropriated  for  the  library  in  1967-68. 

The  only  major  increase  in  the  budget  request  is  in  the  area 
of  additional  personnel.     The  new  budget  calls  for  10  Librarians, 
2  3  clerks,  and  2  maintenance  men.     I'm  sure  there  is  no  need  to  ex- 
plain to  any  member  of  our  staff  why  these  nev;  positions  are  a  vital 
necessity.'  I     Other  features  of  the  request  are  a  small  increase 
for  periodical  subscriptions  and  a  small  increase  in  the  book 
budget  to  allow  for  the  increasing  cost  of  books  and  replacement 
of  a  number  of  worn  and  defaced  children's  books.      (In  other  words, 
except  for  replacing  the  children's  books  v/e  would  expect  to  pur- 
chase about  the  same  number  of  volumes  in  68-69  as  v/ill  be  pur- 
chased in  1967-68.) 

In  other  action  at  the  Commission  meeting  a  design  for  a 
sculpture  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Anna  E.  ^^Jaden  Branch  v/as  ap- 
proved.    The  exciting  and  unusual  design   (at  least  to  me)   is  the 
work  of  Jacques  Overhoff  who  also  has  an  impressive  bronze  in  the 
Golden  Gateway.     The  Anna  E.  Waden  work  will  be  part  of  a  brick 
wall  and  fired  from  the  same  clay  as  the  bricks.     It  is  non-repre- 
sentational. 

NEWSPAPER  STRIKE 

During  the  neivspaper  strike  the  Chronicle  continues  to  publish 
what  we  have  dubbed  a  "mini-paper"  in  order  to  maintain  their  re- 
cord of  never  having  missed  publication.  This  eight  page  8h  x  14 
photocopy  is  sent  only  to  libraries,  ten  copies  to  SFPL,  one  each 
to  Oakland  Public,  Bancroft,  the  State  Library  and  the  Library  of 
Congress . 

We  post  one  copy  on  a  bulletin  board  in  the  lobby  of  the  Main 
Library  and  send  copies  to  Mission,  Excelsior,  Marina,  Richmond, 
Sunset,  West  Portal  and  Western  Addition  branches  for  posting  the 
next  day.     We  also  keep  one  copy  in  the  Newspaper  Department  and 
one  in  Rare  Books . 
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We  also  receive  a  supply  of  the  one  page  newspaper  being  put 
out  by  KPIX.  This  is  distributed,  free  of  charge,  by  the  General 
Reference  Department  and  through  all  branches. 

(For  those  of  you  who  really  miss  your  daily  paper  and  haven't 
discovered  it  yet....KOED  is  broadcasting  a  Newspaper  of  the  Air 
each  night  at  7:30  pm,  and  it  is  excellent! )

A  Charter  amendment  passed  la.^t  November  providers  fo-  Ci^-'-  I-'mploy- 
ees,-    "after  15  vears  servi  ce  ~  20  working  days"  vacation .     T'.  '.is  has 
been  approved  bv  the  Legislature  and  became  effective  on  January  15, 
196  8.     This  amendment  vzas  the  only  change  affecting  vacation  proce- 
dures , 

As  has  alvTavs  been  the  case,   employees  may  not  accumulate  more 
than  thirty  working  days    (six  v/eeks)  vacation. 

Therefore : 

Emnloyees  with  one  to  four  years  service  earn  two  v;eeks    (10  days) 

vacation.     They  must  take  at  least  one  v/eek  vacation,   and  m.ay 
accum.^ilate  or  carry  over  one  week. 

Employees  with  five  to  fourteen  years  service  earn  three  weeks 
(15  da-vs)    vacstion.     They  muEt  take  at  least  one  week  vacation, 
and  :.^av  accumulate  or  carrv  ove"  two  v.-ceks. 

Emp]ovr,es  with  15  or  more  vears  se-vice  earn  four  v/eeks  (20  days) 
vacation.  They  must  take  at  least  tv/o  v;ee]:s  vacation,  and  may 
accumulate  or  carry  over  tv/o  vzeeks . 

No  one  is  allov/ed  to  accumulate  more  than  30  days   (six  v/eeks) 
vacation.      (You  lose  it  if  vou  don't  take  it.) 

If,  vou  have  accum.ulated  six  v/eelcs  vacation  at  the  end  of  196  8  , 

vou  mav  add  that  to  the  vacation  you  earn  in  1969.  Therefore  a  persor 

who  has  worked  for  the  City  for  15  years  may  build  up  a  total  of  ten 

vreeks    (50  working  davs)   vacation.     A  person  v;ith  5  to  14  years 

service  mav  build  up  a  nine  week    (45  working  days)  vacation.

Our  eighteen  new  employees  are  enrolled  in  the  Nev;  Careers 
proaram .     This  program,  partially  Federally  funded,  is  aimed  at 
aiving  the  disadvantaaed ,  untrained  and  unemployed  a  combination 
of  work  experience  and  education  that  vrill,  by  the  end  of  two  and 
a  half  to  three  vear  proaram,  qualifv  them,  for  permanent  sub- 
professional  employment. 

Durina  the  three  year  period  the  participants  will  v^ork 
twentv  hours  a  week  for  the  library  and  attend  school  tv;enty  hours 
a  week,     ^''e  are  cooperatina  with  the  Library  Technician  nrogram 
at  Pan  ^rancisco  City  College  where  the  participants  will  receive 
their  trainina. 

New  Careers  is  a  joint  project  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  Federal  '"-overnment .  'p'or  the  first  year  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment provides  90%  of  the  cost,  50%  in  the  second  year  and  10% 
during  the  third  year.     The  San  Francisco  New  Careers  nrogram 

(which  includes  several  departments  in  addition  to  the  library) 
was  largely  designed  by  Acting  City  Librarian  Harold  D.  ''artelle. 
Alicia  TATiiiiaips  has  represented  the  library  in  the  planning 
sessions  that  have  been  held  about  the  project  and  will  administer 
it  in  the  comina  months. 
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The  Nev  Career  ^^orkers  v/ill  be  under  the  same  rules  and 
rerrulations  as  regular  Civil  Service  eir-olovecs.

Thursday  night  Margot  Patterson  Doss 
presented  "Walk  Around  Excelsior"  at  Excelsior  Branch.  Friday 
night  the  Poetry  Festival  finals  are  at  the  r4ain.  Western 
Addition  and  Potrero  are  both  featuring  major  art  exhibits  all 
week. 

Saturday  evening  Louis  Untermeyer  will  lecture  at  :iain  on 
"What  Americans  Read  -  and  Why". 

An  extra  added  attraction  is  George  Alfred's  gigantic 
PainT-In,  Street  Dance  being  held  Saturday  afternoon  at  the  con- 
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struction  site  of  the  still-a-building  Anna  E.  Waden  Branch. 
School  children  are  invited  to  paint  the  construction  barrier 
wall  and  the  street  will  be  closed  for  dancing  to  the  sounds  of 
The  Soul  Injection,  a  local  rock  group.

NEW  CHINATOWN  BRANCH     ?  FREE??? 

Mr.  Martelle  reported  to  the  Library  Commission  earlier  this 
month  on  negotiations  that  might  lead  to  a  brand  new  branch 
library  in  Chinatown  at  no  cost  to  the  Library, 

The  plan  originated  with  the  University  of  California  Design 
Center  and  would  call  for  the  demolition  of  the  present  old 
Carnegit  building.     That  site  and  an  adjoining  one  would  then  be 
used  for  construction  of  low-to-moderate  priced  housing,  perhaps 
as  many  as  ten  stories.     In  return  for  the  donation  of  the  land 
the  library  would  receive  a  brand  new  branch  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  new  building.

(Public  schools 
have  been  built  this  way  in  New  York  and  proven  the  method 
feasible. )

FRM7K  CLARVOE  RESIGNS 

Frank  A.  Clarvoe,  Jr.,  after  tv/elve  years  as  Secretary  to 
the  Library  Commission  submitted  his  resignation  to  Commission 
President  Edward  F.  Callanan,  Jr.,  on  May ^22.     He  begins  his 
annual  vacation  May  24  and  the  resignation  will  become  effective 
June  15 . 

Clarvoe,  who  is  presently  completing  the  requirements  for 
his  Master's  Degree  in  Business,  has  accepted  a  position  v/ith 
a  bay  area  real  estate  development  company. 

"This  is  an  opportunity  I  just  couldn't  afford  to  miss," 
Clarvoe  stated  in  explaining  his  resignation,     "The  new  position 
provides  not  only  immediate  financial  rewards,  but  also  offers 
a  challenge  in  a  field  of  business  activity  in  which  I  have  been 
interested  for  several  years." 

"I've  certainly  enjoyed  my  experience  at  the  Library,''  he 
continued.   "l  hope  you'll  express  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the 
staff  members  who  have  been  so  cheerfully  cooperative  over  the 
past  years.     I'll  miss  working  with  them," 

An  announcement  on  I'ir,  Clarvoe 's  replacement  should  come 
from  the  Library  Commission  at  an  early  date, 

1968-69  BUDGET  PASSED  BY  SUPERVISORS 

Although  a  cursory  examination  of  the  budget  for  196  8-6  9 
operation  of  the  library  would  seem  to  indicate  a  slight  in- 
crease of  $153,078  there  will  actually  be  $62,963  less  next  year 
than  there  has  been  this  year. 
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This  seemingly    inconsistent  conclusion  is  the  result  of 
salary  standardization.     Although  v/e  vjill  not  have  a  single  ad- 
ditional employee  in  1968-69,  salary  costs  for  the  library  (the 
first  seven  items,  plus  "Fixed  Charges"  on  the  attached  summary) 
will  increase  by  $216,041  in  the  new  fiscal  year.     This  is  due 
to  the  recent  salary  standardization  and  to  the  fact  that  many 
employees  receive  increment  raises.     The  Library  v;ould  need  to 
increase  this  year's  budget  by  that  amount  just  to  keep  even. 
As  the  total  increase  is  only  $153,078  we  will  actually  have 
less  to  operate  the  library  in  1968-69  than  this  year. 

Two  items  were  increased.     We  will  have  $19,160  in  1988-69 
for  Electronic  Data  Processing,  an  amount  that  was  not  in  the 
present  budget.     (Under  "Services  of  Other  Departments") .  Ue 
also  received  $15,000  more  than  the  present  budget  for  ilagazine 
subscriptions,  although  this  increase  is  less  than  half  v;hat 
the  Commission  recommended. 

The  largest  cut  was  in  the  book  budget  which  is  $56,500 
less  than  the  current  year.  Perhaps  the  most  important  cut 
was  in  the  equipment  item  where  $48,280  was  eliminated.  The 
$2,630  left  in  that  item  is  for  the  replacement  of  some  tables 
and  chairs  that  are  no  longer  useful.  This  means  that  there 
will  be  no  new  typewriters,  tables,  chairs,  files,  cabinets, 
microfilm  readers,  desks,  lockers,  or  shelving  in  1968-69. 

A  budget  summary  showing  the  present  budget,  the  amount 
recommended  by  the  Commission,  the  amount  approved  by  the  ^'ayor 
and  the  amount  voted  by  the  Supervisors  for  1968-69  is  attached 
for  your  information. 

LATENESS  AND  ABSENCES 

The  majority  of  Library  staff  members  arrive  at  work  on 
time  and  notify  their  supervisors  properly  when  absent  or  away 
from  their  assignments.     Unfortunately,  however,  there  are  some 
who  are  chronically  tardy,  or  who  fail  to  call  in  when  absent, 
or  who  leave  their  assignments  without  permission.     Such  employees 
put  an  added  and  unfair  burden  on  their  fellow  v;orkers.

LATE::E£S  c.nd  A3SE^]C^,  POLICY 


1,  Tardiness  will  be  defined  as  arrival  at  work  more  than  5 
minutes  after  starting  time.     Supervisors  will  be  respon- 
sible for  keeping  cumulative  records  of  tardiness,  '•\'hen 
total  tardiness  amounts  to  30  minutes  or  more,   it  will  be 
reported  to  the  Personnel  Office  and  deductions  from  pay 
will  be  made  from  a  subsequent  pay  check  to  the  nearest 
1/4  hour. 

2.  Absences  must  be  reported  to  the  supervisor  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible and  no  later  than  one  hour  after  the  employee's 
schedule  starting  time.     Employees  v;ho  are  absent  for  more 
than  one  day  must  call  in  daily  unless: 

a)  an  official  Civil  Service  leave  form  has  been 
received  in  the  Personnel  Office  covering  ab- 
sence extending  to  a  future  date;  or 

b)  the  employee  is  excused  by  his  supervisor  from, 
daily  call-in  because  it  is  reasonably  certain 
the  absence  v/ill  continue  over  an  extended  period. 

3,  Failure  to  call  in  v/hen  absent  or  when  more  than  1  hour  late 
will  be  deemed  "absence  without  leave".     It  should  be  re- 
corded on  timesheets  by  the  symbol  "0"  in  red.     No  pay  is 
due  the  employee  for  time  so  recorded. 

4,  Employees  v;ho  are  away  from  their  assigned  v7ork  areas  ^/ithout 
permission  from  their  supervisors  or  other  authorized  person, 
will  be  docked  pay  accordingly. 

5.  Employees  v/ith  otherwise  excellent  punctuality  and  v/ork  re- 
cords may  be  excused  for  single  instances  of  tardiness  or 
absence  without  leave  if  such  instances  vjere  unavoidable  or 
due  to  a  compelling  reason. 

6.  Repeated  instances  of  tardiness  or  absence  without  leave  are 
cause  for  disciplinary  action  including  official  reprimands, 
suspension  and  dismissal.

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PROPOSITION  I 

General  revulsion  over  a  nuiuber  of  things  that  happened  on 
June  5  makes  any  comment  on  the  Primary  Election  difficult,  but 
there  were  several  notes  of  significance  to  SFPL  staff  members. 

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  note  was  the  passage  of  Proposi- 
tion I  even  though  the  campaign  in  its  behalf  was  modest  and  the 
Chronicle  opposed  it.     One  can  only  hope  that  this  is  but  the 
first  step  toward  creating  a  decent,  modern  retirement  system  for 
city  employees. 

The  defeat  of  the  $14.8  million  bond  issue  for  parks  and 
recreation   (Proposition  B)   should  be  of  concern,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  publicity  in  recent  months  about  lack  of  such  facili- 
ties in  several  areas  of  the  city. 

As  the  Library  is  looking  forward  to  a  bond  issue  in  1969, 
every  staff  member  should  read  the  Examiner  editorial  'Voter 
Confusion"  which  was  unfortunately  published  the  day  after  the 
election   (June  6) .

SFPL  FIRST  IN  EDP 

A  survey  of  all  major  libraries   (and  a  number  of  smaller  and 
special  libraries)   in  VJashington,  Oregon  and  California  shov/s 
SFPL  to  be  the  only  public  library  with  a  computerized  serials 
system  in  operation  on  the  West  coast.     Our  7,500  entries  ranked 
fifth  overall  in  the  survey,  v/ith  four  campuses  of  the  University 
of  California  (Davis,  San  Diego,  Riverside  and  Santa  Barbara) 
having  systems  with  a  greater  number  of  entries.

THE  PERILS  OF  PUBLICITY 

You  can't  alv;ays  believe  v;hat  you  read  in  the  nev^spaperl 
There  has  understandably  been  a  good  deal  of  comment  about  the 
news  story  that  appeared  in  the  Chronicle  as  a  result  of  I'^r. 
Anderson's  press  conference  Wednesday.      (The  Examiner  story  was 
quite  good,  though.) 

Hr.  Anderson  never  called  the  library  "terrible",  he  did 
not  say  that  we  need  "a  more  qualified  staff".     In  his  coirments 
Mr.  Anderson  did  praise  the  recent  vigor  of  SFPL  and  the  accom- 
plishments under  iir.  Holman's  leadership, . .but  you  would  never 
get  that  idea  from  the  story  that  appeared. 

These  problem^s  arose  because  the  reporter  paraphrased  and 
summarized  rather  than  quoting  Mr.  Anderson's  actual  comments. 
To  avoid  just  this  type  of  situation  Mr.  Anderson  had  v/ritten  out 
his  comments  in  advance,  read  them  to  the  press  conference 
word-for-v7ord  and  each  reporter  v7qs  given  a  copy  of  the  statement. 
What  other  reasonable  safeguard  could  have  been  taken?  neither 
would  there  be  any  use,  as  some  have  suggested,   in  asking  the 
Chronicle  to  correct  the  story.     Ue  would  appear  to  be  soreheads 
and  nit  pickers  and  probably  alienate  people  v;hose  support  v/e 
need.     Therefore,   the  incident  is  best  forgotten. 

For  the  information  of  the  staff  we  are  appending  to  this 
Official  Bulletin  a  complete  text  of  Mr.  Anderson's  statement. 

EX?J'IS  TO  BE  RE -SCHEDULED 

The  previously  announced  Senior  and  Principal  Librarian 
exams  have  been  delayed  due  to  a  protest  on  the  qualifications 
for  Senior  Librarian.     This  protest  is  expected  to  be  heard  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  on  July  29. 
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Because  of  this  delay  Civil  Service  is  expected  to  re-announce 
both  examinations ,set  new  closing  and  examination  dates.  This 
means  that  those  persons  who  have  become  qualified  for  either  exam- 
ination before  the  new  closing  date  will  be  able  to  take  the  exam 
when  it  is  re-scheduled.     No  date  has  been  set,  but  the  present 
guess  is  that  the  exams  will  take  place  in  October. 

EDP  I4ARCHES  ON 

That  computer  over  at  City  Hall  actually  printed  a  periodicals 
catalog  for  us  the  other  night.     In  fact  it  printed  out  a  title 
catalog,  and  a  subject  catalog  and  several  other  lists  that  I'm 
not  quite  sure  what  to  call.     Those  of  you  v7ho  still  doubt  that 
we  have  reached  the  age  of  the  computer  might  like  to  visit  the 
Periodicals  Department  and  inspect  the  fruits  of  many  months  v/orh. 
The  present  catalogs  aro  being  proof  read.     We'll  tell  the  computer 
about  its  mistak''>=    (well,  our  raistakes,  but  the  computer  repeated 
then)  nave  a  corrected  copy  in  a  few  weeks. 

A  great  number  of  interesting  statistics  have  been  developed 
in  this  project.     Did  you  know  that  we  presently  have  9,233  sub- 
scriptions to  5,12  4  periodicals?     Did  you  know  that  if  you  count 
titles  that  have  ceased  publication,  etc.,  that  we  hold  6,419 
periodical  titles? 

We  receive  2  80  periodicals    (including  newspapers)   in  French, 
228  in  German,   79  in  Spanish  and  30  in  Russian.     There  are  a 
couple  in  Serbo-Croation  also!! 

The  Science  Department  leads  all  departments  in  the  number 
of  subscriptions  with  1,995.     History  gets  1,521,  Art  &  rlusic 
873,  Literature  849,  Periodicals  733,  etc.,  etc. 

Linda  Crismond  is  in  Eugene,  Oregon,  this  vjeek  attending  a 
data  processing  institute.     I  wonder  v;hat  new  projects  she'll 
bring  back. 

FILLMORE  STREET  REFERENCE  PROJECT 

Mrs,  Olive  Wong,  of  BARC  assisted  by  llr.  Guy  Bennette  (New 
Careers)  began  an  experimental  street  reference  project  on  the 
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corners  of  Fillmore  and  ricAllister  Streets  on  Friday,  ::ay  31st. 

Every  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  afternoon  they  take  the 
city  car  along  with  a  small  supply  of  paperbacks,  magazines,  pam- 
phlets and  posters  and  park  near  this  corner.     They  pile  the  books 
on  the  car-  set  up  the  posters,  greet  all  passersby,   talk  to  people 
and  explain  that  the  books  are  for  free  loan.     Books  may  be  re- 
turned either  to  the  car  on  appointed  days  or  deposited  at  the 
nearby  Bankroll  Liquor  Store  or  Brenda's  Snack  Bar.     No  circula- 
tion procedures  are  necessary.     Books  returned  are  back  in  cir- 
culation a  minute  later.     Requests  for  books  and  information  are 
taken  for  the  next  day  or  week. 

Materials  not  available  in  the  library  are  purchased,  usually 
in  paperback  form.     Copies  are  made  of  pages  of  reference  mate- 
rials. 

Response  from  street  patrons  has  been  overv7helming--they 
save  parking  space,  put  money  in  the  meter,  help  load  and  unload 
books,  bring  their  friends  and  even  have  taken  up  collections  for 
the  purchase  of  books , 

The  project  is  presently  funded  by  BAPC  and  is  now  under  the 
direction  of  Jay  Uhite   (BARC) .      (Mrs.  Wong  has  recently  returned 
to  New  York) .     Mr.  Bennette  and  Miss  Beverly  Hindsman  assist  on 
a  part  time  basis  and  Linda  Ramey   (Barc-Gen,  Ref)   also  aids  the 
street  staff  with  research  questions.     Project  staff  is  also  in 
close  contact  with  Western  Addition  Branch.     The  Human  Rights 
Commission  has  donated  a  typewriter  to  the  project  and  the 
Friends  have  donated  som.e  paperback  books.     Below  is  a  list  of 
most  requested  items  on  Fillmore  Street.

Hopefully,  this 
should  mean  an  increase  in  part-time  hours  later  in  the  year.

I  didn't  come  to  San  Francisco  with  any  illusions.  San 
Francisco's  public  library  has  not  enjoyed  a  good  reputation  in 
library  circles.     It  has  only  been  recently,  under  the  vigorous 
direction  of  former  City  Librarian  William  R.  Holman,  that  sig- 
nificant steps  have  been  taken  to  upgrade  the  library. 

I  came  to  San  Francisco  because  it  V7as  evident  that  San 
Francisco  wished  to  continue  its  drive  to  obtain  a  high  quality 
library  system.     The  work  is  far  from  finished.     In  practically 
every  area  of  evaluation  there  are  still  grave  deficiencies. 

The  liain  Library  building  is  the  worst  metropolitan  library 
building  in  the  country.     Less  than  one  half  the  size  building 
necessary  for  this  size  city,  it  is  completely  unsuited  for  a 
modern  concept  of  service.     The  library  has  outgrown  the  building 
in  fact?  every  hallvjay  and  closet  has  been  utilized?  the  time 
for  a  suitable  nev7  building  is  now  at  hand.     The  Ilain  Library 
is  the  very  core  of  the  total  library  program,  embodying  the 
expensive  and  necessary  functions  which  cannot  be  duplicated  in 
the  branch  system. 

San  Francisco  Public  Library  should  provide  leadership  in 
developing  a  major  regional  reference  and  research  network.  The 
current  BARC   (Bay  Area  Reference  Center)   demonstration  project 
involving  $449,000  of  state  and  federal  funds,   is  but  a  start 
in  this  direction. 

San  Francisco  Public  Library  still  shov/s  the  marks  of 
years  of  malnutrition.     Its  book  collection  is  still  short  of 
minimum  acceptable  standards.     The  library  is  understaffed, 
both  at  the  liain  Library  and  branches,  thus  limiting  the  extent 
and  quality  of  service.     Several  of  the  branches  badly  need 
rehabilitation?  and  a  number  of  library  services  normally  given 
by  libraries  in  cities  of  comparable  size   (and  smaller)   are  not 
offered  here. 

Urban  centers  face  a  crisis.     The  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  can  play  an  active  and  vital  role  in  the  changing  city. 
I  believe  we  must  become  more  flexj.]Dle  in  our  patterns  of  ser- 
vice, enovating  wherever  possible  to  best  serve  the  educational 
and  informational  needs  of  the  neighborhoods.     We  must  provide 
high  quality  reference  service  to  the  increasingly  sophisticated 
needs  of  business,  government,  and  the  citizens  themselves. 
This  will  involve  not  only  a  vast  buildup  of  tradi+-ional  mate- 
rials such  as  books,  but  use  of  new  computer  equipment  ana  audio 
and  visual  devices. 
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While  we  can  promise  efficient  management  of  the  library 
program,  we  cannot  prom.ise  a  good  program  without  much  more 
financing.     Good  library  service  is  not  cheap  and  the  essen- 
tial ingredients  are  escalating  rapidly  in  cost.     The  important 
factor  in  this  is  that  good  library  service  pays  -  it  pays  in 
two  very  important  v/ays  -  it  provides  the  key  information  needed 
by  business,  industry,  and  science  to  make  important  decisions. 

Our  whole  society  has  shifted  to  information  based  programs 
and  San  Francisco  is  in  the  forefront  of  this.     The  second  im- 
portant pay-out  is  the  library's  involvement  in  the  social  and 
educational  rehabilitation  of  the  deprived  part  of  our  city. 
Founded  primarily  to  provide  continuing  education  for  citizens 
of  all  ages,  the  modern  city  public  library  now  faces  its  biggest 
challenge  to  help  provide  education  and  cultural  enrichment  to 
those  who  have  not  been  reached  by  more  traditional  programs  in 
the  past.     To  be  so  involved  is  not  only  challenging  but  several 
times  more  expensive  than  traditional  patterns.     To  not  be  in 
volved  is  the  most  costly  of  all. 

I  look  forward  to  an  exciting  period  of  developm.ent  for  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library.     I  am  grateful  for  a  good  staff 
and  the  support  of  the  Commission,  Friends  of  the  Library,  and 
the  City.     Together  we  should  see  the  much  needed  progress  in 
\   the  months  and  years  ahead.

•..Other  kinds  of  inoculations  are  not  cause  for  rejection.

HISTORIES  ARE  TAKEN  WHICH  OFTEN  RESULT  IN  ADD- 
ITIONAL REFUSALS,      THE  EXAiMINING  PHYSICIAN  TAKES 
THE  FINAL  DECISION  AS  TO  THE  ACCEPTANCE  OR  RE-

All  of  US  are  understandably  shoclced  by  the  assault  that  took 
place  in  the  'Iain  Library  on  Thursclay  evening. 

One  of  the  first  items  brought  to  my  attention  upon  arrival 
at  SFPL  was  the  problem  of  main  library  security.     Ps  the  staff 
knov/s,    (and  I  have  learned),   the  Library  has  reauested  additional 
funds  for  security  staff  in  each  of  the  past  three  years.  'ir. 
Martelle's  statement  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  earlier  this  ^ear 
was  particularly  forceful.     He  pointed  out  that  additional  auards 
v/ere  necessary  not  only  to  protect  against  theft  of  booj-s...but 
rr.ore  importantly,  because  of  the  danger  of  just  the  sort  of  inci- 
dent that  took  place  last  Thursday  evening,     Unf or tunatelv  these 
requests  have  all  been  denied. 

Friday  morning  Mr.  Martelle  and  I  decided  to  prenare  a  sut?- 
plemental  budget  request  im.mcediately .     Since  such  a  request  cannot 
be  acted  upon  for  several  months,   I  have  asked  Mrs.   Stopple  and 
Mr.  Figone  to  institute  at  once  vrhatever  measures  are  possible  at 
this  tim.e. 

I  have  also  asked  Mr.  Figone  and  Mrs.   Stopple  to  make  a  study 
of  the  entire  security  problem  so  that  our  supplemental  budget 
request  can  be  a  complete  approach  to  the  problem,  rather  than 
simply  a  stop-gap  ansver  to  the  situation  dramatized  by  the  assault 
here  last  week. 

This  type  of  problem  is  found  in  all  metropolitan  li!~raries 
and  unfortunately  there  is  no  fail-safe  solution.     Assaults  and 
the  like  can  occur  even  if  you  were  to  have  num.erous  ouavds  on 
the  premises  at  all  times.     Reasonable  control  depends  upon  total 
staff  effort  in  handling  problem.s.     The  administration  bears  the 
responsibility  to  make  a  forceful  -nre-^entation  of  our  need  for 


additional  guards  and  the  proper  equipment  to  make  their  efforts 
effective , 

I  appreciate  the  concern  of  the  staff  and  I  hope  we  can  make 
significant  headway  on  the  problem  soon.

The  protest  by  Mrs.  Jacobs  on  the  Senior  Librarian  exam- 
ination was  upheld  by  the  Civic  Service  Comm.ission  at  a  hearing 
on  August  12,  196  8. 

The  Commission  has  ruled  that  those  librarians  holding 
permanent  36  30  classifications,  having  a  minimum  of  eight  (8) 
years  experience,  may  substitute  this  experience  for  a  master's 
degree  in  library  science  and  be  allowed  to  take  the  Senior 
Librarian  examination  one  time  only,  this  next  examination. 

The  library  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  had  the 
master's  degree  requirement  for  nine  years  and  v^hen  the  rule 
was  put  into  effect,  holders  of  the  permanent  36  30  classifica- 
tion were  given  two  opportunities  to  take  the  senior  examination. 

The  library  administration  is  pondering  a  request  for  re- 
consideration by  the  Civil  Service  Commission   (vithin  6  days) .

NETJ  rmiN  LIBRARY  PLANS 

The  most  recent  report  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Advisory 
Committee  schedules  the  $15  million  new  ^iain  Library  bui Icing  bond 
issue  for  June  1970.      (Earlier  reports  planned  the  submission  of 
the  bond  issue  to  the  voters  in  novoraber  1969.)     Marshall  Square 
is  nov7  the  officially  recommended  site.     These  recommendations  are 
unofficial  until  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  but  that  is 
considered  a  formality.     (The  Capital  Irr-irovements  Advisory  Com- 
mittee submits  its  bond  issue  schedule  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
annually,  so  there  is  still  a  possibility  of  change  prior  to  1970.) 

In  the  meantime  T'lr.  Anderson  is  reviev/ing  the  building  pro- 
gram and  investigating  recent  increases  in  building  costs.  He 
now  estimates  that  a  bond  issue  presented  in  19  7  0  would  have  to  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $20  million.     Firm  estimates  are  due  one 
year  before  the  vote. 

The  Commission  has  nam.ed  Commissioner  Stern  chairman  of  a 
Main  Library  Bond  Issue  Committee. 


ANOTHER  MEW  LIBRARY 

Apparently  SFPL  isn't  the  only  one  planning  a  nev?  library. 
Many  staff  members  have  inquired  about  the  report  of  the  activ- 
ities of  nr.  Garth  Brown  that  appeared  in  the  July  31/August  1 
San  Francisco  Progress. 

That  story  reported  that  Mr.  Brown,   an  employee  of  the 
Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Foundation,  has  obtained  a  vacant 
store  in  the  south  of  Market  area  and  is  asking  for  book  donations . 
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He  is  quoted  as  saying,   "The  Public  Library  does  not  have  funds 
to  open  a  branch,  so  I'm  depending  on  volunteers  and  donated 
books  to  get  the  project  together." 

Mr.  Brown  appeared  before  the  Library  Commission  in  June  and 
asked  that  body  to  "endorse"  his  project.     The  Commission  asl'ed 
him  to  meet  with  the  library  administration  and  develop  a  snecific 
program  for  enriched  library  service  for  the  south  of  '''arket  area 
which  they  could  consider. 

Although  everybody  involved  on  our  staff  has  been  both  ready 
and  v/illing  to  meet  with  'Ir.  3::-?'-..x-  c'j.ch  meetings  have  not  taken 
place. 

i!r.  Brown  appeared  before  the  Commission  again  on  August  6, 
after  the  appearance  of  the  Progress  story,  and  again  rerruested 
"endorsement"  of  his  project.     IJhen  it  developed  that  meetings 
with  the  library  staff  had  not  taken  place  the  Commission  again 
deferred  action  and  urged  that  Mr.  Brovm  work  with  the  library 
staff.     He  apparently  intends  to  carry  on  the  project  announced 
in  the  news  story. 

While  there  is  no  branch  in  the  south  of  ''arket  area,  much 
of  the  area  is  scheduled  for  early  demolition  for  the  Yerba  Buena 
Center  project.     We  do  have  four  bookmobile  stops  in  the  area  anr"* 
two  comm.unity  center  deposit  collections. 

INVESTIGATION 

As  has  been  mentioned  in  these  pages  before ...  .nevjspaper 
stories  sometimes  have  only  a  tenuous  hold  on  reality.     It  hap- 
pened to  us  again.     The  stories  that  resulted  from  the  Commission 
Meeting  on  August  6  v/ent  pretty  far  afield  from  what  was  actually 
said. 

Ed  Fundis,  President  of  the  Staff  Association,  at  the  request 
of  that  organization,  reported  to  the  Commission  that  a  rumor  is 
circulating  that  some  staff  members  have  received  secret  finan- 
cial gifts  from  an  outside  source.     Because  he  did  not  hav  facts. 
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and  because  he  had  heard  varying  stories,  Fundis  added  no  specifics. 
He  requested  that  the  Commission  investigate  and  clarify  the  situa- 
tion. 

The  subject  was  referred  to  the  Commission  committee  on  ad- 
ministration and  Personnel  for  investigation.     Commissioner  Lisle 
is  head  of  that  committee  and  Commissioners  Bransten  and  Graves 
are    the  other  members.     They  have  held  at  least  tv/o  meetings  and 
vjill  report  their  findings  to  the  Commission  on  September  3. 

PUPPET  SHOWS  BEING  DISCUSSED 

The  August  meeting  of  the  Commission  was  lively. 

The  San  Francisco  ■lime  Troupe  requested  acceptance  of  a  pro- 
gram of  puppet  shows  at  branch  libraries  to  promote  reading  and 
library  use.     The  Commission  referred  the  proposal  to  the  library 
staff  to  v7ork  out  the  details  of  finance,  script,  schedule,  etc. 
Mr.  Anderson  expressed  great  interest  in  the  idea  and  has  apooint- 
ed  a  committee  to  vrork  out  the  specifics. 

JAPANESE  ART  COLLECTION  RECEIVED 

Mrs,  Harvey  Brotman  has  donated  to  SFPL  an  important  collec- 
tion of  work  on  Japanese  Art  in  honor  of  her  husband  v:ho  died 
in  1966. 

The  Brotmans  were  the  proprietors  of  Brotman  Associates  art 
business  on  Bridgeway  in  Sausalito.     The  collection  of  Japanese 
Art  V7as  purchased  in  the  Orient  over  a  period  of  years  and  m:rabers 
twenty  items,  some  of  V7hich  are  in  several  volumes.     It  includes 
works  on  Iloh  maska,  wall  paintings,  porcelains  and  v;ood  block 
prints.     The  gift  has  been  appraised  at  $1,500. 

lie  have  always  been  proud  of  the  SFPL  collection  in  the  area 
of  Oriental  art  and  the  Harvey  Brotman  Collection  is  an  important 
and  appreciated  addition.

Everything  is  still  "informal"  and  "certain  procedures  re- 
main to  be  ironed  out".... but,  vie  will  have  two  nevr  classifica- 
tions s     Library  Technical  Assistant  I   ($525-638);  and  Library 
Technical  Assistant  II   ($578-703).     Lib.  Tech.  Asst.   I  reouires 
two  years  of  clerical  experience  in  a  library,  or  completion  of 
a  2-year  Library  Technology  course  such  as  the  one  at  City  College, 
Lib.  Tech.  Asst.  II  requires  completion  of  the  Library  Technology 
course,  plus  two  years  of  clerical  experience  in  a  library. 


lie  expect  approval  of  the  program  by  Civil  Service  in 
September.     As  soon  as  possible  the  nev;  positions  v^ill  be  filled 
on  a  limited  tenure  basis  with  qualifications  and  seniority  within 
the  department  considered.     Permanent  appointments  v/ill  be  based 
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on  an  examination,  but  no  plans  have  yet  been  made  to  hold  such 
exams .

The  City  Librarian  will  assum.e  primary  responsibility  for  general 
planning,  both  for  the  library  system,  and  for  our  relations  v;ith  the 
libraries  and  institutions  in  the  Bay  Area.     He  will  serve  as  admin- 
istrative liason  with  the  Friends  and  give  first  attention  to  the 
new  Main  Library  project. 

The  A-dministrative  Council  meets  with  the  City  Librarian  epch 
Monday  and  shares  responsibilities  for  m.aking  operating  policy 
decisions.     The  Administrative  Council  is  comprised  of  ail  the  above 
listed  administrators  except  the  Administrative  Assistant  ^nd  the 
Supervisor  of  Manpower  Develrpment  Programs.     The  Assistant  Citv 
Librarian  serves  as  Acting  City  Librarian  in  tho  City  Librarian's 
absence  and  he  shares  many  of  the  overall  administrative  rcsprnsibil- 
ities . 


The  new  organization  plan  will  be  reevaluated  in  several  months. 
Job  descriptions  for  the  administrative  officers  will  be  reviewed. 
A  nev7  organizational  chart  will  be  published  within  the  year.  Any 
further  changes  will  be  announced  to  the  staff.

It's  that  ser.son  again  and  here  are  a  few  words  of  caution  fr^n 
the  City  Librarian.., 

The  City  Charter  prohibits  campaign  literature  from  public  builc"- 
ings   (includes  offices  and  washrooms) .     While  buttons  are  not  clearly 
prohibited,  I  hope  descretion  and  the  awareness  of  our  fundamental 
mission  in  this  community  will  keep  this  problem  under  control.  One 
of  the  essential  ingredients  of  a  strong  public  library  is  to  be  the 
center  for  a  free  flow  of  information.     We  work  among  persons  of  all 
political  persuasions,  and  I  hope  that  our  personal  convictions  re- 
garding this  election  are  expressed  after  work  hours.

GIFT  INVESTIGATION 


On  September  6,   196  8,   the  Library  Co^ijJSJ^MlSn^s- Administration 


and  Personnel  Committee  reported  to  the  Library  Commission  in  public 
session  and  the  report  was  adopted.     The  complete  text  was  circulated 
to  the  Staff  through  the  Staff  Memo  of  the  SFPL  Staff  Association  on 
September  10.     It  in  effect  said  that  $800  gifts  were  given  to  five 
administrative  officers  and  that  all  gifts  had  been  returned. 

On  September  8,   the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library 

issued  a  press  release  confirming  their  awards  to  five  staff  members 

in  recognition  of  excellence  of  performance,  particularly  in  a  transi- 
tion year  for  library  administration o 

Both  the  Commission  and  the  Friends  realize  that  the  gifts  v;ere 
given  with  good  intent  and  that  it  was  an  expression  of  continuing 
concern  for  better  salaries  for  not  only  the  positions  indicated  but 
indeed  the  whole  staff. 

This  has  been  a  most  difficult  matter  replete  with  misinformation 
and  misunderstandings.     The  City  Librarian  hopes  that  the  issue  can 
now  be  closed  so  that  we  all  may  move  forward  in  our  library  program. 
The  continued  support  of  the  Friends  is  needed  and  welcomed.     We  hope 
that  practical  goals  can  scon  be  formulated  around  which  the  Commis- 
sion, Staff  and  Friends  can  rally  for  the  betterment  of  the  Library.

ORIENTATION,   KOFFEE  KLATCHES ,  AND  SUCH 

The  orientation  program  from  the  City  Library  has  been  completed. 
He  has  had  Koffee  Klatch  sessions  with  all  professional  staff  and 
three  groups  of  clerical  staff  and  the  Nev;  Careerists.     He  has  visited 
each  branch  at  least  once  and  had  an  official  visit  to  all  Ilain 
Library  departments.

The  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  held  their  Board 
of  Directors  meeting  on  September  26,     The  City  Librarian  presented 
a  talk  on  future  directions  of  the  public  library,  with  special  em- 
phasis upon  SFPL.     Major  points  included  the  need  to  re-evaluate  our 
criteria  for  library  excellence  in  light  of  today's  social  problems 
and  the  necessity  of  providing  excellent  library  service  to  a  polar- 
ized society  —  the  well  educated  and  the  "culturally  deprived". 
He  pointed  out  that  this  two  pronged  emphasis  will  be  difficult, 
especially  in  light  of  the  many  recognizable  deficiences  in  the 
present  operation.     However,  the  job  must  be  done. 

An  editorial  addenda  is  the  wish  of  the  City  Librarian  that  the 
librarian  staff  become  engaged  in  a  dialogue  on  the  role  of  the  SFPL 
library  as  a  social  institution.     Any  such  role  will  bring  about 
"conflict"  and  vie  must  be  convinced  of  v;hat  our  part  should  be.  We 
shall  be  looking  for  ways  to  begin  this  dialogue. 

The  staff  Association  holds  its  annual  meeting  today  at  2:30  PM 
with  the  third  annual  Award  of  Merit  as  a  part  of  the  program. 
President  Ed  Fundis  bows  out  as  President  and  Dick  Shouse  steps  in!

The  City  Librarian,  as  well  as 
the  Commission,  is  interested  in  correcting  library  salary  inequities 
as  well  as  promoting  a  better  salary  scale  for  all  classifications. 
It  is  planned  that  presentations  will  be  made  as  the  occasions  arise 
later  this  fall  and  winter,

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ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  MAYOR 
1967   -  1968 

Although  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  transition  for  the 
library,  it  has  also  produced  significant  achievements  in 
several  areas. 

The  fact  that  the  library  program  has  moved  forward  is  a 
special  tribute  to  the  library  staff  under  the  leadership 
of  Harold  D,  Martelle  who  served  as  Acting  City  Librarian 
during  fiscal  year  1967-68.     The  administration  load  for 
this  institution  is  heavy  under  normal  circumstances  and  the 
new  City  Librarian  appreciates  the  ability  and  dedication 
that  was  necessary  to  operate  under  added  handicaps. 

Although  some  of  the  special  projects  undertaken  by  the 
library  during  the  past  year  may  have  greater  popular  appeal, 
the  primary  dedication  of  the  library  administration  must  be 
to  basic  improvements  in  the  level  of  general  library  service 
offered  the  residents  of  San  Francisco. 

BACKGROUND 

Historically  the  reputation  of  the  institution  has  not 
been  good  and  the  people  of  San  Francisco  have  not  re- 
ceived the  level  of  library  service  that  is  necessary  in 
a  metropolitan  area.     It  is  only  since  1961  that  the 
library  has  been  able  to  make  major  changes  that  are 
necessary  if  the  library  is  to  meet  standards.  Previous 
reports  have  outlined  the  dramatic  changes  that  have  been 
made  since  1961.     These  improvements  have  been  possible 
only  because  of  effective  and  vigorous  leadership  at  the 
library  and  growing  support  from  the  City  administration. 

...     Even  after  these  seven  years  of  marked  im,provements ,  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  is  still  an  inadequate  library 
today.     Progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  the  basic 


problems,  but  none  of  them  have  yet  been  solved. 
The  library  has  demonstrated  the  ability  to  plan  and 
execute  major  improvements,   and  the  ability  to  use 
effectively  the  funds  available  to  support  the  library. 
But  the  level  of  financial  support  available  to  the 
library  is  still  far  below  what  is  necessary » 

.,o     The  basic  necessities  for  a  library  are  three:  staff; 
books  and  facilities.     Progress  in  the  last  two  areas 
have  been  made  in  recent  years  but  our  staff  problem 
has  become  increasingly  critical  without  any  appreciable 
move  toward  solution » 

FACILITIES' 

The  major  concern  in  this  area  is  the  Main  Library 
building  which  we  have  outgrown  and  which  is  totally  un- 
suited  for  modern  library  service.     A  bond  issue  for 
construction  of  a  new  main  library  building  is  scheduled 
for  submission  to  the  voters  in  June,    1970 „     Passage  of 
that  bond  issue  should  solve  our  major  problem  in  this 
area , 

One  major  branch  library  building,   the  Excelsior,  was 
completed  in  the  past  fiscal  year  and  another  begun. 
Completion  of  the  latter  will  complete  the  branch 
construction  program  undertaken  over  ten  years  ago. 
We  must,   at  an  early  date,   turn  our  attention  to  major 
remodeling  of  a  number  of  older  branch  libraries  that 
are  seriously  deficient. 

There  is  great  fear  within  the  librar;^'  that  equipment 
for  various  library  facilities  may  beccm.e  a  major 
probl  em.     The  last  two  annual  budgets  have  seen 
dangerous  cuts  in  this  area:   our  196  8-69  budget  for 
equipment  is   $2,6  30,   down  from  $50,910.      These  funds 
are  used  to  provide  book  shelves,   files,   tables,  chairs, 
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desks,   typewriters  and  similar  equipment  necessary 
to  effective  use  of  the  library.     Repeated  cuts  in 
this  area  will  only  create  growing  problems  to  be  met 
by  future  budgets. 

BOOKS 

This  has  been  the  area  of  our  greatest  progress  in 
recent  years,  although  the  recently  adopted  budget 
does  not  continue  that  trend.     We  are  still  far  below 
standards  however,   in  the  ca-tagcry  of  periodicals. 

...     Continued  efforts  must  be  -made  with  the  bock  collection 
not  just  to  keep  up  with  current  knowledge  and  publica- 
tions, but  to  rectify  some  of  the  deficiencies  created 
by  the  forty  years  of  neglect  that  the  book  collection 
has  suffered, 

STAFF 

...     This  is  our  most  critical  area.     In  terms  of  library 
service,  staff  is  the  most  vital  element.     We  must 
have  the  people  to  make  the  books  and  facilities  use- 
ful to  the  citizen, 

...     The  two  libraries  in  the  country  most  comparable  to 
San  Francisco  Public  Library,  in  terms  of  population 
and  area  served,   etc.,   are  the  Boston  and  V'^ashingtcn , 
D.C.  public  libraries.     Boston  has  76  more  librarians 
than  we  do  and  132  more  clerks.     Washington,   D.C.  has 
76  more  librarians  and  104  more  clerks. 

...  We  have  seven  branch  libraries  to  which  we  can  assign 
only  one  professional  librarian, 

...  Although  our  book  collection  has  grown,  patronage  and 
circulation  have  grown,  new  programs  have  been  under- 
taken, our  staff  has  not  grown  in  recent  years  except 


where  positions  have  been  added  specifically  to  staff 
a  new  facility., 

THE  PAST  YEAR 

Circulation  of  San  Francisco  Public  Library  materials 
increased  by  1.9%  during  fiscal  1967-68,     Contrary  to 
experience  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  circulation 
from  our  Main  Library  grew  faster  than  the  increase 
for  the  system  as  a  whole,    3o5%.     This  apparently  is 
a  result  of  the  reorganization  of  the  iMain  Library  that 
was  completed  in  1966-67  and  the  consequent  imporved 
availibility  of  materials. 

Librarians  throughout  the  system  report  an  increasing 
number  of  requests  for  reference  service.     The  trend  in 
this  area  is  toward  questions  of  growing-  complexity  - 
requiring  more  staff  time  to  handle  and  more  sophisti- 
cated reference  materials. 

The  new  Excelsior  Branch  was  completed  and  opened  to 
the  public  in  October  1967,     This  facility  makes 
improved  library  service  available  in  a  neighborhood 
that  had  been  served  by  a  rented  store-front  branch 
since  1926.     Ground  was  broken  for  the  Anna  E.  Waden 
Branch  that  will  replace  a  rented  sto^re-front  facility 
in  the  Bayview  district.     The  building  should  be  ccm.- 
pleted  before  the  end  of  196  8, 

...     Our  program  for  children  continues  to  develop,  with 

increased  participation  in  the  pre-school  story  hours, 
reading  aloud,   story  hour,   and  summer  reading  programs. 
These  programs  which  serve  to  introduce  children  to 
books,  reading  and  libraries,  were  supported  by  visits 
to  almost  2000  class  rooms  and  talks  before  over  52,000 
primary  level  students. 
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One  of  the  most  basic  of  library  functions  is  the 
selection  and  preparation  of  h-joks  for  public  use. 
Our  Technical  Services  Department  processed  145,752 
books,   1007  phonorecords ,   573  items  of  sheet  music, 
and  14  framed  art  prints  during  the  year.  This 
represents  a  new  record  for  that  department  and  a 
level  of  production  that  was  never  predicted  nor 
expected  when  the  department  was  reorganized  in  1962, 

The  fact  that  this  new  record  was  set  despite  the 
flooding  of  the  department  on  three  occassicns  last 
winter  testifies  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  depart- 
ment... and  our  need  for  a  new  Main  Library,  (Fortunately 
few  library  materials  were  seriously  damaged  by  the  flocds.) 

One  major  change  in  circulation  procedures  was  made 
during  the  year.     It  is  now  permissible  for  a  patron 
to  return  library  materials  to  any  facility  in  the 
system  no  matter  from  which  facility  they  were  borrowed. 
This  is  a  service  that  a  library  patron  has  a  right  to 
expect  but  which  we  had  been  unable  to  provide  until 
this  time  because  of  lack  of  staff  and  equipment. 
(This  service  has  not  generally  been  advertised  since 
we  have  only  a  limited  capability  to  effect  the 
necessary  transfers  of  materials.) 

San  Francisco  Public  Library  is  carrying  out  a  growing 
extension  program  that  has  seen  many  advances  in  the 
past  year.     This  is  an  area  which  has  traditionally  been 
weak  due  to  the  shortage  of  staff  to  carry  out  such 
programs,  but  one  which  demands  increased  activity. 
Extension  covers  the  fields  of  public  relations, 
promotion,  community  involvement ..."  sales " ,   if  you  will. 
It  is  not  enough  for  the  library  simply  to  exist.  V7e 
must  devote  ever  greater  efforts  to  educate  the  public 
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CO  the  serv-'-Ocs  Ojf  tho  library;,   dcmcns trrte  he ^-7  ust. 
of  the  library  can  be  of  immGcliatc  value  in  the  lives 
of  indivicluals ,  either  fc-r  seJ.f  education  ■  .-r  tor 
enriched  use  of  leisure  time, 

,o.     Our  prograiTis  in  this  area  are  wide^  varied  and  aimed 
at  bringing  the  library  to  the  people,  oo  as  v;ell  as 
bringing  the  ^.eopic  to  the  library  „     Deposit  boojc 
collections  have  been  established  in  several  neighbor- 
hood ceiijcers  and  in  one  health  center.  Librarians 
have  told  storj  ~s  j.n  housing  projects  and  read  aloud 
to  adults  in  convalescent  homes.     We  have  participated 
in  street  fairs  and  worked  with  neighborhood  improve- 
ment groups  and  civiC;,   cultural  and  educational  groups. 
We  have  held  exhibits ,   lectures,  concerts  and  film 
prograrar  in  the  library.     We  have  v/orked  closely  v/ith 
and  had  the  support  of  the  Art  Commission,,   the  Neighbor- 
hood Arts  Project,   and  the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,     fJe  produce  a  weekly  radio  progrsim  and 
have  staff  members  on  many  other  radio  and  television 
programs.     We  have  provided  speakers  and  programs  for 
many  community  organizations 

SPECIAL  PROJECTS 

.,,     Fiscal  1967-68  has  seen  the  beginning  of  or  important 

progress  on  three  special  projects  in  which  the  library 
is  involved:   the  LSCA  grant;  manpower  development; 
and  EDP. 

LSCA  GRANT 

..,     In  June  1967  the  California  State  Library  announced  a 
grant  of  $447,235  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
under  the  Federal  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act. 
The  purpose  of  the  grant  was  a  two-year  experimentP-l 
demonstration  project  to  develop  better  library  re- 
ference services  throughout  the  Bay  Area.     Funds  for 
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the  project  were  made  available  in  September,  1967. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  been  tentatively 

designated  by  the  California  State  Library  to  become, 

in  the  future,   a  regional  reference  center  serving 

Northern  California,     Realization  of  that  goal  is 

several  years  away  and  the  program  undertaken  v;ith 

the  LSCA  funds  is  laigely  aimed  at  testing  the  feasibility 

of  the  regional  reference  center  concept. 

The  program  was  developed  jointly  with  the  North  Bay 
Cooperative  Library  System,  an  association  of  seventeen 
libraries  in  Marin,  Napa,  Solano,   Sonoma,  Mendocino  and 
Lake  counties,     NBCLS  received  $303,500  in  LSCA  funds  for 
their  part  in  the  project,     A  folder  outlining  the  project 
in  more  detail  is  appended  to  this  report. 

During  its  first  nine  months  the  project,  v.^hich  is  now 
called  BARC   (Bay  Area  Reference  Center) ,  has  made  important 
progress.     Teletype,  TWX  and  facsimile  transmission  com- 
munications between  the  cooperating  libraries  and  State 
Library  has  been  established.     Currently  this  is  the 
only  facsimile  network  involving  public  libraries  in  the 
country , 

An  extensive  program  of  staff  development-in-service- 
training  has  been  developed  which  is  based  on  workshops 
covering  various  areas  of  reference  service  and  a  series 
of  job-exchanges  carried  out  by  personnel  in  the  various 
cooperating  libraries.     This  has  become  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  important  phases  of  the  project  and  a  number 
of  libraries  not  involved  in  the  project  have  asked  if 
their  personnel  might  attend  the  workshop ...  even  offered 
to  pay  a  fee  for  that  right.     Unfortunately  this  has  not 
been  possible  due  to  space  lim.itations . 

The  publication  of  a  monthly  newsletter  and  a  number  of 
special  subject  bibliographies  have  also  been  undertaken 
by  BARC.     These  materials  are  all  designed  to  help  the 
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reference  librarian  give  the  li-^rary  patron  better 
service , 

In  the  past  year  BARC  has  spent  $50,000   for  reference 
materials  which  become  the  property  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,      (A  similar  amount  is  budgeted  for  the 
same  purpose  in  the  coming  year.) 

The  most  recent  experiment  of  BARC  is  a  street  reference 
project  being  carried  out  in  the  Fillmore  District. 
The  Human  Rights  commission;   the  San  Francisco  Ccuncil  on 
Religion,   Race  and  Social  Concerns;   the  Friends  of  the 
Library  and  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  have 
expressed  interest  in  and  support  for  this  project  and 
we  will  plan  to  report  more  fully  on  it  after  we  have 
more  experience  in  this  area. 

The  BARC  program  must,  by  any  measuring  stick,  be  called 
one  of  the  most  important  undertakings  by  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  in  recent  years.     It  has  made 
important  contributions  toward  solving  some  cf  the  basic 
problems  of  the  library;   the  $50,000  contribution  to  our 
book  collection  and  the  in-service-training  program  are 
particularly  notev7orthy  in  this  respect.     It  has  also 
allo^ved  San  Francisco  Public  Library  to  take  a  position 
of  respect  and  leadership  among  the  libraries  cf  this 
region  which  has  not  been  possible  in  the  past. 

Eventual  recognition  as  the  regional  reference  center 
for  Northern  California,  with  the  consequent  regional, 
state  and  Federal  funding,   is  an  important  goal  for  the 
library  and  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco.     But,  while 
BARC  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  reaching  that  status, 
the  fundamental  criterion  will  be  the  level  of  support 
that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  willing  to  provide. 


f4ANPQWER  DEVELOPMENT 

This  is  another  area  that  provides  important  immediate 
advantages  and  holds  exciting  potential  for  the  future. 
We  are  active  in  three  programs  in  this  area:    the  Com- 
munity Work  Training  Program;   the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  and  the  Nev7  Careers  Program. 

.  ,  .     All  of  these  program.s ,  with  each  em.phasizing  a  different 
aspect,   are  basically  aimed  at  assisting  the  culturally 
and  economically  deprived  to  gain  regular  employment  and 
self-respect. 

The  library  and  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Social 
Services  have  worked  together  in  the  Community  Work 
Training  Program  since  1954.     The  program  has  the  limited 
goal  of  assisting  welfare  recipients  to  develop  skills 
and  the  personal  discipline  necessary  to  achieve  success 
on  the  open  job  market.     During  the  past  year  the  library 
has  had  27  participants  in  this  program.     Over  the  life 
of  the  program,   a  significant  number  of  the  people  given 
work  experience  at  the  library  have  successfully  gone  cn 
to  regular  employment  and  have  left  the  welfare  rolls. 

The  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  program  is  aimed  at  preventing 
hardcore  unemployment  by  providing  part-time  jobs'  for 
young  people  from  families  below  minimum  income  levels  so 
that  they  can  continue  to  attend  school.     During  1967-68, 
our  second  year  in  this  program,   the  library  has  had  12  5 
high  school  students  active  in  the  NYC.     They  provide  v;ell 
over  62,000  m.an  hours  of  work  on  behalf  of  the  library. 

The  newest  and  most  sophisticated  of  the  manpcv/er  develop- 
ment programs  is  the  New  Careers  Program  xvhich  the  library 
was  instrumental  in  designing  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 
Like  the  Community  Work  Training  Program,   those  involved 
in  this  program  are  hardcore  .  unem^ployed  from  the  econom- 
ically and  culturally  deprived  community.     But,   this  pro- 
gram goes  beyond  simple  job  training  v/hich  can  often 
leave  the  individual  in  a  dead-end  job  situation.  The 
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Ngw  Careers  Program  combines  job  training  and  education 
for  a  career  position  that  offers  promotional  and  advance- 
ment opportunities.     The  library  was  authorized  18  pcsiticns 
under  the  Nev;  Careers  Program  and  these  people  came  tc  wcrk 
on  April  1  of  this  year. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  found  its  participa- 
tion in  these  three  manpower  development  programs  reward- 
ing on  at  least  two  levels.     We  are  pleased  tc  be  able 
to  assist  individuals  to  better  themselves.     We  have  also 
found  that  the  people  involved  in  these  programs  have 
made  valuable  contributions  tc  the  library:   simply  through 
the  work  they  perform?   and  in  assisting  this  institution 
to  communicate  with  a  section  of  the  comm.unity  which  we 
have  not  effectively  reached  in  the  past.     Our  greatest 
problem  has  been  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  to  provide 
a  good  deal  of  supervision  to  these  programs  and  this  is 
difficult  to  do  because  of  critical  staff  shortages. 
Once  capable  and  dependable  wcrkers  have  been  developed 
they  are  invaluable  to  us  in  meeting  the  day-tc-day 
problems  of  providing  library  service  to  the  residents 
of  San  Francisco. 

ELECTRONIC  DATA  PROCESSING 

With  our  critical  shortage  of  staff  and  the  accelerated 

growth  of  clerical  detail  necessary  to  process  and  make 

effective  use  of  library  m.aterials,  electronic  data 

processing  is  a  vital  necessity  for  this  instituticn. 

A  grant  of  $30,300  from  the  California  State  Library 

and  City  funds  have  been  used  to  develop  a  serials  ccntrol 

system  (magazines)   as  our  first  use  of  EDP. 

...     During  fiscal  1967-68  "program"   for  this  project  was 
written,  all  of  our  serial  records  were  transcribed 
and  fed  into  the  computer  in  City  Hall,  and  v;e  now  have 
a  computer  produced  catalog  of  the  6,20  8  periodical  titles 
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in  our  collection »     EDP  allows  us  to  provic'^.o  much 
greater  public  service  and  at  the  same  time  insures 
efficient  control  of  the  serials  with  a  minimum  of 
repetitive  manual  handling,     V7e  plan  the  addition  of 
an  on-line  terminal  within  the  library  in  fiscal  196  8-6 
that  will  further  improve  the  effectiveness  of  this 
systemc 

The  serials  control  system  is  just  the  first  step  in 
our  use  of  EDP,     We  plan  to  continue  adaptation  of 
library  procedures  to  include  documents,   orders  and 
perhaps  cataloging  ^vithin  the  next  several  years. 
While  this  will  not  make  it  possible  to  reduce  c^ur 
staff,  it  Vizill  make  it  possible  to  make  more  effective 
use  C'f  the  people  we  have. 
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CONCLUSION 


It  is  impossible  in  a  repcrt  such  as  this  tc  cover  mere  than 
a  few  of  the  most  important  activities  and  developm.ents  during 
the  past  year.     While  there  is  not  space  tc  report  on  the 
numerous  gifts  of  books  and  manuscripts  from  individuals  and 
groups,  we  do  think  you  should  know  that  they  have  ranged 
from  the  manuscripts  of  Colin  Fletcher's  book  "The  Thousand 
Mile  Summer"  and  the  "The  Man  Who  Walked  Through  Time"  to  one 
hundred  volumes  of  the  "California  Grocers'  Advocate". 

We  are  proud  of  the  publication  of  the  "Directory  of  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  Publishers"   a  reference  volume  that  has 
proven  useful  to  librarians  and  those  active  in  publishing 
all  over  the  country. 

Also,   although  there  has  as  yet  been  no  final  repcrt,  we  expect 
important  advances  to  result  from  the  reclassification  survey 
made  of  the  library  by  the  Civil  Service  Department  in  the 
past  fiscal  year. 

As  you  know  we  are  fortunate  to  have  the  support  and  interest 
of  a  vigorous  Friends  of  the  Library  organization.     This  group 
has  been  outstanding  in  its  support  of  the  li];rary's  aspirations. 
In  the  past  year  they  did  their  usual  excellent  job  in  organ- 
izing and  carrying  out  the  plans  for  the  National  Library 
Week  observance,   and  sponsored  several  valuable  pro.grams 
in  the  library.     The  Friends  make  many  important  contributions 
to  the  library,  perhaps  the  most  notable  in  196  7-6  8  were 
their  donation  of  $11,000  for  an  innovative  program  6f  library 
services  to  poverty  areas  which  is  currently  being  developed, 
and  $1,000  for  a  special  collection  on  Negro  history  as  a 
memorial  to  Martin  Luther  King. 

The  City  Librarian  is  fortunate  to  have  both  a  Commission  and 
a  staff  that  have  demonstrated  great  interest  and  dedicaticn 
toward  making  this  institution  a  vital  and  growing  one.

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CAPITAL  PROGRAMS 

Anna  E.  Waden  Branch  Library :     This  branch,   to  be  located  at 
at  the  northeast  corner  of  Third  and  Revere  Streets,  will 
replace  the  inadequate  library  facility  housed  in  rented 
quarters  in  the  Bayview  District,     The  building,  currently 
under  construction,   is  to  be  completed  around  December  1, 
1968.     It  should  be  ready  for  occupation  by  early  1969. 

Features  of  this  newest  addition  to  the  library's  branch 
system  will  include  spacious  reading  areas   for  adults  and 
children  and  an  all-purpose  meeting  room  sufficiently  large 
to  accommodate  75  persons.     A  meeting  room  of  this  size  is 
considered  an  important  addition  for  community  activities  in 
this  area  of  the  city- 

Other  Capital  Improvem.ents :     Funds  were  provided  in  the  196  7- 
68  Capital  Improvements  budget  for  several  other  smaller 
projects.     Exterior  painting  was  done  on  the  Main  Library, 
the  Anza  Branch  library  and  the  Library  Annex  at  251  McAllister. 
The  bulk  of  the  Capital  Improvement  funds  for  this  past  fis- 
cal year  have  been  expended  for  the  replacement  or  repair  of 
heating  and  electrical  equipment  and  systems  at  the  older 
branches  primarily  and  at  the  Library  Annex.     In  addition, 
several  of  the  older  branches  have  required  plumbing,  floor 
and  roof  repairs.

LIBRARY'S  RECRUITMENT  EFFORTS  MEETING  SUCCESS 

Mr.  Anderson  reports,   "We  believe  that  we  are  at  the  highest 
peak  for  filling  librarian  positions  in  recent  history.     It  is  with 
some  regret  that  we  see  some  very  good  limited  tenure  librarians 
leave  the  system  as  we  recruit  new  librarians  with  library  degrees. 
We  hope  our  efforts  continue  to  be  rewarded  with  good  energetic 
staff." 
MOONLIGHTING 

All  full-time  SFPL  staff  members  should  be  aware  that  if  they 
wish  to  hold  another  job,  permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  City 
Librarian  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Generally  speaking,  the  position  must  not  conflict  in  time  or 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  city.     There  is  a  limit  on  hte  number 
of  weekly  hours  which  v;ill  be  approved.     Also,  a  person  may  not  use 
his  vacation  time  for  outside  employment  without  approval. 

The  forms  necessary  to  seek  approval  of  outside  employment  are 
available  in  the  Personnel  Office. 

CONTINUING  EDUCATION 

Funds  are  available  through  Civil  Service  for  partial  reim- 
bursement of  fees  in  connection  with  educational  course  related 
to  your  work.

This  special  bulletin  is  to  introduce  two  new  and  important 
personnel  prograrriS. 

We  are  ready  to  begin  a  planned  orientation  program.     It  will 
start  with  new  librarians,  but  it  is  intended  that  an  orientation 
program  will  be  developed  for  all  new  staff  raerobers.     Mrs.  Dawn 
Panesenko,  in  conjunction  V7ith  the  personnel  office,  v/ill  be  re- 
sponsible for  initiating  and  guiding  this  program.     It  will  largely 
be  used  upon  the  program  developed  by  a  staff  committee  some  time 
ago. 

This  week  the  staff  will  see  a  bulletin  announcing  some  36  30 
and  3632  librarian  assignments  with  a  invitation  for  qualified 
staff  to  apply.     This  is  the  first  step  in  a  planned  program  to 
announce  assignments  and  vacancies  to  provide  opportunities  for 
individuals  to  be  considered  for  transfer  in  an  orderly  and  equi- 
table manner.     If  all  goes  well,  the  program  \/ill  be  expanded  to 
cover  all  classifications.     It  is  essential  that  we  all  understand 
the  purpose  of  this  program  and  cooperate  with  it.     It  is  intended 
tos 

1.  Give  open  notice  to  positions  available, 

2.  Encourage  individual  initative  to  apply  for  positions 
and  to  obtain  the  necessary  training  to  qualify, 

3.  Involve  department  heads  and  immediate  supervisors  in 
selection  of  personnel, 

4.  Simplify  procedures  for  transfer  and  promotion. 
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There  are  complications: 

1.  Not  all  positions  are  yet  opened  for  application  due  to 
a  number  of  technical  problems. 

2.  Administrative  staff  reserve  right  to  make  placements  and 
direct  transfers  for  the  good  of  the  library  and  indi- 
viduals involved. 

3.  Since  there  may  be  several  applicants  for  one  position, 
there  will  be  disappointments;  however,  everyone  applying 
will  have  his  record  thoroughly  reviev/ed  and  will  usually 
be  interviewed.     Those  not  selected  the  first  time  v;ill 
have  other  opportunities. 

4.  Civil  Service  regulations  involving  promotional  lists 
pre-determine  some  decisions.     Other  factors  include 
personnel  on  leave. 

5.  While  present  staff  will  be  given  favorable  attention, 
placement  decisions  will  be  considered  in  light  of  the 
total  picture,  which  includes  newly  recruited  staff.  The 
affect  on  the  present  assignment  will  be  considered  in 
decision  making. 

6.  The  present  procedure  for  regular  transfer  requests  will 
remain  in  force.     The  new  procedures  deal  only  with  an- 
nounced openings. 

The  new  program  of  announcing  vacancies  will  have  many  "bugs" 
in  it.     The  City  Librarian  believes  it  is  an  important  step  which 
is  worth  the  extra  time  and  involvement  of  all  concerned.     He  hopes 
that  the  program  proves  worthwhile,  that  it  will  be  expanded  and 
improved;   and  that  everyone  will  enter  into  the  procedure  with 
spirit  and  understanding.

MYSTERIOUS  MONEY 

A  number  of  people  have  asked  about  the  unexpected  checks 
distributed  with  the  October  16  payrole.  Therefore  

These  checks  went  to  all  City  Employees  who  were  members  of  the 
Retirement  System  as  of  June  30,  1967.     The  amount  of  the  check  de- 
pended upon  how  much  money  the  individual  had  contributed  to  the 
system  on  the  same  date.     The  checks  represent  excess  interest  earn- 
ed by  the  contingency  reserve  of  the  retirement  system.     This  is  the 
first  time  that  such  payments  have  ever  been  made  to  active  members 
of  the  system, .. although  similar  payments  have  gone  to  retired  mem- 
bers in  the  past. 

(Which  rem.inds  us  -  Proposition  E  on  your  November  5  ballot 
deals  with  changes  in  our  retirement  system. .. including  elimination 
of  the  Social  Security  offset.     This  issue  is  of  vital  interest  of 
every  City  employeeJII)

PAY  DAZE 

There  will  be  a  number  of  changes  in  Civil  Service  regulations 
that  become  effective  January  1,   1969.     They  effect  unimportant 
things  like  your  pay,  sick  leave  and  vacations ... .but  we  thought 
you'd  like  to  know  about  them  anyway J 

GREAT  NEWS  WWl 

CITY  EUlPLOYEES  TO  GET  LESS  MONEY  ON  PAY  DAY(?) 

But,  we  will  have  more  pay  days!     Several  years  ago  the  voters 
authorized  payment  of  City  employees  every  other  week,   instead  of 
the  present  twice  a  month  schedule.     The  idea  is  to  avoid  pay  days 
that  fall  on  Saturdays  or  Sundays ...  and  those  pay  periods  that  have 
three  weekends.     Finally .effective  January  1,   1969,  we  go  on  the 
new  system. 

This  means  that  after  January  1st  all  SFPL  employees  will  be 
paid  every  other  VJednesday.     This  includes  both  permanent  and  tem- 
porary payrolls.     Everybody  will  be  paid  every  other  VJednesday. 
This  means  that  we  will  get  26  pay  checks  a  year.     (V?e  presently 
get  24.) 

THE  CHAKIGEOVER 

The  switch  from  the  24  check  system  to  the  26  check  system  is 
rather  complicated.     Permanent  employees  will  receive  their  last 
check  under  the  old  system  on  Thursday,  January  2,   196  9.  (Covering 
the  period  from  December  16  through  31,   196  8)     On  VJednesday,  Janu- 
ary 8,   1969,  everybody  in  the  Library  will  receive  his  first  check 
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under  the  new  system.  This  check  will  be  very  small  because  it  v;ill 
only  cover  the  period  of  January  1  and  2,  19691! 

Temporary  employees  will  receive  their  last  pay  check  under  the 
old  system  on  Friday,  January  10,   1969.     This  check  will  cover  their 
work  in  the  period  December  16  through  31,  196  8.     Please  note... 
temporary  employees  will  get  their  first  check  under  the  new  system 
before  they  get  their  last  check  under  the  old  system. 

Then,  on  Wednesday,  January  22,   1969,  everybody  in  the  Library 
will  receive  their  first  pay  check  under  the  new  system  covering  a 
full  pay  period  (January  3  through  16) .     This  will  be  the  first 
check  you  receive  under  the  new  system  that  will  be  for  the  amount 
you  can  expect  to  receive  every  other  week. 

WHY  St4ALLER  CHECKS  ? 

Each  "regular"  paycheck  under  the  new  system  will  be  smaller 
than  your  "regular"  paycheck  has  been  under  the  old  system.  This 
is  because  you  will  be  getting  two  more  paychecks  each  year. 

A  City  employee  being  paid  $600  a  month  now  receives  $300  each 
payday,  less  deductions,  of  course.     Under  the  new  system  that  same 
employee  will  receive  about  $277  each  pay  day,   less  deductions. 
This  figure  is  established  by  finding  the  annual  salary  -  if  you 
get  $600  a  month,  multiply  that  by  12  months  and  you  have  the  annual 
salary.     Then,  divide  that  by  26   (the  number  of  pay  days  in  the  year) 
and  you  know  how  much  you  should  receive  each  pay  day  under  the  new 
system. 

MORE  INFORi'IATION  AVAILABLE 

One  additional  benefit  of  the  new  pay  system  is  the  fact  that 
each  City  employee  will  receive  a  regular  statement  of  his  accurr.u- 
lated  vacation  and  sick  leave  on  his  pay  check  stub.     In  the  past 
it  has  been  difficult  to  know  exactly  how  much  vacation  or  sick 
leave  you  had  accumulated.     From  January  1  on  you  will  have  a  com- 
plete and  up-to-date  record  given  you  every  pay  day. 

QUESTIONS 

If  you  have  read  the  above  you  can  see  that  the  transition  to 
the  new  pay  system  is  complicated, . .and  you  should  have  a  good  idea 
of  the  detailed  changes  that  are  being  made  in  our  Personnel  Office. 


If  ^'ou  have  any  questions  about  the  new  pay  system  (of  the  other 
Personnel  matters  covered  in  this  OB  PLEASE  DO  NOT  call  the  Person- 
nel Office  about  them.     They  have  enough  to  v7orry  about  right  now. . . 
and  if  they  have  to  spend  all  of  their  time  answering  questions  for 
individuals  they  won't  get  their  wc?:k  done,  or  might  make  avoidable 
errors.     If  you  have  a  question,  please  S'^^.nd  it,   in  v/riting,   to  the 
Public  Information  Office  and  we'll  give  the  answer  in  the  next 
Official  Bulletin  where  everyone  can  get  the  same  information  at 
the  same  tim.e. 

SOCIAL  SECURITY  T.^X  INCREASE 

While  we  are  on  the  subject  of  pay  checks  -  the  araount  with- 
held from  your  check  for  Social  Security  increases  on  January  1, 
1S69.     Now  they  take  out  4.4%  of  the  first  $7,800  you  earn  each  year. 
Next  year  the  rate  goes  up  to  4.8%  of  the  first  $7,800. 

SICK  LEAVE  CEAJ.vfGES 

ftore  changes  that  become  effective  the  first  of  ID 69... from 
then  on  all  City  employees  will  accumulate  12  days  leave  a  year 
(one  a  month)   instead  of  the  present  10  days  a  year. 

BUT,  doctor  and  dentist  appointments  will  be  deducted  from  your 
sick  pay  by  the  hour,  v;ith  the  exception  of  the  first  tv/o  hours  ab- 
sence for  your  annual  physical. 

Absence  due  to  alcoholism  may  be  charged  to  sick  leave  if  the 
employee  is  under  medical  care  for  it.      (What  about  me?    My  Doctor 
says  I'm  suffering  from  a  rare  and  dread  disease  called  "library 
sickness"  . ) 

A  doctor's  certificate  will  be  required  for  sick  leave  exceeding 
two  days  when  taken  within  two  months  prior  to  resignation. 

VACATIOn  CHANGES 

We've  mentioned  this  before,  but  will  repeat.     Effective  the 
first  of  the  year  it  v;ill  be  possible  to  take  one  day  vacations  as 
long  as  you  do  take  one  five  day  vacation  a  year.     The  vacation 
ordinance  passed  by  the  Supervisors  states,   "vacation  periods  may 
be  taken  on  an  intermittent  daily  basis,  provided  however,   that  an 
employee  v/ho  is  entitled  to  a  vacation  allowance  of  5  or  more  work- 
ing days  shall  take  at  least  one  full  v^eejc  or  his  vacation  at  one 
time  annually."  -3- 


As  always,  prior  approval  must  be  granted  by  the  immediate 
supervisor  for  taking  vacation,  and  the  needs  of  the  service  v/ill 
always  be  a  consideration  in  granting  saic.e.

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WHITHER  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY? 


I'm  sure  all  of  us  are  aware  of  the  new  age  in  one  dimension  or 
another       turmoil; rapid  and  sometime  unpredictable  change;  open  con- 
frontation and  violent  conflict;  uncertainty;  the  struggle  for  workable  human 
relationships;  instant  communication  --  often  without  instant  understanding; 
specialization;  science  and  technology;  computer  complexities;  the  flood  of 
youth,  emphasizing  the  generation  gap  that  always  has  been  with  us. 

It  is  at  once  awesome  -  terrifying  -  and  yet  I  submit  exciting  and 
challenging.    If  you  believe  James  Reston,  we  are  indeed  in  perilous 
times.    And  another  James,  General  James  Gavin,  believes  that  our  most 
imperative  work  is  in  rapidly    regenerating  our  cities  which  are  the  life 
blood  of  our  society. 

Where  does  the  library,  the  public  library,  fit  into  this  kaleidoscope? 
What  is  or  should  be  happening  in    the  public  library  activities  of  today? 

When  I  entered  the  profession  nearly  twenty  years  ago  there  was  a 
monumental  sociological  study  of  the  public  library  called  The  Public  Library 
Inquiry.     In  this  multivolumed  1949  study,  we  learned  much  about  our  public 
and  its  use  and  non-use  of  libraries.    V/e  argued  with  some  heat  about  how 
much  we  should  concentrate  on  serving  well  the  upper  10%  of  the  population 
who  served  as  society's  opinion  leaders. 

San  Francisco  knows  a  great  librarian  by  name  of  Emerson  Greenaway. 
He  was  my  first  boss  and  I've  been  priviledged  to  work  with  him  throughout 
the  years  and  to  offer  testimoney  with  him  concerning  the  problems  of 
metropolitan  libraries.    It  was  on  such  an  occasion  last  year  that  I  heard 
him  say  -  "The  American  public  library  does  not  know  what  it  should  be 
doing  or  where  it  is  headed.    We  need  another  massive  study  to  give  us 
new  direction  before  it  is  too  late".    -   While  I  agree  with  Dr.  Greenaway, 
I  do  want  to  suggest  some  directions,  r  particularly  in  relation  to  San 
Francisco. 

I  believe  we  face  a  most  difficult,  but  essential  task.    We  must  pro- 
vide highly  specialized  material  and  services  to  an  increasingly  sophis- 
ticated and  highly  educated  population.    This  population  will  become  in- 
creasingly mobile,  vocal,  and  demanding.    They  will  get  the  service  they 
need,  either  from  us,  if  we  are  prepared,  or  from  some  new  combinations 
of  data  banks  or  what  not.    Knowledge  and  education  have  now  become 
society's  base. 

We  are  being  flooded  with  information  in  all  forms.  Publishing 
in  book  form  has  doubled  in  the  past  five  years.    Periodical  production  is 
fantastic.    Combined  with  the  almighty  Xerox  and  its  prolific  cousins,  we 
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we  are  in  real  danger  of  suffocating  in  printed  wood  pulp.    It  has  been 
sug<^ested  that  the  real  basis  for  calling  librarianship  a  profession  is  to 
mas'ter  the  science  of  materials  management.    Information  scientists  and 
documentalists  are  just  some  of  the  new  offshoots  of  this  concept.  V/hat's 
the  answer  other  than  building  bigger  library  warehouses?    Well,,  machine 
storage  of  information  is  a  reality  in  part,  but  a  dream  on  the  whole. 
While^we  will  increasingly  convert  to  computerized  operations,    we  will 
probably  only  do  so  at  the  rate  and  cost  of  the  necessity  of  keeping  from 
being  inundated, 

I  believe  we  will  specialize  and  then  develop  truly  cooperative  ar- 
rangements with  libraries  and  institutions  of  several  types.    Students  are 
already  making  informal  cooperative  library  systems  for  us  as  they  wander 
from  library  to  library  to  find  what  they  need.    V/hile  this  idea  may  sound 
simple  and  logical       it  is  not.    All  of  us  have  strong  empire  building  com- 
plexes and  the  public  library  seems  to  be  the  worst  of  the  lot.  Long 
charged  with  the  care  of  reading  needs  for  a  populace  from  crib  to  coffin, 
it  has  usually  been  grossly  under -financed  for  the  job  and  generally  we 
have  done  a  mediocre  job  in  about  any  area  of  library  service  we  can  name. 
Today,     as  educatbnal  institutions  become  more  costly,  legislators  are 
asking  what  we  are  doing  to  best  utilize  the  tax  dollar  going  into  the  various 
educational  enterprises.    I  believe  that  Emerson  Greenaway's  call  for  a 
new  study  carries  the  idea  that  the  public  library  must  look  for  its  unique 
role    then  obtain  the  backing  to  do  it  well  and  effect  solid  working  relation- 
ships with  other  libraries.    Thus,  the  combination  of  large  university  col- 
lections, special  libraries^  and  the  developing  school  libraries  will  give 
more  adequate  service  to  the  user  at  the  most  efficient  cost.    In  other  words, 
I  believe  we  must  de -institutionalize  our  thinking  and  base  our  standards 
not  on  our  traditional  concepts  but  on  the  needs  of  the  individual  user,  where- 
ever  he  be.    If  I  had  time,  I  could  point  the  beginnings  of  this  concept,  but 
certainly  this  what  the    new  Public  Library  standards  are  all  about.  I'm 
convinced  that  no  matter  how  hard  this  is  to  do,  the  public  library  must 
take  the  leadership  in  constructing  a  viable  network  of  multifaceted  lib- 
raries.   In  the  end  it  may  take  some  swallowing  of  pride  to  give  up  some 
of  our  time  worn  perogatives,  but  by  then  our  vision  may  be  sufficiently 
enlarged  to  seek  glory  in  the  larger  complex  of  library  service. 

Well,  one  more  point  before  closing  off  with  specifics  for  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  and  its  Friends. 

I  have  long  referred  to  the  public  library  as  an  educational  institution. 
I  will  continue  to  do  so,  but  now  I  must  also  include  the  term  "social  in- 
stitution".   To  help  point  this  out,  let  me  utilize  some  quotations  from  an 
article  appearing  in  the  American  Scholar  about  four  years  ago.    It  was  by 
Kathleen  Molz,  then  the  brilliant  editor  of  the  Wilson  Library  Bulletin  and 
now  a  member  of  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  staff.    In  her  article 
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"The  Public  Library:  The  People's  University"  she  has  these  things  to  say 
in  reaction  to  a  recent  meeting  of  social  scientists  and  librarians: 

"As  the  social  scientists  described  it,  the  public  library  in  the  modern 
American  city  is  now  finding  itself  serving  a  non-print-oriented  community. 
Its  former  readers  are  moving  away  to  suburban  areas.  .  .  The  exiles  to  sub- 
urbia leave  in  their  stead  a  community  of  non-library  users,  who  are  either 
non-English  speaking  or  so  culturally  disadvantaged  that  the  educational 

or  even  recreational  advantages  of  reading  have  no  relevance  to  their  live  s  

Now  more  than  ever,  literacy  becomes  the  basis  of  economic  survival,  and 
the  chasm  widening  between  the  haves  and  have-nots  of  American  society 
carallels  the  gap  between  the  effectively  literate  and  the  uneducated. 

But  this  new  challenge,  service  to  the  functionally  illiterate.  .  . 
means  that  the  library  profession  has  to  take  stock  of  its  creed,  and  re- 
examine those  two  axioms  on  which  the  public  service  was  based.  For 
»good'  reading  meant  not  merely  a  utilitarian  assemblage  of  facts:   it  stood 
for  the  profession's  commitment  to  inculcate  and  develop  in  the  individual 
patron  a  peculiar  pleasure,  the  pleasure  derived  from  living  with  bocks, 
browsing    through  them,  making  notes  from  them,  even  owning    them.  Al- 
most all  library  activities  were  predicated  on  this  pleasure,  and  the  implicit 
faith  that  the  reader,  if  properly  guided,  would  gradually  move  upward  from 
casual,  light  reading  into  the  more  purposeful  sphere  known  as  'the  world 
of  books'. 

But  the  culturally  deprived  of  today's  cities  are  not  on  the  bottom 
of  a  ladder;  they  do  not  even  know  that  one  exists.    If  reading  for  everyone, 
the  second  principle  of  service,  is  still  relevant  to  the  modern  library,  then 
the  cultural  content  of  the  'good'  book  collection  has  to  be  reassessed,  and 
room  made  for  less  sophisticated  materials  that  will  lead  the  ^^atron  not  up- 
ward into  literature,  but  outward  into  a  literate  world  where  jobs  are  found, 
bus  schedules  and  street  maps  understood,  and  children's  report  cards  read. 

This  reorientation  will  not  come  easily,  for  the  subject  specialist 
in  the  urban  public  library,  geared  to  selecting  the  more  notable  book  in  a 
Aven  field,  will  look  with  no  small  alarm  at  the  simplified  accounts  of 
history,  civics  and  mathematics,  to  be  made  available  for  undereducated 
adults.    Fiction,  now  being  purchased  only  if  certain  stamdards  of  literacy 
excellence  are  met,  may  have  to  be  less  qualitatively  evaluated  when  the 
limited  reading  skills  of  the  deprived  are  considered.    The  prevailing  pro- 
cessing policy  which  limits  the  number  of  paperbacks  purchases  by  libraries 
may  be  moderated  and  cheaply  produced  books  even  sold  through  library 
outlets.    The  current  practice  of  dividing  libraries  into  subject  areas  could 
conceivably  change,  and  the  idea  of  a  'popular  library',  a  reading  room  that 
cuts  across  subject  lines,  revived.    Also  affected  will  be  the  formal  education 
of  librarians,  for  the  librarian  qua  social  worker  will  need  training  in 
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workin?;  with  this  largely  unmotivated  group  of  people.  .  . 

There  are  dangers  to  this  course,  and  some  librarians  will  view 
these  changes  as  a  downgrading  of  standards  leading  the  library  into  a 
cultural  no -man' s -land,  discouraging  to  the  pursuants  of  high  culture, 
ambiguous  to  the  general  readership,  and  ineffective  to  the  undere Jucated. 
But  libraries  do  not  create  communities,  they    merely  serve  them,  and 
when  contemporary  society  is  itself  divisive,   split  now  between  an  u,:oer 
and  lower  economic  stratification,  then  cultural  cohesion,  by  contrast, 
seems  artificial  and  contrived.  " 


Miss  Molz  ends  her  article  with  this.  .  .  .  "mindful  of  its  tradition  in 
upholding  standards  of  excellence,  the  profession  is  now  becoming  equally 
conscious  that  standards  of  'good'  books,  and  'notable'  books  and  'best' 
books  are  relative,  dependent  on  who  is  reading  what,  and  where  and  how. 

Formerly  the  library  made  its  peace  with  the  community  by  freely 
offering  its  resources  to  any  comer.    But  now,  with  an  almost  unta-  -ed 
market  of  poorly  educated  c  onsumers,  the  library  must  contribute  to  the 
making  of  its  resources,  and  motivate  the  user  into  wanting  tho^m.    It  is  a 
tall  order,  and  maybe,  .  .  'tragically  impossible',  without  addition^  reserves. 
But  unless  the  library  makes  the  commitment,  here  and  now,  then  those 
inside  will  never  know  who  has  played  truant  before  their  'uarded  ste  ms'' 

I  should  end  this  talk  with  those  well  written    thoughts,  but  let  me  turn 
to  specific  points.    Our  Fillmore  Street  Reference  project  is  a  steo  in  the 
direction  of  reaching  the  unreached.    It  is  contrary  to  our  traditional  o-;era- 
tion--  a  library  on  the  street  --  the  hood  of  a  car;  no  libra.ry  rules;  use  of 
black  non-librarians  who  are  more  readily  accepted  by  a  black  street 
society;  an  approach  of  "what  do  you  want"  rather  than  "here's  what  you 
can  have".    It's  one  step       more  steps  to  follow  may  be  expensive,  uo- 
setting  to  our  normal  routines,  controversial,  and  probably  discouraging. 
But,  if  we  wish  to  help  remold  a  society  in  a  city,  we  must  be  there  a.rY^ 
be  a  key  ingredient. 

V/hat  is  ahead  for  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library?    None  of  us 
has  a  crystal  balU  but  certainly  a  set  of  goals  will  help  us  all  move  forward. 
These  are  now  being  drafted  and  will  receive  their  first  consideration  at 
an  Administrative  Council  retreat  three  weeks  from  now.    Before  January, 
1969  we  hope  these  priority  goals  for  a  year's  work  will  have  been  discussed 
by  Staff,  Commission,  and  Friends  and  that  these  will  help  provide  new 
direction  to  which  we  can  apply  energy  and  unified  spirit. 

This  library  has  extra  burdens  in  adjusting  to  the  demands  of  society. 
We  still  must  solve  some  internal  problems  born  of  our  particular  history. 
While  other  cities  have  developed  strong  central  libra.ry  collections  housed 
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in  adequate  buildings,  we  must  do  this  while  still  res -onding  to  new  demands 
in  our  neighborhoods.    Other  libraries  have  adequate  staff  while  we  must 
operate  wUh  considerably  less  staff  than  accepted  minimums.    In  general, 
our  biggest  immediate  problems  are  lack  of  personnel,  financing,  and  a 
suitable  main  library  building       in  that  o  rder.    We  are  still  untangling 
our  communication  lines       I  sometimes  wonder  how  ;  eocle  who  deal  with 
communication  as  a  living,  can  do  so  poorly  in  practicing  the  art. 

As  I  look  ten  years  down  the  road,  I  see  this  library  operating  two 
different  types  of  service.    I  see  the  main  library  largely,  if  not  wholly, 
supported  by  out  of  city  funds  -  state,  federal,    and  other  local  governments, 
as^the  major  public  library  resource  center  in  Northern  California.    (In  this 
respect,  I  am  also  referring  to  the  state  plan  to  designate  this  library  as  a 
major  resource  center).    I  do  not  see  us  as  a  complete  research  libary 
(whatever  that  is)  but  as  a  public  access  point  to  the  richness  of  all  library 
resources  in  the  area,  and  by  then  to  a  nationwide  bibliographic  network. 

In  our  neighborhoods,  I  see  San  Francisco  running  branch  libraries 
which  are  integrally  related  to  the  needs  and  aspirations  of  those  they  serve. 
I  would  expect  to  see  quite  different  services  and  programs  for  the  citizens 
of  Hunter's  Point  compared  to  Parkmerced. 

These  two  major  components  will  be  interrelated  and  under  one  system. 
¥/hat  I  am  saying  is  that  we  must    become  relevant  to  more  than  the  "upper 
ten  percent"  if  we  are  to  continue  to  merit  public  support.    I  agree  with 
Mrs.  Luttgens  when  she  says  the  Friends  seek  excellence  for  our  library. 
The  hard  part  now  is  to  define  excellence  in  today's  terms,  for  the  old  stan- 
dards must  be  revised,  and  in  some  cases  renewed,  in  order  to  meet 
society's  new  and  critical  problems. 

What  will  you  as  Friends  be  doing  as  the  library  moves  forward? 
Many  things.    You  do  not  wish  to  be  merely  a  money-raising  organization 
and  I  heartily  agree.    But,  don't  forget  this  function  because  it  is  the  extra 
in  money,  effort,  and  time  that  will  build  a  great  library.    Perhai^s  the 
hardest  task,  but  I  think  necessary,  is  for  you  to  relook  at  your  own  identity. 
How  well  do  you  and  your  memberships  relate  to  our  socially  volatile  neigh- 
borhoods?   On  my  part,  my  relation  is  pretty  unreal.    We  may  need  more 
than  ever  many,  many  library  friends  actively  enlisted  in  these  neighbor- 
hoods.   Who  is  going  to  do  this? 

Immediate  hurdles  are  familiar  ones  to  you.    Our  budget  stood  still 
for  this  year.    Thus,  our  problems  compounded  with  no  new  money.  We 
have  been  quite  successful  in  getting  funds  for  books.    While  we  always  can 
nut  more  book  money  to  use,  I  think  it  is  time  we  make  some  significant 
breakthrough  on  personnel  needs.    Increasing  use,  new  demands,  old  p.rob- 
lems  --  all  suffer  from  not  enough  staff.    We  are  going  to  need  your 
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articulate  help,  especially  in  a  year  when  the  political  leadership  is  looking 
for  budget  cuts. 

The  need  for  a  new  Main  Library  is  always  on  our  minds.    A  bond 
election  is  possibly  two  years  away.    The  Friends  are  going  to  be  counted 
on  for  lots  of  help,   since  staff  by  law  are  prevented  from  promotinr?  a  bond 
issue  on  city  time.    Your  expertise  and  energy  will  be  vital  factors  in  a 
successful  drive. 

We  look  forward  to  your  help  in  promoting  innovation.    We  need  your 
encouragement       it's  hard  work  for  most  of  us  who  are  tradition  bound. 
Your  offer  to  finance  some  projects  for  our  deprived  areas  is  a  step  in 
this  direction.    V/e  deeply  appreciate  it.    While  we  must  do  more,  you 
are  our  most  effective  public  relations  agents  --  you  can  talk  more  freely, 
boast  more  shamlessly       and  yes,  when  necessary,  call  attention  to  our 
shortcomings  with  more  impunity. 

Life  for  me  would  be  meaningless  without  friends.    True  friends 
fight  once  in  a  while  because  they  deeply  believe  in  each  other  and  in 
the  causes  they  both  cherish.    But  most  of  the  time  they  work,  cry,  lauph, 
and  win  together.    So  it  ve  with  the  library's  Friends;  together  we  can  do 
things  that  will  even  surprise  San  Francisco!

MOVIE  PLANNED 

As  we  reported  in  August,   the  Friends  are  donating  $10,000 
to  SFPL  for  use  in  working  in  the  deprived  areas  of  The  City. 
Mr.  Anderson  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  possibilities  and 
prepare  a  project.     This  committee,  chaired  by  George  Alfred,  con- 
sisted of  Dick  Shouse,  Glenda  Todd,  Jay  White,  Mary  Jane  Brown, 
Annie  Young,  Connie  Suez  and  Margaret  Jehu. 

After  many  meetings  and  discussions  of  many  ideas  the  committee 
cane  up  with  a  list  of  four  possible  projects.     Their  first  oriorit" 
was  the  preparation  of  a  10  to  15  minute  color  movie  film  to  tell 
the  SFPL  story  to  those  we  haven't  yet  reached.     This  project  has 
nc.i  received  the  approval  of  the  Administrative  Council  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Friends.     George  Alfred  describes  the 
proposed  film  as  "adventurous  in  character,  more  evocative  than 
informational.   .    ,it  will  communicate  to  people  that  the  Library 
has  something  to  offer  them. 

In  discussing  the  proposed  film,  the  Friends  commented  that, 
"film  is  the   'now'  medium  and  that  SFPL  must  be  given  the  opportu- 
nity to  experiment  with  new  ways  of  comm.uni eating  with  those  to 
whom  the  printed  word  is  unseen  and  unassimilated. " 

A  Film  Committee  will  proceed  with  planning  of  the  film  and 
also  work  toward  integrating  it  into  a  larger  library  outreach 
program.     Mrs.  John  R.  Gamble  and  Adrian  Wilson  Vv'ill  serve  as 
liaison  between  the  Friends  and  the  Film  Committee. 

STAFF  TO  BE  STUDIED

It  is  most  difficult  to  get 
adequate  recogniation  of  internal  personnel  needs,  but  in  spite  of 
the  action  taken  by  the  Commission,   they  do  realize  this  need  and 
have  stated  they  v/ill  do  all  in  their  pov/er  to  get  the  reduced 
request  accepted.

SALARY  STANDARDIZATIONS 

report  from  the  City  Librarian; 

"I  have  recomraended  a  5%  increase  in  salaries    (due  to 
inflation)    for  all  personnel.     In  addition  I  have  made  a  special 
presentation  for  adjustment  of  the  various  librarian  classifications. 
I  Principal  recommendations  are  thats 

1.     A  minimum  of  one  step  increase  be  recognized  for  the 

Master's  Degree  over  comparable  professions  in  the  city 
that  do  not  require  it. 
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2.     A  widqr  spread  between  classifications  be  established 
in  line  v/ith  other  departments.     This  will  give  proper 
recognition  to  supervisory  levels  and  give  better  pro- 
motive incentives . 

"The  net  effect  of  the  recommendations  is  a  tv/o  step  increase 
for  3630's;  a  2h,  step  increase  for  3632 's?   a  4  step  increase  for 
3634  °s;  and  a  5^  step  adjustment  for  Chiefs  and  Coordinators.  ;^>lso 
recommended  is  a  2h  step  adjustntent  for  the  Assistant  City  Librarian 
and  a  one  step  increase  for  the  City  Librarian, 

"The   'new  plan'  would  correspond  to  other  city  promotional 
ladders  which  would  narrov/  the  promotional  gap  at  the  top  and  vjiden 
the  gap  at  the  lower  level.     Future  promotions  would  be  more  finan- 
cially satisfying,

The  five  guests,  m.eeting  each  other  for  the  first  time  at  the 
reception  given  by  the  Negro  Historical  and  Cultural  Society  on  Wed- 
nesday, February  12,   functioned  as  teams  in  the  Thursday  and  Friday 
programs  at  Bayview  (at  the  Lee  Recreation  Center)  and  '..'estern  Ad- 
dition branches.     Elsie  Archer  and  Lorenz  Graham  m,ade  one  very  ef- 
fective team,  and  Edythe  Haskett,  Virginia  Harriilton,   and  Alvin  Srit; 
turned  out  another  well  balanced  team.     From,  their  Press  Conference 
at  the  Canterbury  Hotel  Wednesday  noon  through  the  Children's  Room, 
programs  on  Saturday,   the  five  guests  displayed  unfailing  charm, 
good  humor,  and  remarkable  stamina. 
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The  prevailing  theme  in  their  talks  picked  up  and  expressed  in

SALARY  INCREASES  VOTED 

Approval  of  an  across-the-board  salary  increase  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  this  week  met  with  something  less  than 
enthusiasm  at  SFPL. 

Acting  under  what  the  newspapers  called  "heavy  political 
pressure"  the  Supervisors  thus  cut  about  $1.7  million  from  the 
salary  standardization  package  approved  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.     No  steps  were  taken  to  correct  the  m.any  inequities 
that  exist  in  City  salary  schedules. 

Government  figures  show  that  prices  rose  4.7%  in  the  past 
year  so  the  5^  voted  by  the  Supervisors  is  simply  a  cost-of- 
living  adjustment  for  the  more  than  14,000  "miscellaneous" 
City  employees. 

For  the  majority  of  the  SFPL  non-professional  staff  the 
action  of  the  Supervisors  has  little  effect.     They  had  been 
given  ^%  Increases  by  the  Civil  Service.     But,  the  professional 
staff  will  lose  the  1 .5%  increases  they  won  after  an  impressive 
presentation  made  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  by  City 
Librarian  Anderson  and  Mrs.  Elsie  Lisle,  President  of  the 
Library  Commission.     (There  were  several  other  presentations  on 
behalf  of  the  professional  librarians,  but  Mr,  Anderson  and  Mrs. 
Lisle  were  the  only  ones  to  appear  before  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  personally.) 

Now  the  professional  librarian  classes  vjill  receive  5^ 
cost-of-living  increases  as  will  all  other  classifications. 
Mr.  Anderson  reports  he  is  already  planning  to  make  an  even 
stronger  case  before  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  1970.

WADEN  PROGRESS 

The  carpet  for  the  Waden  Branch  arrived  last  week  and 
installation  began  the  same  day.     The  branch  was  closed  a 
couple  days  to  facilitate  the  carpet-laying. 

Waden  Branch  still  doesn't  have  a  telephone:  we'll 
announce  the  number  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Mayor  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  have  approved 
four  additional  staff  positions  for  Waden:     a  3632  Senior 
Librarian;  a  3^30  Librarian;  a  36I8  Library  Technician  II;  a 
3616  Library  Technician  I;  and  about  210  additional  page  hours 
a  month.     (Our  requests  for  tvjo  other  professional  positions 
and  a  janitor  were  not  approved.)     There  is  still  a  maze  of 
approvals  necessary  before  the  staff  can  be  hired.     With  luck, 
we  can  be  ready  to  proceed  about  April  1. 

LATE  PAYROLL 

The  permanent  payroll  was  late  this  vjeek.     Our  nexv 
Departmental  Personnel  Officer,  David  Murphy,  pleads  —  me  a 
culpa  — -  and  promises  it  won't  happen  again. 

While  we're  on  payrolls  —  the  26-pay-day  system  that  we 
so  artfully  explained  last  December,   only  to  have  it  postponed 
till  this  April.    ....    .it  has  been  postponed  again  I  Now 

the  payday -every-other-woek  system  is  scheduled  to  start  on 
July  1. 

HALEY  LECTURE 

The  Alex  Haley  lecture,  sponsored  by  the  Friends,  was 
a  popular  success  with  m.ore  than  6 50  in  attendance.     He  dis- 
cussed his  personal  search  for  a  heritage  and  tracing  his 
family  to  its  African  origins.     A  delightful  person,  Haley  was 
enjoyed  by  all  v/ho  at'ended. 

One  of  the  m.ost  pointed  parts  of  his  lecture  vras  -criouted 
0  the  San  Francisco  Pv.bJ.ic  Library  (he  spent  eight  years  here 
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in  the  Coast  Guard)   and  to  libraries  in  general.     Haley  announced 
that  he  intends  to  make  his  home  in  San  Francisco  and  will  move 
here  next  year. 

BARC  MARCHES  ON 

Mr.  Anderson  received  a  letter  from  the  State  Librarian 
last  week  informing  him.  that  BARC  will  be  funded  for  the  fiscal 
year  1969-70,  at  the  present  level  of  staffing. 

EPF 

The  Library  Com.mission  approved,  at  their  March  4  meeting, 
a  resolution  requesting  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  .pl9,699 
for  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year  for  EDP  services.  This 
is  a  doubling  of  the  original  budget.     The  request  is  being 
m.ade  at  the  suggestion  of  the  City  Controller  and  will  be  sup- 
ported by  the  EDP  Center. 

BOOK  FUND  ALLOCATIONS 

Unallocated  portions  of  the  I968-69  book  funds  have  been 
assigned.     The  10%  adult  fund  cut  has  been  restored  ($50,050). 
Additional  allocations  include:

The  Commission  approved  allocation  of  $10,000 
from  the  Anna  E.  Waden  Trust  Fund  for  books  at  the  nev;  branch. 
More  funds  for  collection  development  will  be  released  from  the 
trust  fund  as  soon  as  all  the  e';uip/.ent  and  Turf.lc  lAvirz  .,i.v:r 
been  ordered  for  the  branch.     At  that  tim.e  the  trust  fund  will 
be  closed  out  v/ith  the  balance  to  books  and  library  materials 
at  Waden.     The  trust  limits  the  expenditure  to  capital  items 
only  .

(Potrero)  are  m.embers .     Their  report  is  due  by  April  4.

1969  WORK  PROJECTS  is  an 
administrative  document  which  will  be  implemented  soon  with  staff 
assignments  and  deadlines  for  completion  of  these  assignments. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  who  gave  numerous  excellent 
suggestions  for  these  statements.     Of  course,  not  all  sugges- 
tions could  be  incorporated,  but  I  believe  the  statement,  as 
v/ell  as  the  actual  intent  of  the  goals  has  been  changed  for 
the  better.     Now,  it  is  important  that  we  move  together  on  these 
goals  and  work  projects.     Achievement  brings  pride  and  satis- 
faction, but  it  will  call  for  extra  effort,  time  and  commitment. 
These  goals  are  not  inflexible,  they  are  guidelines  for  action.

SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
GOALS  FOR  SERVICE 


Statement  of  Philosophy 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  is  an  educational  and 
social  institution  whose  services  are  available  to  all  citizens 
of  San  Francisco.     It  carries  on  an  active  program  with  all 
groups,  seeking  to  be  an  integral  part  of  community  life  and 
to  serve  as  an  impartial  center  for  cultural,  educational,  and 
civic  activities.     The  Library  not  only  has  a  responsibility 
for  the  conservation  of  the  cultural  and  historical  heritages 
of  the  community,  but  it  also  has  the  responsibility  for 
vigorous  promotion  of  the  use  of  its  resources. 

The  Library's  resources  include  all  types  of  recorded 
knowledge  organized  for  maximum  utilization  through  the  guid- 
ance of  a  skilled  staff.     It  seeks  to  maintain  a  balance  of 
material  on  all  sides  of  issues  so  that  a  citizen  may  freely 
choose  from  a  wide  range  of  ideas.     The  freedom  to  read  is 
an  essential  tenet     for  the  selection  of  materials  in  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library. 

The  cosmopolitan  and  metropolitan  characteristics  of  San 
Francisco  call  for  a  v/ide  variety  of  programs,  materials  and 
services  outlets .     The  focal  point  of  these  outlets  is  a 
reference  and  public  research  facility  at  the  Main  Library. 
Many  resources  of  the  Main  Library  are  extended  through  a 
system  of  neighborhood  branch  libraries  and  mobile  and  deposit 
uiiJLbc  to  all  parts  of  the  city. 

As  a  major  ccrit.or>  rnr-  educational  and  cultural  activities, 
the  the  Library  will  attempt  to  provlue  leader-chip  and  strength 
to  Bay  Area  libraries  and  v/ill  seek  to  be  designated  as  one 
of  the  regional  reference  centers  of  the  State  of  California. 
It  will  encourage  the  strong  development  of  school,  college, 
university,  and  special  libraries  with  the  aim.  that  coordinated 
and  cooperative  programs  will  provide  laaximum  library  service  to 
the  individual  user  at  the  most  economical  cost. 
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1.  Development  of  a  Main  Library  that  v/ill  te  designated 
as  a  Regional  Reference  Center  for  California.  This 
will  involve  expansion  and  strengthening  of  library 
collections  and  staff.     It  v/ill  mean  the  construction 
of  a  iiain  Library  building  over  tvrice  the  present  size 
in  order  to  house  the  necessary  materials  and  new  ser- 
vices not  nov/  offered. 

2.  Substantial  financial  support  for  operation  of  the  riain 
Library  as  a  regional  reference  center  v.fill  be  sought 
from  feaeral,  state,  regional  and  otner  local  juris- 
dictions using  the  resources  of  this  center. 

3.  All  libraries  in  the  Bay  Area,  including  the  San 
Francisco  Puolic  Library  branches,  should  be  tied 
together  by  rapid  communication  and  transportation 
devices  to  provide  high  level  reference  and  infornia- 
tion  service  to  people  close  to  their  hom.es  and  v,'ork. 
The  Main  Library  should  serve  as  the  nerve  center 

for  this  netv/ork,  vjhich  in  turn  v/ould  become  a  part  of 
a  national  informiation  netv/ork. 

4.  An  effort  viill  be  made  to  upgrade  the  quality  of  library 
services  to  the  neighborhoods,  vjith  special  emphasis 
upon  adapting  collections  and  programs  to  the  needs  of 
the  community  serviced.     In  order  to  reach  neM  users, 
the  Library  '.:ill  cor..mit  energy  and  staff  to  experim.ental 
programs  designed  to  find  ansviers  in  serving  the  dis- 
advantaged.    A  special  emphasis  v. ill  be  m.ade  on  'jorking 
v;ith  and  through  commiunity  agencies.     System  regulations, 
standard  practices,  and  traditional  service  outlets  "..ill 
be  reevaluated  in  light  of  innovative  apr)roaches. 

5.  The  Library's  financial  malnutrition  must  be  corrected 
in  order  to  maintain  existing  levels  of  service,  and 
also  provide  nev/  services  needed  by  San  Francisco. 
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Specific  Goals  of  Service  (continued) 

Effective  service  to  the  urban  core  requires  Hiuch  hi^-her 
unit  costs  than  traditional  library  services.  Adequate 
financial  support  must,  in  large  measure,  be  provided 
by  taxation,  but  a  great  library  m.ust  be  the  object  of 
individual  and  corporate  benefactors  who  contribuce 
materials  and  funds  to  enrich  the  program.     A  vigorous 
search  for  additional  tax  support  and  foundation  and 
endovjment  funds  v/ill  be  undertaken. 

6.  America  is  increasingly  a.  nation  of  voung  pec^le. 
Appropriate  programs  for  these  users  '.'ill  be  strengthened 
by  specialized  staff  in  children's  and  young  adult  v.'ork. 

A  specialized,  yet  flexible  approach  vill  be  used  in 
order  to  meet  the  rapidly  changing  needs  of  these  age 
groups.     Specialization  will  include  increased  emphasis 
upon  the  use  of  libraries  by  the  pre-school  age  groups- 
accent  upon  individual  reading  guidance;  and  work  vith 
other  community  and  educational  agencies  involved  with 
youth.     Cooperative  agreements  v/ill  be  fostered  '.hich 
recognize  the  special  independent  roles  of  the  school 
and  public  libraries,  yet  acknov/ledge  comm.on  areas  .;here 
interdependence  will  raise  the  standard  of  service  to 
the  young  people  of  this  community. 

7.  The  Library  will  consider  use  of  the  latest  technological 
advances  to  streamiline  its  operation.     Processes  will  be 
autom.ated  in  carefully  planned  steps  in  order  to  rinii:-ize 
conversion  costs  and  insure  that  costly  disruptions  '/ill 
not  defeat  the  objectives  of  m.axim.um  service  at  economical 
cost . 

8.  San  Francisco  lacks  many  services  long  established  in 
most  large  city  libraries  such  as  service  to  institutions 
(jails,  hospitals,   convalescent  homes)   as  well  as  to  the 
physically  and  visually  handicapped.     Special  services 
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Specific  Goals  of  Service  (continued) 

to  business  and  government  must  be  expanded.     The  Library 
lacks  a  vje  11 -de fined  audio  visual  materials  progran.  which 
would  include  films,  slides,   film  strips,  tapes,  phono- 
records,  teaching  machines  and  other  nevi  learning  and 
information  retrieval  devices.     These  additional  pro- 
grams, already  established  in  most  large  city  libraries, 
will  call  for  additional  staff,  materials,  and  facilities. 

9.     The  Library  will  vigorously  and  continuously  promote 

its  program  by  continuing  its  high  level  of  publications 
and  printing  and  by  expanding  its  role  v;ith  the  various 
area  communication  media. 

10.     Vitality  is  hard  to  define,  but  it  shall  be  the  specific 
goal  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  to  aggressively 
pursue  nevj  ideas,  always  encouraging  its  staff  and  its 
users,  to  find  new  ways  to  improve  its  program.

1969  VJORK  PROJECTS 

The  following  projects  are  adopted  in  relation  to  the 
Library's  general  goals.     They  are  to  be  implemented  v/ithin 
tne  calendar  year  I969.     These  are  priority  projects;  there 
are  others  of  much  importance  awaiting  the  1970  list.  Various 
staff  members  will  be  assigned  to  these  projects. 

.1 .  PERSONNEL 

An  expanding  program  has  caused  severe  strain  on  the 
personnel  program.     While  a  number  of  improvem.ents  in 
personnel  practices  are  underway,  major  areas  for  im- 
provement in  1969  will  be: 

a .  Establishment  of  an  inservice  training  and  staff 
development  program  which  v/ill  include  courses  in 
supervision  and  management,  vjork  sim.plification, 
public  service,  and  various  library  science  subjects 
of  special  value  to  the  staff.     These  programs  may 

be  in  cooperation  v/ith  area  educational  institutions, 
by  workshops,  institutes,  or  regular  courses  in  or 
outside  the  Library. 

b .  Formulation  of  a  recruitment  program^  for  professional 
personnel .       The  Library's  reputation  in  the  profes- 
sion needs  im.provement  and  the  literature,  techniques, 
and  advertisements  must  be  revised  to  help  draw  top 
candidates.     Included  in  this  program  vrill  be  the 
assembly  of  a  recruitment  packet;  publication  of  a 
recruitment  folder;  expansion  of  recruitment  visits; 
and  mailings  to  library  schools. 

c.  Employee  Benefits  will  receive  special  attention, 
particularly  in  regard  to  adjustment  of  salary  in- 
equities, vacation  and  v;ork  hours.     The  need  for 
written  promiOtional  examinations  for  librarians  v.'ill 
be  studied. 
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■1969  Work  Projects  (continued) 

d.     Classification  Studies  v/ill  be  implemented.     A  clearer 
line  of  organization  in  regard  to  classifications 
and  assignments  will  be  established.     Emphasis  will 
be  placed  upon  assignm.ent  by  initative  and  expertise. 

2.  PUBLICATIONS  AND  PUBLIC  INFORMATION 

The  Library  has  started  a  good  publications  program,  but 
now  needs  to  expand  its  activities  in  the  following  areas: 

a.  Publish  basic  library  documents  as  a  first  priority 

in  the  I969  program.     These  will  include  revision  and 

reprinting  of  a  library  use  pamphlet  and  staff  manual. 

Ihe  Library's  book  selection  policy  vjill  be  revised  and 

work  begun  on  a  Commissioner's  Manual  and  a  policies 
booklet . 

b.  A  publications  comjnittee  will  be  established  to  provide 
guidance  in  programming  and  budgeting  library  printing 
including  issuance  of  booklists,  special  publicity, 
lists  of  new  books,  and  newsletters  to  the  staff  and 
public. 

0.     The  Public  Information  Office  will  put  increased  effort 
into  issuing  material  for  use  by  the  press,  radio, 
and  television  and  V7ill  have  frequent  contact  v;ith 
library  and  educational  press.     Librarians  will  be 
encouraged  to  publish. 

3.  MAIN  LIBRARY 

The  Library  v/ill  begin  work  on  preparing  preliminary 
planning  reports  for  a  scheduled  1970  bond  election  for 
a  new  Main  Library  building.     An  administrative  staff 
member  will  be  assigned  responsibility  for  guiding  the 
necessary  studies.     A  firm  estimate  of  space,  function 
and  cost  will  be  available  by  fall  I969. 
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19^9  Work  Projects   (  con-&:  nu? d) 

4.  LIBRARY  OPERATIONS 

Several  areas  of  library  operations  vrill  be  investigated. 
These  will  include: 

a.  Study  of  extension  of  EDP  with  particular  attention 
to  the  technical  services  processes. 

b.  Restudy  of  the  book  circulation  system,  including  ways 
to  improve  the  present  system  and  consideration  of 

alternate  systc:;^. 

c.  Suitable  expansion  of  staff  in  areas  of  critical  need 
for  the  on-going  program.  Of  particular  concern  v;ill 
be  the  clerical  operation.     The  business  operation 

of  the  Secretary's  Office  will  receive  special 
attention . 

5.  STAFF  RELATIONS 

A  special  effort  will  be  made  to  initiate  program.s  for 
staff  involvement,     A  regular  pattern  of  staff  meetings 
will  be  established  with  particular  emphasis  upon  partic- 
ipation by.-dibrarians  .     Efforts  will  be  made  to  determ^ine 
and  act  upon  staff  needs  and  to  formulate  new  patterns  of 
communication  within  the  library.     Important  Library  issues 
will  receive  the  benefit  of  wider  discussion  by  the  staff. 
Participation  in  staff  organizations  and  professional 
associations  will  be  encouraged. 

6 .  FINANCES 

The  most  important  single  ingredient  to  the  health  of  the 
Library  program,  is  its  financial  base.     The  lack  of  proper 
budget  has  caused  severe  difficulties  vjith  insufficient 
staff  and  equipment.     Book  funds  were  held  to  196?  levels. 
The  Library  must  gain  a  breakthrough  in  the  1969-70  budget

1969  V/ork  Projects  (continued) 

in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  present  operation  and 
begin  filling  the  requests  by  the  public  to  expand  its 
services.     High  priority  will  be  given  to  budget  activities, 
including  adjustment  of  salaries,  more  clerical  positions, 
needed  equipment,  and  an  imrjroved  book  (and  periodicals) 
budget . 

7.       NEW  LIBRARY  PROGRAMS 

a.     Adaptation  to  the  social/education  needs  of  tne  neif-h-- 
borhoods ,     Experim^entation  in  reaching  potential  users 
v-jill  include  specially  funded  projects  or  call  for 
reorientation  of  the  on-going  program  for  a  particular 
branch  or  operation. 

^ '     A  satisfactory  program  must  be  developed  for  Young 
Adults  that  will  meet  present  day  needs.     This  may 
call  for  a  special  office  and  program  development. 
It  most  certainly  will  call  for  a  nevj  approach  to 
library  services  to  this  group. 

c.  Audio-visual  media  will  be  introduced  as  a  vital  part 
of  the  library  scene  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Lib- 
rary.    A  range  of  equipment  will  be  purchased  and 
use  by  staff  and  library  patrons  vrill  be  encouraged. 
Under  the  guidance  of  a  special  staff  com.mittee, 
financed  by  the- -Friends ,  a  nevj  film  about  the  library 
v;ill  be  produced. 

d.  Regional  development  in  the  form  of  extending  reference 
services  to  the  Bay  Area  vjill  continue  to  be  a  goal 
for  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.     This  Library, 
within  its  operational  capabilities,  will  vigorously 
pursue  a  policy  of  library  leadership  in  California. 

We  will  seek  to  bring  about  an  effective  coalition  of 
various  types  of  libraries  in  the  Bay  Area  in  order  to 
enrich  the  service  to  the  individual  user  of  library 
resources .

In  1968  the  Friends  donated  $1,000  to  start  a  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.,  Special  Collection  on  Negro  History  In  the  West. 
Mrs.  Cecil  Poole  was  named  chairman  of  a  committee  to  guide  devel- 
opment of  the  collection.     It  was  found  that  an  annotated  bibli- 
ography Is  needed  and  the  Friends  souprht  foundation  funds  to  pre- 
pare one. 

A  budget  of  $45,200  was  prepared,  the  funds  received  from 
foundations  (or  guaranteed  by  the  Friends)  and  Mr.  James  de  T. 
Abajlan  has  been  hired  to  prepare  the  bibliography.     Mr.  Abajlan 
was  formerly  Chief  Librarian  of  the  California  Historical  Society 
and  has  done  previous  work  In  the  field  of  California  and  Western 
Afro-American  history. 

Mr.  Abajian  started  work  on  April  1,  on  what  Is  planned  as  a 
two  year  project.     He  and  a  secretary  have  been  given  office  space 
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on  the  third  floor  of  251  McAllister.     Temporarily  they  can  be 
reached  on  Ext.   5730.     His  specific  assignment  will  be  to  locate 
uncatalogued  collections  vjhich  m.ay  be  available  to  this  library, 
and  to  list  for  the  first  time  in  one  volume,  known  collections. 
The  Friends  will  assist  SFPL  in  acquiring  material  and  developing 
a  special  Afro-American  collection.     (Funds  for  publication  of 
the  resulting  bibliography  are  not  included  in  the  current  pro- 
ject budget  but  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  published.) 

Mr.   Abajian  is  not  a  Library  employee  but  will  function  under 
the  general  rules  and  regulations  that  apply  to  staff  members.  He 
will  have  access  to  all  material  resources  of  the  library,  includ- 
ing stacks  and  is  to  be  given  professional  assistaiice  and  coopera- 
tion as  might  be  required  and  is  available.     Removal  of  materials 
from  subject  departments  or  other  areas  will  be  at  the  discretion 
of  departm.ent  heads.     Any  policy  questions  that  arise  should  be 
referred  to  Mr.  Martelle. 

This  project  is  a  very  exciting  one,  and  one  that  could  be  of 
great  value  to  the  library  -  we  are  all  looking  towards  its  suc- 
cessful completion. 

MRS.  STOPPLE 

As  we  reported  in  the  last  OB  Mrs.  Stopple  has  been  relieved 
of  her  normal  duties  to  devote  her  entire  energies  to  planning  for 
a  new  Main  Library.     She  has  now  moved  to  her  new  office  space  in 
the  Rare  Books  &  Special  Collections  Department. 

This  new  assignment  is  a  major  and  demanding  one.    .  .please 
don't  contact  Mrs.  Stopple  on  business  other  than  the  nev;  Main 
Library . 

Mr.  Martelle  v;ill  be  responsible  for  general  administration  of 
the  Main  Library  and  questions  in  that  area  should  be  addressed  to 
him.     Miss  Ruth  Abat,  Mrs.  Stopple's  secretary,  will  remain  in  the 
second  floor  office  and  handle  routine  questions,  scheduling  and 
public  complaints.     Supervision  of  the  Guards  and  Elevator  Opei-ators 
will  be  handled  by  the  Secretary's  Office.     Miss  Collcpy  and  the 
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Business  Library  will  be  responsible  for  publication  of  the  Business 
Library  Newsletter.     Mr.  Belch  will  be  responsible  for  adminis- 
tration of  Main  Library  exhibits  and  a  staff  committee  will  be 
appointed  to  carry  out  the  exhibits. 

^■x^S.  WHITE  TO  RETIRE 

Mrs.  June  White,  Head  of  the  Literature  Department,  has 
announced  that  she  will  retire  at  the  end  of  July.     Mrs.  White  has 
been  with  SPPL  for  22  years.     She  was  assigned  to  Catalog  Depart- 
ment for  ten  years.  Order  Department  for  two,  headed  the  Business 
Library  for  five  years,  and  has  been  Head  of  Literature  for  the 
past  five  years  . 

Mrs.  White  is  one  of  the  most  pleasant  people  at  SFPL  and  we're 
sure  that  everyone  will  hate  to  see  her  leave  us. 

Because  Mrs.  White's  retirement  comes  so  soon  after  the  current 
wave  of  reasslgnments  as  a  result  of  the  new  Senior  and  Principal 
lists,  Mr.  Anderson  has  decided  that  her  successor  will  be  named 
immediately  and  assigned  to  work  in  Literature  v/ith  Mrs.  White  for 
the  next  three-plus  months.     (This  Principal  position  is  being 
borrowed  temporarily  from  the  Business  Library.) 

THE  LIBRARY  GAME 

Budgets,  bond  issues.  National  Library  VJeek,  etc.,   are  all 
i'lportant,  but.    .    .the  subject  closest  to  the  hearts  of  all  at 
SFPL  in  the  next  few  weeks  will  be  promotions,  job  assignments  and 
the  like . 

Now  that  both  the  Principal  and  Senior  lists  have  been  pub- 
lished the  library  administration  is  proceeding  with  full  speed 
to  '-ffect  the  promotions  and  necessary  reasslgnments.     This  is  a 
difficult  and  complex  project  that  will  be  of  personal  importance 
to  almost  every  staff  member.     Mr.   Anderson,  Mr.  Martelle,  Mr. 
Murphy  aiid  the  Chiefs  and  Co-ordinat ors  have  discussed  the  subject 
fully  and  have  come  up  v/ith  what  they  hope  v;ill  be  the  fairest  emd 
most  effective  method  of  making  the  many  changes  that  are  necessary. 


The  basic  consideration  in  all  discussions  has  been  to  follow, 
a  plan  that  will  allow  everybody  concerned  an  opportunity  to  express 
his      personal  desires  regarding  job  assignment.     Obviously  it  viill 
be  impossible  to  give  each  staff  member  the  exact  assignment  he 
wants,  but  at  least  there  will  be  an  opportunity  to  express  pre- 
ference c 

There  are  four  steps  in  the  process  - 

FIRST  will  be  the  assignment  of  Principal  Librarians.  Mr. 
Murphy  will  send  a  letter  to  each  current  Principal  and  to  each  of 
those  on  the  new  Principal  list  for  whom  there  is  an  opening.  In 
this  letter  each  will  be  asked  to  submit  to  Mr.  Murphy  a  request 
for  assignment  to  any  Principal  position  within  the  SFPL  system 
with  an  explanation  of    his     qualifications  for  the  position  - 
experience,  education  or  other.     These  letters  will  be  used  in 
arranging  work  assignments. 

There  are  presently  three  open  positions  for  Principal 
Librarians.     One  at  Park  Branch;  a  temporary  one  with  BARC;  and 
one  as  head-elect  of  the  Literature  Department.     (See  story  above.) 

Three  people  from  the  new  Principal  list  will  receive  their 
promotions  immediately.     They  are  Dick  Rafael,  Marion  Oberstein 
and  Nancy  Nee.     (Although  Dorothy  Richard  ranks  third  on  the  Prin- 
cipal list  she  is  not  eligible  for  promotion  until  such  time  as 
she  receives  her  MLS  degree.     When  Miss  Richard  receives  her  degree 
she  will  become  first  on  the  Principal  list.) 

SECOND  step  will  be  assignment  of  Senior  Librarians.     Again,  Mr. 
Murphy  will  send  out  letters  to  all  current  Seniors  and  all  v/ho  are 
eligible  for  immediate  promotion,  asking  for  their  assignment  pre- 
ferences and  justification  for  their  requests.     It  is  impossible  at 
this  time  to  determine  exactly  how  many  openings   for  Seniors  exist  - 
it  depends  upon  a  couple  people  who  are  on  leave  and  may  or  may  not 
rasign,  etc.     There  should  be  1^  to  l6  open  Senior  positions. 

Obviously  with  Senior  Librarians  being  promoted  to  Principal 
and  receiving  new  work  assignments;   and  with  Junior  Librarians  being 


promoted  to  Senior  and  being  given  nevi  work  assignments,  the   .    .  . 

THIRD  step  will  be  reassignment  of  Junior  Librarians.  The 
Juniors  will  also  be  given  an  opportunity  to  express  their  desires 
regarding  work  assignments.     Supervisors  will  be  consulted  on  those 
people  coming  into,  or  leaving  their  departments. 

It  looks  like  everybody  will  have  a  nev;  job   (maybe  tv;o  or 
three?)  within  the  next  few  weeks  and  the  only  way  to  face  it  is 
philosophically!     The  administration  is  talcing  every  possible  pre- 
caution to  see  that  individual  desires  are  considered,  but  it  -.vould 
be  foolish  to  expect  that  everybody  will  get  exactly  what  he  wants. 
Some  people  are  going  to  be  unhappy.     The  final  determining  factor 
will  be  service  requirements  and  the  administration  must  make  the 
decisions  that  will  best  fulfill  our  needs. 

But,  there  is  still  a  .    .  . 

FOURTH  step.     The  classification  survey  of  the  library  made  by 
Civil  Service  early  in  1968  is  nearing  completion  and  we  have  been 
told  that  their  report  will  be  Issued  "in  the  near  future".  This 
report  will  undoubtedly  call  for  changes  in  the  Library's  table  of 
organization.     We  have  no  idea  though,  hox^/  extensive  these  might 
be.     But,  there  will  be  changes  to  be  expected. 

This  whole  process  may  well  take  a  month  or  tx-zo.  v;e'll  try  to 
give  you  complete  and  up-to-date  reports  in  each  edition  of  the  03.

Half  of  the  Order  Department  has  moved  to  the  third  floor  in 
the  251  McAllister  Street  Annex.     Mr.  Laughrey  and  Miss  Richard 
are  on  the  third  floor  and  can  be  reached  on  Ext.   5130.  Inquiries 
on  the  status  of  an  order  for  adult  books  should  be  made  through 
Ext.  ■4132,   for  juvenile  books  through  Ext.   4730.     Adult  order  files 
are  on  three,  juvenile  order  files  on  the  first  floor.

Mr.  Anderson  appointed  George  Alfred, 
Peggy  O'Donnell,  Glenda  Todd  and  Dick  Shouse  to  do  the  initial 
planning  and  select  a  film  maker.     Adrian  Wilson  and  Mrs.  John 
Gamble  have  worked  with  this  committee  to  coordinate  their  activ- 
ities with  the  Friends.     Now.    .  . 

Gregory  Burke  and  Robert  Primes  have  been  selected  by  the  com- 
mittee to  make  the  film.     Primes  and  Burke  have  submitted  a  contract 
to  the  Friends  which  should  be  accepted  very  soon. 

Basically  the  film  vjill  try  to  evoke  positive  images  of  the 
library  through  a  collage  of  visual  and  aural  impressions .     To  this 
end  the  film  makers  will  be  constant  visitors  to  the  library,  both 
branches  and  the  Main,  in  the  next  six  months.     Almost  anyplace  or 
anytime  they  may  set  up  their  equipment  and  start  taking  color 
pictures.    .    .Burke  and  Primes  have  been  introduced  to  the  Branch 
meeting  and  will  be  introducing  themselves  to  many  of  us  as  they 
proceed. 

Their  plan  is  to  shoot  a  great  deal  of  film  which  v;ill  even- 
tually be  edited  down  to  what  they  hope  will  be  "golden  moments". 


The  staff  is  expected  to  cooperate  vjith  them  in  all  ways  possible.

Give  full  information  as  to  publisher,  price,  etc.   and  check 
whether  or  not  to  back  order  in  case  vendor  does  not  have  the  title 
in  stock. 

If  you  must  have  the  book  soon,  do  not  back  order.     Delays  on 
back  orders  can  be  quite  long,   and  once  vendor  places  a  special 
order  with  the  publisher  for  a  title,  you  cannot  caricel  your  order. 

Mrs.  Bro\in  will  notify  you  when  the  book  has  arrived.  Please 
pay  for  and  pick  up  book  in  Order  Dept. 
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A  check  made  out  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  Staff 
Association  is  preferred  for  payment. 

This  service  is  offered  to  us  as  a  favor  and  vje  cannot  prod 
the  vendors  to  set  aside  their  regular  work  to  accornm.odate  our 
small  account  or  receive  frequent  inquiries  concerning  it.  Also, 
to  continue  offereing  this  special  service  requires  your  prompt 
attention  to  the  pick-up  of  books.     Some  books  are  waiting  nov;,  and 
if  not  claimed  and  paid  for  may  jeopardize  the  whole  plan.

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BUDGET 

Mayor  Alioto  has  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  his  budget  for  1969-70.   .   .you  may  have  noticed  the 
stories  in  the  daily  papers.     But,  as  the  Library  accounts  for 
only  1%  of  the  total  City  budget,  there  has  been  no  publicity  (per- 
haps fortunately)  regarding  the  Mayor's  proposed  budget  for  the 
Library.     Actually,  the  Mayor  has  proposed  an  increase  for  the 
Library  of  about  $4^0,000,  but  most  of  that  is  simply  to  allow 
for  inflation,  increases  in  retirement  and  other  fixed  costs. 

The  most  important  fact  about  the  Mayor's  proposal  is  that  it 
gives  us  ten  new  positions:  5  Senior  Librarians;  1  Principal  Li- 
brarian; 2  Watchmen  for  Main;  a  Personnel  Clerk  and  a  Sr.  Account- 
ant.    The  Librarian  positions  would  be  used  to  implement  the  Com- 
munity Action  program  proposed  by  the  Library.     Our  equipment 
budget  was  cut  to  only  $4,515  and  no  money  was  allowed  for  ex- 
pansion of  the  EDP  program. 

Although  many  items  of  importance  were  cut  from  the  budget 
request,  the  adoption  of  those  advances  left  in  the  Mayor's  re- 
commended budget  is  vital  to  the  future  of  this  institution.  The 
Commission,  the  Friends  and  the  administration  plan  a  vigorous 
campaign  to  insure  that  no  further  cuts  are  made  in  the  budget.   .  .

...Children's  current  reading  trends  have  recently  been  pointed  up 
during  a  general  discussion  at  the  March  children's  librar- 
ians meeting,  as  well  as  by  reference  questions  and  requests 
from  the  branches.     Contem.porary  fiction  and  good  fantasy 
are  in  as  much  demand  as  ever,  as  noted  above.     A  demand  for 
historical  fiction  is  increasing,  which  reflects  the  individ- 
ual reading  guidance  given  by  children's  librarians  v;hose 
reading  knowledge  includes  the  excellent  novels  of  authors 
like  Rosemary  Sutcliffe  and  Olivia  Coolidge.     Newer  requests 
for  information  include  ecology,  conservation,  air  and 
water  pollution.     Fishes,  sharks  and  whales  are  beginning  to 
rival  dinosaurs  in  popularity.     The  constant  requests  for 
judo,  karate,  self  defense  and  physical  fitness  are  coming 
now  from  girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  often  from  a  yo'onger  age 
group  than  previously.     Information  on  drugs  and  their  use  is 
also  beginning  to  be  sought  by  the  younger  patrons.  Some 
subjects  will  always  have  great  appeal  for  children,  and 
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Mrs,  Eleanor  Newhard's  summing  up  list  is  probably  a  classic: 
More  information  is  always  needed  on  "Turtles,  dogs,  cats, 
cars  3  magic,  space  and  dinosaurs."

Flyers  or  other  materials  inviting  attendance  to  library 
events  should  be  completed  and  ready  for  distribution  no  later  than 
three  or  four  weeks  prior  to  an  event.     (Equal  to  one  circulation 
period.)     This  is  the  only  way  that  you  can  hope  to  inform  your 
patrons  in  advance. 

Actual  mechanical  preparation  of  printed  materials  can  easily 
take  four  to  six  weeks  -  depending  upon  the  complexity  of  the 
publication  and  the  number  of  other  projects  going  on  at  the 
same  time. 

There  are  no  hard  and  fast  rules  and  deadlines  -  such  rules 
are  only  made  to  be  broken  and  circumstances  rule  anyway.     This  is 
just  a  plea  to  get  your  planning  done  early,  to  get  information  and 
facts  to  the  Public  Information  Office  as  early  as  possible  -  to 
avoid  disappointments.

BUDGET  ,,,^.,.,;.:r.-i.n 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
reported  the  1969-70  City  budget  to  the  full  board.     They  cut 
$1375197  from  the  budget  approved  for  the  Library  by  the  :iayor. 
They  actually  allowed  one  new  employee  (a  l;atchman  for  the  hain 
Library)]  $1,050  for  turnstiles  for  the  Main  Library;  and  slir;ht 
increases  to  offset  inflation  in  the  cost  of  magazine  subscrip- 
tions and  McNaughton  Service. 

Their  recommendation  includes  NO  new  professional  positions, 
NO  new  support  personnel,  NO  additional  Page  or  Part-time  hours, 
NO  increase  in  book  funds,  NO  money  at  all  for  furniture  or  equip- 
ment (shelving),  NO  incre-.ses  in  binding,  NO  extension  of  the 
ED?  project   (present  periodical  program  is  continued),  NO  money 
for  Summer  Reading  Program  expenses. 

Some  items  in  our  present  budget  vjere  elirdnated  or  reduced: 
there  will  be  no  funds  to  advertise  for  personnel;  our  supply 
budget  was  cut  by  $6,250  (lOfO;   travel  funds  ••ere  cut  by  $600, 
funds  to  pay  telephone  bills  were  reduced  by  15S  (see  last  OB). 

The  full  Board  of  Supervisors  must  act  on  the  budget  by  May 
19th,     The  budget  they  apparently  will  adopt  will  not  provide  for 
any  improvement,  expansion  or  growth  of  library  services  -  in  fact, 
it  appears  that  it  will  be  difficult  to  maintain  our  current  level 
of  activity. 

MQP£  GOOD  NEWS 

As  you  have  seen  in  the  daily  newspapers,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Federated  Employers  of  the  Bay  Area,  the  Building 
Owners  and  Managers  Association  and  several  other  organizations 
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have  filed  a  law  suit  which  would  eliminate  the  ^%  salary  increase 
voted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  city  employees  which  is 
scheduled  to  go  into  effect  July  1. 

The  suit  asks  the  courts  to  prevent  payment  of  5^  raise  to 
any  City  employee,  or  failing  that,  to  prevent  payinent  to  employees 
in  66  classifications  which  the  suit  claims  are  ''flagrantly" 
overpaid. 

Several  SPPL  staff  m.embers  work  in  these  so-called  ''flagrantly'' 
overpaid  classifications.     They  are:     140^  Clerks;   l42A  Clerk  Typ- 
ists; 2702  Janitress;  2714  Janitor;   3616  Library  Technical  Assist- 
ant I,  1618  Library  Technical  Assistant  II;  7^18  Senior  Book  Re- 
pairer; and,  7426  Elevator  Operator. 

Past  law  suits  of  this  type  have  not  been  successful,  but  it 
is  impossible  to  predict  what  will  come  of  the  present  litigation. 

NATIOML  LIBRARY  WEEK  (cont.) 

Commissioner  Stern  wants  to  thank  all  staff  members  who  worked 
so  hard  to  make  National  Library  Week  newspaper  publicity  so  suc- 
cesful  -  apologies  to  those  whose  stories  did  not  get  in.

Roberts,  Linda  Crismond,  Grace  Ruth,  Nancy  Musser,  Hiroshi 
Kashiwagi  and  Daniel  Tatko. 

Remaining  on  the  elegible  list  for  future  promotion  are 
Ruth  Maginnis,  Patricia  Hall  and  Joan  Dery. 

Most  of  the  newly -promoted  Senior  Librarians  will  continue 
to  work  in  their  current  branch  or  department.     The  following 
people  have  received  new  assignments:

John  Fetros  moves  from  Science  to  History. 

Catherine  Roberts  moves  from  History  to  Excelsior  Branch.

Subject:     PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  BRANCH  SCHEDULES 

The  subject  of  branch  schedules  has  been  one  of  serious 
concern  for  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  for  the  past  several 
years.    Shortly  after  my  arrival  last  year  it  became  obvious  that 
changes  were  necessary »  and  I  discussed  the  subject  in  depth  with 
our  Chief  of  Branches,  Mrs.  Mary  Moses.     Pursuant  to  that  conver- 
sation, the  Branch  Department  has  conducted  a  survey  of  branch 
patronage  patterns  and  has  recommended  an  experimental  revision  of 
branch  schedules. 

The  proposed  schedule  of  service  is  attached  as  Exhibit  I. 
A  summary  of  the  patronage  pattern  survey  is  attached  as  Exhibit 
II.

REDUCED  SUMMER  HOURS  ARE  THE  NORMAL  LIBRARY  PATTERN 

The  proposal  herein  presented  is  for  a  reduction  in  open 
hours  during  the  period  July  1  -  September  1^,     Such  schedules  are 
the  rule,  not  the  exception,  for  metropolitan  libraries  through- 
out the  country.     Such  schedules  are  well  Justified  by  the  reduced 
patronage  experienced  by  all  libraries  during  that  period  and  are 
additionally  necessary  to  accommodate  the  greater  number  of  staff 
vacations  which  are  taken  during  the  summer.     (The  City  will  not 
provide  funds  to  hire  vacation  substitutes.) 

Unlike  similar  plans  followed  in  other  cities,  we  do  not  plan 
to  restrict  service  hours  at  the  Main  Library  or  at  the  Business 
Lib  rary . 
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WHY  ARE  REDUCED  SCHEDULES  NECESSARY 

...San  Francisco  Public  Library  operates  more  branch 
facilities  (per  capita/per  square  mile)  than  any 
other  library  system  in  the  country. 

...Our  branch  hours  are  among  the  longest  in  the  country. 

...And,  we  are  one  of  the  most  understaffed  libraries  in 
the  country . 

The  San  Diego  Public  Library  conducts  an  annual  survey  of 
branch  library  staffing  patterns.  Their  I969  report  shows  the 
following: 

...Branches,  comparable  to  the  16  SPPL  branches  which  are 


now  open  58  hours  a  week,  are  open  on  shorter  schedules 
in  every  other  system  surveyed.    Examples  - 


...There  are  some  branches  that  are  opened  longer  hours  than 
in  San  Francisco.     Pittsburgh  has  one  branch  that  is  open 
75  hours  a  week.     It  circulates  200,000  volumes  a  year  and 
is  staffed  by  six  professional  librarians,  4  sub-profes- 
sionals, 8  full-time  clerks,  and  268  page  hours.  Boston 
has  two  branches  that  are  open  64  hours  a  week.     They  are 
staffed  by  3  professional  librarians,  3  sub-professionals, 
3  clerks  and  92  page  hours.    New  Orleans  has  two  branches 
that  are  open  60  hours  a  week. 

...The  survey  does  not  provide  information  relative  to  our 
small  branches.    To  our  knowledge,  no  system  in  the  country

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maintains  so  many  small  branches.     (V/e  have  ten  that 
circulate  fewer  than  50,000  volumes  a  year.) 

The  eight  library  systems  in  the  country  most  closely  com- 
parable to  SPPL  have  an  average  of  188  professional  librarians. 
We  have  148.    The  same  eight  libraries  have  an  average  of  21k 
clerical  employees.     We  have  82.     Charts  showing  these  compari- 
sons were  distributed  during  preparation  of  our  recent  budget 
request , 

PROGRESS  CONTRIBUTES  TO  OUR  PROBLEM 

During  the  past  nine  years  this  library  has  accomplished  a 
major  reorganization  and  made  great  improvements  in  the  quality  of 
library  service.     We  have  more  librarians  with  Master's  degrees; 
the  quality  of  our  book  collection  has  been  greatly  improved; 
readers  assistance  and  reference  services  are  on  a  higher  level 
than  ever  before;  service  to  children  has  been  vastly  increased 
(Reading  Aloud,  Story  Telling,  film  and  Summer  Reading  programs); 
we  have  developed  a  greater  participation  in  library  programs,  and 
have  demonstrated  a  growing  community  involvement. 

The  fact  that  is  generally  overlooked  is  that  these  changes 
and  improvements  have  been  made  without  significant  increases  in 
our  staff. 

The  result  of  these  pressures  and  problems  is  a  significant 
reduction  in  staff  morale,  an  increase  in  staff  turnover,  a  loss 
of  the  flexibility  necessary  to  meet  the  changing  demands  made 
upon  the  library.    The  fact  that  we  have  had  little  success  in 
obtaining  additional  staff  in  the  budget  during  the  past  two  years 
is  an  important  contributory  factor. 

Even  in  the  face  of  these  problems,  the  Library  Commission, 
the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the  library  patron  and  the  adminis- 
tration are  all  seeking  further  changes  and  improvements.  They 
cannot  be  made  until  we  deal  with  our  current  problems. 
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STAFFING  PROBLEMS 

Attached  to  this  report,  as  Exhibit  III,  is  a  study  of  the  day- 
to-day  staffing  problems  faced  by  the  Branch  Department.     While  the 
details  of  the  report  are  frightening  in  and  of  themselves,  the 
worst  aspect  of  the  situation  is  that  no  provision  is  made  for  our 
professional  staff  to  undertake  the  many  activities  that  cannot 
be  done  while  the  librarian  is  on  the  desk  checking  out  books  or 
providing  readers  with  assistance  and  reference  service. 

The  quality  of  library  service  offered  in  our  branches  depends, 
to  a  great  degree,  on  the  amount  of  time  that  the  librarian  can  de- 
vote to  selecting  the  books  in  his  collection,  weeding  out  no- 
longer- valuable  material,  to  keeping  the  catalog  up  to  date,  to 
selecting  and  preparing  material  for  the  children's  programs,  to 
planning  and  preparing  programs  and  exhibits,  and  many  other  pro- 
fessional duties  that  can  only  be  accomplished  while  the  branch  is 
closed  or  when  the  librarian  is  not  on  duty  on  the  public  service 
floor. 

It  appears  that  the  number-of-branches ,  short-staff,  long-hours> 
situation  is  reducing  our  professional  librarians  to  a  status  not 
much  above  mere  caretakers  for  the  physical  facilities.     If  this 
institution  is  to  be  relevant  to  the  changing  times  we  must  free  our 
staff  to  get  out  into  the  community  and  make  it  possible  for  them 
to  change  service  patterns  to  meet  today's  needs.    We  can't  do  that 
today. 

THE  PROPOSED  SERVICE  SCHEDULE 

The  proposed  schedule  of  service  (Exhibit  I)  is  a  reasonable 
approach  to  our  problems  and  includes  no  drastic  cuts  in  service 
hours.     With  the  exception  of  Portola  Branch,  those  branches  which 
are  currently  open  on  Staurdays  will  continue  to  be  open  on 
Saturday . 
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(Branch  service  schedule  reductions  have  been  undertaken  in 
New  York,  Queens,  Brooklyn,  Detroit  and  Newark  this  year.     In  each 
case  they  ended  up  with  small  branches  open  only  two,  three  or 
four  days  a  v/eek.) 

Closing  branches  at  8:00  PM  instead  of  the  current  9:00  PM  was 
dictated  by  the  fact  that  8  to  9  ?M  is  the  period  of  least  patronage 
in  all  of  our  branches,  but  a  safety  factor  was  also  considered. 
Some  employers  now  find  it  necessary  to  provide  taxi  service  to 
deliver  their  staff  home  after  evening  open  hours.     We  wish  to 
avoid  that  problem. 

In  general,  all  changes  made  in  service  schedules  follow  the 
findings  of  the  survey  -  the  hours  when  a  branch  will  be  closed 
in  the  future  are  those  hours  that  have  seen  the  lightest  patronage 
in  the  past, 

CONCLUSION 

The  problem  described  above  is  not  a  new  one,  but  one  that  has 
become  acute  over  a  period  of  time.     The  library  staff  has,  perhaps, 
been  negligent  in  not  having  earlier  proposed  a  reduction  in  the 
service  schedule,  but  until  recently  there  had  been  hope  of  re- 
leiving  the  situation  by  additional  staff. 

There  are  currently  four  approaches  that  the  Commission  could 
take  toward  solution  of  the  problems: 

...Close  some  branch  facilities. 

(The  Commission  has  been  reluctant  to  consider  this.) 

...Provide  a  significant  increase  in  professional  staff. 
(Repeated  efforts  in  this  area  have  met  defeat.) 

...Accept  a  lower  quality  of  service. 

(The  administration  and  staff  are  unalterably  opposed 
to  this. ) 
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...Adopt  the  proposed  reduced  schedule  of  service  on  an 

experimental  basis  for  the  period,  July  1  -  September  14. 
An  evaluation  of  this  schedule  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Commission. 

I  recommend  adoption  of  this  last  alternative.

SUMMARY 


PATRONAGE  PATTERN  SURVEY 


During  a  five  week  period  an  actual  tally  count  of  patrons 
making  use  of  l6  branch  libraries  was  made.     From  this  survey  we 
learned  a  number  of  things : 

...Patronage  patterns  are  the  same  in  all  branches,  with 
minor  variations  apparently  caused  by  different  current 
schedules , 

...Tuesday  and/or  Wednesday  are  the  busiest  days  of  the  week 
in  all  branches.     This  is  primarily  caused  by  our  single 
due-date  system.     (Due-Dates  in  all  branches  are  either 
Tuesday  or  Wednesday.)    These  also  seem  to  be  the  days 
on  which  the  branches  are  most  heavily  used  for  school 
assignments.     The  next  busiest  day  is  Monday,  followed  by 
Saturday,  Thursday  and  Friday,  in  that  order. 

...The  pattern  of  usage  on  an  hourly  basis  appears  to  be  the 
same  on  all  days  (except  Saturday)  and  in  all  branches. 
The  busiest  hours  are  3:00  to  5:00  PM  -  the  post  school 
rush.     This  is  not  a  factor  in  the  Summer  but  this  still 
appears  to  be  the  busiest  period,  although  not  near 
busy  as  during  the  school  year.    The  next  busiest  period 
is  6:00  to  8:00  PM;  followed  by  Noon  to  3:00  PM;  10:00  AM 
to  Noon;  and  8:00  to  9:00  PM.     The  patronage  pattern  on 
Saturdays  appears  to  be  a  straight  line,  with  a  marked 
drop  after  4:30  PM. 


CRITERIA  USED  TO  DETERMINE  NEW  SERVICE  SCHEDULE 

1.  When  the  schedule  is  reduced,  those  hours  that  currently  show 
the  least  patronage  should  be  eliminated. 

2.  At  least  one  branch  in  each  section  of  the  city  must  maintain 
the  new  50  hour  schedule  to  provide  service  when  Neighborhood 
and  Small  branches  are  closed. 

3.  The  Main  Library  will  maintain  its  current  69  hours  per  week 
schedule  so  that  library  service  will  be  available  in  all  hours 
that  have  been  traditionally  provided. 


Consideration  must  be  given  to  actual  staffing  reqS^lrements . 


...Staff  members  work  a  40  hour  week.     There  are  no  funds 
for  overtime. 

...Civil  Service  requires  that  employees  must  receive  two 
consecutive  days  off.     (This  creates  major  staff  shortage 
on  Mondays  and  Saturdays.) 


.Civil  Service  requires  that  employees  work  their  eight- 
hour  day  within  a  nine-hour  period.     No  split  schedules. 


EXHIBIT  III 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  maintains  26 
branches,  open  on  various  service  schedules  deter- 
mined by  the  size  of  the  branch  and  patronage  pat- 
terns.   Each  week,  they  are  currently  open  1,339  hours 

Minimum  library  standards  require  that  a  pro- 
fessional librarian  must  be  present  during  each 
hour  that  a  facility  is  open  to  the  public  -  to  super- 
vise operation  of  the  branch  and  to  assist  patrons. 
Most  of  our  branches  require  the  presence  of  more 
than  one  librarian. 

In  addition,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  li- 
brary to  provide  special  service  to  children.  Using 
the  arbitrary  and  obviously  inadequate  figure  of 
30  hours  per  week  per  branch  we  need  additional 

librarian  hours   780  hours 

(ALA  and  CLA  standards  require  the  presence 
of  a  children's  librarian  during  all  hours  that  a 
branch  is  open  -  we  can't  even  approach  that 
standard. ) 

Thus,  to  provide  simply  the  most  rudimentary 
library  service,  that  is,  one  librarian  at  all  times, 
plus  30  hours  for  service  to  children  by  an  additional 
librarian,  requires  2,119  hours 

OR,  the  equivalent  of  53  professional  librarians. 


Actually,  the  63  professional  librarians  currently  available  to 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  are  Insufficient  in  number  to  pro- 
vide the  minimum  of  2,119  librarian-hours  needed  to  keep  our  26 
branches  open  on  current  schedules. 

Seldom  are  all  63  positions  filled,  and  recently  there  have  been 
as  many  as  9  vacancies.    The  average,  over  a  year's  time,  is  between 
two  and  three  vacancies  at  any  given  time.     Schedule  preparation  must 
consider  vacation.    On  the  average,  there  are  3.5  librarians,  of  the 
63,  on  vacation  every  week  of  the  year.    Approximately  3%  of  the 
branch  staff  (2  librarians)  will  be  sick  on  any  given  day  of  the  year. 


We  know  there  will  be,  for  instance,  an  average  of  3  staff  members 
on  "leave -with out -pay"  status  every  day  between  now  and  the  end  of 
the  year.    1,5  of  these  are  branch  personnel. 

In  short,  the  Branch  Department,  on  any  morning  of  the  year,  can 
expect  to  be  10  people  short  of  its  assigned  strength.     (3  vacant 
positions,  3.5  on  vacation,  2  sick,  and  1.5  on  leave).     During  the 
week  of  May  26-30,  I969,  there  are  actually  5  vacant  positions,  3 
people  on  vacation,  as  of  Wednesday  there  are  3  people  sick,  and  2 
people  are  on  leave.... 13  people  short  of  assigned  strength. 

Thus  far,  we  have  not  considered  the  fact  that  our  professional 
staff  has  duties  that  cannot  be  performed  while  the  branch  is  open, 
or  that  they  have  many  duties  that  require  they  be  elsewhere.     It  is 
not  practical  here  to  consider  all  such  factors,  but  we  will  give  one 
example : 

Richmond  is  one  of  our  largest  and  most  heavily  patronized 
branches,    it  circulates  more  than  150,000  volumes  a  year  and  has 
an  assigned  staff  of  four  professional  librarians.    The  branch  is 
currently  open  58  hours  a  week.    The  children's  room,  which  is  physi- 
cally separated  from  the  balance  of  the  branch  and  cannot  be  opened 
without  the  actual  presence  of  a  librarian,  is  scheduled  to  be  open- 
ed 30  hours  a  week.    With  a  staff  of  four  (I60  librarian  hours  a 
week)  you  would  think  it  would  be  possible  to  have  a  professional  li- 
brarian on  duty  each  hour  the  branch  is  open,  plus  a  children's  li- 
brarian on  duty  30  hours ;  ■    It  is~t-aot. 

During  I968  detailed  records  were  kept  to  see  if  we  wsre  actually 
providing  the  minimum  service  requirements  (88  hours  -  58  adult,  30 
children's).     Due  to  vacancies,  vacations,  sickness,  leaves  and 
assigned  duties  outside  the  branch*,  we  actually  provided  an  average 
of  59  hours  a  week. 

*Duties  outside  the  library  include:     attendance  at  Branch,  Children's 
Fiction  and  Non-Fiction  Selection  meetings;  participation  in  our 
Orientation  and  In-Service  Training  programs;  visits  to  schools;  and 
participation  in  neighborhood  and  service  activities.

SUMMER  HOURS  ADOPTED  FOR  BRANCHES 

The  Library  Commission,  at  their  meeting  on  June  3,  adopted  a 
reduced  schedule  of  branch  hours  for  the  period    July  1  -  September 
14.     (A  copy  of  the  new  schedule  is  attached  to  this  OB.) 

The  action  of  the  Commission  is  the  result  of  much  work  by  Mrs. 
Moses  and  the  Branch  Department.     A  summary  of  the  reasons  for  the 
reduced  schedules  was  submitted  to  the  Commission  by  Mr.  Anderson. 
Copies  of  this  report  have  been  distributed  to  all  branches  and 
departments.     Staff  members  should  read  the  com.plete  report  for  their 
own  information  and  to  prepare  themselves  to  ansv/er  questions  from 
the  public. 

The  reason  for  the  reduction  in  open  hours  is  quite  simple,  '.v'e 
cannot  keep  the  branches  open  such  long  hours  and  provide  the  quality 
of  library  service  that  we  should.     Too  few  people  realize  three 
simple  facts : 

...SFPL  has  more  branches  (per  capita-per  square  mile) 
than  any  other  library  system  in  the  country. 

...SFPL  has  a  smaller  professional  and  clerical  staff 
than  any  other  comparable  library  system  in  the 
country . 

...SFPL  branch  hours  have  been  among  the  longest  of 
any  library  system  in  the  country. 

The  new  hours  have  been  adopted  on  an  experimental  basis.  We 
are  to  gain  some  actual  experience  involving  the  new  schedule  during 
the  next  few  weeks  and  will  be  expected  to  evaluate  that  experience 
and  make  a  report  and  recommendations  to  the  Library  Commission  at 
their  September  meeting.     That  recommendation  could  be  to  return  to 
the  current  schedule,  to  maintain  the  new  schedule  on  a  permanent 
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basis,  or  it  could  be  modifications  of  either  plan. 

COMPLAINTS  EXPECTED 

We  cannot  expect  to  introduce  changes  in  traditional  service 
patterns  without  problems  and  complaints.     But,  the  reduced  branch 
schedules  are  an  important  and  necessary  step  for  us.     It  is  up  to 
every  staff  member  to  approach  whatever  problems  may  arise  in  a 
positive  manner. 

We  can  expect  som.e  unhappy  patrons.     One  such  person  appeared 
before  the  Library  Commission.     There  may  be  angry  letters  to  the 
newspapers  and  other  expressions  of  unhappiness.     (The  Chronicle, 
Examiner  and  Progress  received  copies  of  the  report  to  the  Com- 
mission -  The  Chronicle  covered  the  Commission  meeting;  and,  ito  • 
date,  the  press  seems  to  accept  the  action  as  a  reasonable  and 
intelligent  approach  to  our  problems.)     Branch  Librarians  will  be 
asked  to  contact  neighborhood  neivspapers  to  print  the  summer 
schedule . 

WHAT  HAPPENS  NOW 

1.  SPPL  plans  to  introduce  the  new  schedules  as  calmly  and  effect- 
ively as  possible.     Signs  listing  the  new  hours  will  be  distributed 
to  all  branches. 

2.  In  most  cities,  reduced  summer  hours  are  a  normal  action.  We 
intend  to  treat  our  reduced  hours  in  a  normal  manner. 

3.  In  the  final  analysis  it  is  up  to  the  individual  librarian  to 
deal  with  complaints  about  the  new  schedule.     A  careful  reading  of 
the  report  to  the  Commission  will  give  you  the  facts  necessary  to 
answer  most  questions.     Explain  the  reasons  for  the  reduction  in 
hours  calmly  and  pleasantly.     Do  not  try  to  argue  with  someone  who 

is  angry  or  upset.     Just  do  the  best  you  can,  and  if  it  is  impossible 
for  you  to  handle  the  situation  you  can  refer  the  patron  to  either 
Mrs.  Moses,  Mr.  Martelle  or  Mr.  Anderson.

CRISIS  IN  FEDERAL  LIBRARY  FUNDING 


Staff  members  should  be  aware  that  President  Nixon's  budget  reccn- 
modatlons  for  fiscal  1970  give  very  lox/  nrioritv  to  librarle!^. 

For  the  first  time,  educational,  library  and  book  trade  organiza- 
tions have  united  to  try  and  save  the  federal  library  and  educational 
programs.     Citizens  groups  are  being  organized.     One  such  group  is 
SELF  -  Save  Education  and  Library  Funds.    This  nation-wide  committee  may 
be  Joined  by  our  Friends  of  SFPL. 

The  federal  funding  crisis  is  of  real  importance  to  SFPL.  The 
|BARC  project  is  entirely  funded  with  federal  money.     The  administration 
!has  proposed  that  LSCA,  Title  I,  be  slashed  by  50^  -  BARC  would  be 
seriously  affected,  if  not  eliminated.     Title  II  (Construction  Funds) 
would  be  eliminated  -  thus  offering  noihelp  in.  building,  a  r.ev:  :  ?TL  .'•lain 
Library.     Library  funds  under  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act  would  be  eliminated  -  these  are  the  funds  responsible  for  recent 
improvements  in  local  school  libraries.

I  We  can't  explain  all  the  details.     However,  what  is  needed  are 

letters  NOV/  to  your  congressmen.     If  you  have  patrons  who  would  like 
to  write  their  concern,  you  might  mention  this  need.     Details  are 
available  in  the  City  Librarian's  Office. 

BOND  ISSUE  DEVELOPMENT 

Commissioner  Stern  reported  to  the  Com.mission  last  Tuesday  that  we 
are  now  officially  scheduled  to  seek  voter  approval  of  a  bond  issue  for 
a  new  Main  Library  building  in  November,  1970.     The  bond  issue  is  listed 
by  the  Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  at  $20  million. 

LOBBY  INFORMATION  DESK 

You  probably  know  that  BARC  operated  an  information  desk  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Main  during  February-April ,  as  an  experiment.     They  con- 
cluded that  such  a  desk  can  be  of  great  assistance  to  patrons,  and  that 
It  is  not  necessary  to  staff  the  desk  with  a  professional  librarian.   .  . 
most  of  the  questions  can  be  answered  by  any  well-informed  person  who 
knows  his  way  around  the  library. 
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On  the  basis  of  the  BARC  demonstration  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
have  agreed  to  try  manning  the  lobby  information  desk  for  the  next  three 
months.     Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Harry  Weinstein,  a  number  of  vol- 
unteers have  been  signed  up  and  they  have  gone  through  a  training  class 
prepared  by  BARC.     For  the  present,  the  Friends  will  man  the  desk  from 
3:30  to  5:30  PM,  Monday  through  Friday. 

This  could  be  a  great  contribution  to  SFPL  and  to  library  patrons, 
we  all  hope  it  will  work  out  well. 

NEW  EXPERIMENTAL  PROGRAM 

The  Mission  Rebels  and  SFPL  have  undertaken  a  new  program  aimed  at 
providing  study-room  and  tutorial  services  in  the  Mission  District.  We 
(BARC  actually)  have  hired  Miss  Siamarra  Pacheco,  who  has  experience 
working  with  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council,  to  coordinate  the  pro- 
ject, under  the  supervision  of  Eunice  Parker.     The  project  will  be 
located  in  the  old  newspaper  room  at  Mission  Branch. 

The  program  is  still  very  unstructured.  The  Mission  Rebels  have 
a  general  goal  of  bringing  together  young  people  who  are  succeeding  in 
school  with  those  who  are  not.  The  purpose  is  to  prevent  dropouts  and 
to  get  dropouts  back  into  school.  The  specifics  of  the  plan  are  to  be 
worked  out  as  we  gain  experience.  The  library  will  also  provide  funds 
for  an  ethnic  library  for  the  project. 

The  program  is  apparently  unique  and  the  library  thinks  it  offers 
great  potential.

This  issue  of  the  Official  Bulletin  marks  an  experiment  in  issuing 
a  staff  bulletin  from  the  City  Librarian's  office. 

Firsts  our  thanks  to  Public  Information  Officer  David  Belch  who  has 
done  a  good  in  writing  the  Official  Bulletin  almost  since  its  inception  in 
1964. 

The  transfer  of  editorial  responsibility  to  the  City  Librarian's 
office  is  the  result  of  a  belief  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  admini- 
stration to  provide  frequent  and  accurate  comnunication  to  the  staff.    To  do 
this  3  we  will  attempt  to  issue  a  bulletin  more  frequently  than  in  the  past 
and  provide  a  wider  range  of  internal  and  external  nev/s  v.'hich  \'all  be  of  in- 
terest to  the  staff. 

The  Official  Bulletin  will  attempt  to  give  an  up-to-date  coverage 
as  to  general  library  news  as  it  affects  SFPL.    In  order  to  meet  deadlines, 
we  will  not  stress  literary  excellence.    This  will  not  be  a  gossip  or  social 
sheet,  although  some  professional  activities  of  the  staff  \-rHl  be  reported. 
We  will  aim  toward  weekly  publication.    We  may  change  format  althou^  there 
are  8,000  letterheads  in  stock!    We  hope  to  have  a  sense  of  humor  about  our 
mission.    Communication  should  not  be  one-way,    Vfe  hope  you  vrLll  react  and 
that  you  will  furnish  news  and  infonnation  that  should  be  shared  v/ith  the 
staff.    There  is  no  editor,  but  you  may  communicate  with  the  City  Librarian's 
Administrative  Assistant,  Miss  Madelyn  Helling. 

There  has  been  a  gap  of  one  and  a  half  months  in  issues.    This  issue 
necessarily  will  skip  and  abbreviate  news  over  this  period.

On  July  8,  SFPL  was  officially  notified  that  an  application  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  for  a  $125,000  loan  had  been 
approved.    This  is  an  advance  of  funds  for  "a  pre-building  program  statenent, 
an  analysis  of  the  present  library  building,  a  building  program  for  guidance 
of  the  design  architect  and  site  utilization  plans  for  the  proposed  construc- 
tion of  a  new  Main  Library  building  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco" 

This  is  an  unusual  loan  and  the  first  for  feasibility  studies  ever 
issued  in  the  western  region.    We  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  the  first 
maximum  level  loan  for  the  study  of  a  proposed  library  building. 


We  are  nov>r  in  the  process  of  getting  proper  city  officials  signa- 
tures to  the  agreement o  Interviews,. of  management  consultant  firms  have  been 
initiated  and  proposals  for  several  studies  are  being  sought.    It  is  expected 
that  contracts  will  be  issued  around  September  1,    Although  we  have  400  days 
for  conpletionj  we  must  have  all  infonnation  in  hand  before  ilay  1^  1970,  at 
which  time  legal  steps  begin  for  placement  of  a  bond  issue  on  the  Movanber 
1970  ballot. 

The  advance  is  an  interest  free  loan  that  is  net  repayable  until  and 
unless  actual  construction  begins.    The  revolving  fund  is  intended  to  pn^vide 
a  planning  bank  of  public  works  projects.    This  feasibility  study  program 
will  include  extensive  investigation  of  the  composition  of  the  city^  future 
changes  in  library  science ^  technology,  and  social  environment  as  it  refl^-cts 
upon  library  service  and  building;  a  written  program  statement,  including 
estimates  of  size  and  cost;  a  study  of  the  future  use  of  the  pro'sent  MsAn 
Library;  and  various  studies,  documents,  and  illustrations  of  site  utiliza- 
tion.   In  other  words,  we  will  have  all  the  base  material  necessary  for  de- 
cisions on  a  nev;  Main  Library,    Staff  participaticn  in  studies  will  be  dis- 
cussed later. 


aiARTER  REVISION 


The  Citizen's  Charter  Revision  Coirmittee  has  presented  its  reccn- 
mendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  urges  that  the  changes  be  placed 
on  the  November  1969  ballot.    Hearings  by  the  Board  are  now  undenvay.  The 
Friends  of  SFPL  are  leading  the  opposition  to  the  Library  being  placed  in  a 
new  super  agency.    They  will  appear  before  the  Bjard  of  Supervisors  on 
July  31= 

The  recomnendations  call  for  the  Library  to  be  a  part  of  the  Cultural 
and  Recreational  Resources  Agency  including  Parks  and  Recreation,  Art  Ccm- 
mission  and  the  Museum.    The  new  agency  would  be  headed  by  an  appointee  cf 
the  Mayor  who  would  have  an  advisory  commission.    The  department  head  (City 
Librarian)  would  be  responsible  to  the  agency  head,  who  would  have  pcv;er  of 
appointment  as  well  as  budget  authority.    The  Library  might  be  allowed  an 
advisory  commission. 

The  City  Librarian,  Commission,  and  Friends  Ynve  opposed  this  reccfD- 
mendation  for  several  reasons.    As  recommended,  there  could  be  direct  politi- 
cal control  o-f  the  department  through  power  of  appointment  by  the  Ifeyor.  The 
lumping  of  an  educational  agency  (Library)  with  parks  and  recreational  activ- 
ities is  basically  an  unrelated  marriage.    With  an  advisory  ccrmission  and 
grouping  with  other  departments,  library  interests  may  receive  less  attention. 


BARC  RECEIV!E3  FUiDS  FOR  1X9  -  70 


C  ntracts  have  Leen'si-ned  for  an  expenditure  of  ^^312, 300  for 
fiscal  1969-70  for  BARC.    We  requested  $218,300  for  the  program  plus  reten- 
tion of  previously  unspent  funds  of  $94,000,    Included  in  the  funds  are 
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$435  000  for  books  and  library  materials  and  provision  for  the  lease  of  an 
automobile  (in  process). 


HITEPrLIDRARY  LOAi^  QimGES 


Effective  July  21,  inter-library  loan  procedures  vail  be  handled 
by  BARC.    This  is  an  experiment  to  utilize  electronic  equipment  to  its  best 
potential  and  integrate  this  with  standard  ALA  inter-library  loan  procedurees. 
There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  ILL  use  in  the  past  two  years.

Dave  Belch  is  working  on  a  "popular"  versicnj  perhaps  a  three-fold 
leaflet 5  which  can  be  distributed  rather  widely.    It  vrill  atteirpt  to  des- 
cribe briefly  our  multi-faceted  program  as  illustrated  in  the  year  I968-69. 
It  should  be  available  in  September. 

We  hope  the  new  t^^^e  annual  report  will  be  the  first  in  a  regular 
series  of  report  to  the  reader.    Preliminary  plans  are  unden-/ay  for  at  least 
a  quarterly  publication  to  the  public  telling  of  plans  and  programs  of  SFPL. 


ALA  m  ALL  ThiAT 


Nine  members  of  SFPL's  staff  (including  previously  unannounced  Jane 
Botham  and  Mary  Ashe)  and  Commissioner  Stern  attended  the  ALA  Conference  in 
Atlantic  City.    They  attended  a  multiplicity  of  m.eetings  and  pre-cenferences 
Because  of  the  length  of  this  bulletin,  we  v/ill  not  include  sunmary  reports 
from  these  individuals.    Good  overview  of  the  Conference  v/ill  be  found  in 
professional  periodicals . 

The  Conference  was  made  lively  by  debate  over  increasing  dues  (it 
passed)  and  proposals  for  social  pronouncements  and  organizational  re f onus. 
After  exhaustive  parliamentary  haggling^  the  membership  present  at  the  n-aet- 
ing  on  Friday  did  pass  a  resolution  condemning  the  Vietnam  war.  Statonents 
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on  ABM  and  library  education  were  defeated.    Of  major  irrportance  was  a  mo- 
tion to  create  a  high  level  committee  to  investigate  the  program,  activities, 
and  structure  of  ALA.    The  committee  of  13  is  to  include  six  younger  members 
as  nominated  by  the  Junior  Members  Roundtable  and  the  Social  Responsibilities 
Roundtable.    The  latter  has  nominated  SPPL's  George  Alfred.    We  av/ait  a  de- 
cision by  new  ALA  President  Dix  on  his  appointment.

For  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  being  revised.  Mrs. 
Trixie  Ryan  from  the  Planning  Department  is  helping  us  outline  a  new  state- 
ment for  the  Master  Plan,    A  new  approach  is  being  used  involving  projec- 
tion of  library  goals  and  criteria  for  future  development  of  the  library 
system,    A  revised  statement  should  be  ready  by  Jajnuary^  1970.

While  the  paper  carries  the  debates  on  San  Francisco's  ED?  Center, 
we  are  continuing  to  receive  attention  on  our  new  periodicals  system.  An 
article  by  Linda  Crismond  has  been  accepted  by  Librar^^  Journal.    The  32nd 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Society  for  Infonration  Science  to  be  in  San 
Francisco  October  1-5  will  hear  a  paper  by  Crismond  and  Fatzer  "Autcmated 
Serials  Check-in  and  Binding  Procedures  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library''. 
It  is  one  of  fifty-five  papers  to  be  read  out  of  300  submitted. 

The  Stanford  University's  Graduate  School  of  Business  Library  has 
used  our  program  as  a  base  for  their  serials  automation  project.    Vfe  quote: 

"Both  the  librarians  and  the  computer  specialists  inv:lved 
in  our  project  are  most  inpressed  vjith  the  quality  cf  tne 
SFPL  programs  and  the  overall  success  :f  v:hat  v/as  an  ex- 
tremely challenging  project.    Our  ability  tc  profit  frcm 
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your  efforts  will  show  that  systems  develcped  in  one  library 
can  be  applied  successfully  at  other  libraries  with  a  resul- 
tant saving  of  considerable  time,  money  and  effort.  This  is 
something  which  many  library  and  conputur  professionals  have 
attempted  to  prove  but  of  which  there  are  few  concrete  exanples. 
Certainly  this  is  an  additional  accomplishment  for  which  you 
and  all  those  connected  with  the  project  can  be  proud  —  and 
we a  of  course J  can  be  grateful". 

We  are  now  investigating  programs  for  automation  of  prccodures 
in  book  ordering.    Mrs.  Crism.oncr  will  lead  this  investigation.

The  experimental  project  in  cooperation  vjith  the  Mission  Rebels  (at 
Mission  Branch 3  is  proceeding  under  the  general  super^^ision  of  F^s .  Panesenkc 
and  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Parker.    Mss  Pacheco  has  been  hired  to  help  de- 
velop more  effective  contacts  with  Spanish  speaking  pecple,    BARC  staff  are 
working  on  a  bilingual  annotated  bibliography  of  basic  titles  on  the 
Mexican-American . 

The  old  newspaper  room  in  the  basement  of  Mssion  Branch  is  now 
bright  and  receiving  books  and  materials  of  special  interest  to  minority 
groups.    This  program  expects  to  aid  the  Mssion  Rebels  in  its  tutorial 
program. 

This  is  an  experijnental  program  under  BARC  and  as  yet  it  is  not 
clearly  defined.    As  definite  patterns  and  programs  are  develcped,  they  v.-ill 
be  written  in  this  bulletin.    Right  now,  a  series  of  weekly  film  programs 
for  children  will  begin  on  July  22  and  one  for  adults  vail  ccirmBnce  cn  August 
6.    Miss  Pacheco  and  Mr,  Sugg  are  preparing  radio  announcements  for  the 
Spanish  language  stations.    Mission  Branch  vrLll  be  the  focal  point  fcr  the 
planning  of  a  library  booth  at  the  Mission  Rebel's  fair  "Youthquake''  in 
Dolores  Park^  August  15-17. 

llrs.  Dawn  Panasenko  is  spending  an  increasing  amount  of  time  in  the 
Mssion  community  in  order  to  learn  of  the  people  and  resources  and  help 
SFPL  begin  to  more  effectively  program  for  minorities  and  the  unreached. 


Teacher  Loa.^^^  Policy

Mr.  Rosener  conducted  at  the  Fox,  Paramount  and  Warfiel:!  Theaters 
in  San  Francisco,  the  T  &  D  Theater  in  Oakland,  and  the  Capitol  and  Roxy 
Theaters  in  New  York  City,    A  graduate  of  Lick-Wilmerdinr-  Hi:h  School,  he 
used  the  device  of  ^'symphonic  poems"  to  introduce  audiences  to  light  classi- 
cal music.    Mr,  Rosener  conducted  vihen  the  Fox  Theater  opened  In  1929,  and 
was  again  on  stage  when  the  theater  reopened  in  1933,  following  a  depression 
closing. 

The  library  was  donated  by  Mrs,  James  Lowdon  of  Dallas,  Texas,  who 
is  Mr.  Rosener 's  daughter.    It  is  exioected  that  the  collection  will  be  of 
great  value  to  students  of  local  theatrical  history.    There  ^/d.11  be  a  delay 
in  making  this  library  available  for  public  use  until  there  is  sufficient 
staff  and  time  to  check  the  material.

COMPARISONS 


Each  year  Berkeley  Assistant  City  Librarian  R.  Y.  Evans 
compiles  a  comparative  rating  sheet  on  various  library  statistics  for 
California  municipal  libraries  serving  populations  of  over  100,000. 
San  Francisco  rates  as  follows  among  the  total  field  of  13:  Population 
(2);  total  library  circulation  (3);  book,  pamphlets  and  periodicals 
circulation  (3);  non-book  circulation  (11);  size  of  book  stock  (2); 
number  of  titles  added  (2);  per  capita  operating  expenditures  (5); 
circulation  of  library  materials  per  capita  (12);  and  circulation  of 
library  books  only  per  capita  (12) 0 

A  recent  news  release  from  the  Baltimore  County  Public 
Library  contains  figures  for  Baltimore  County  and  Enoch  Pratt  Free 
Library  circulation  in  1968-69^    We  have  added  SFPL  for  conparison. 
Baltimore  County,  4,032,773;  Pratt,  3,726,518;  SFPL,  3,27^,598. 
The  Central  Branch  of  Enoch  Pratt  circulated  612,652  while  SFPL  Jfeln's 
figure  is  890,712.    Baltimore  County's  Randallstown  Area  Branch, 
opened  in  1967,  had  a  circulation  of  622,571  books.

1.  The  Capital  Inprovements  Advisory  Comnittee  has 
recorrmended  a  bond  election  for  $20  million  for 
November,  1970. 

2.  The  block  east  of  the  present  Main  Library  called 
Marshall  Square  (where  Planning  Department  building 
is  situated)  has  been  reserved  for  building  a  new 
Main  Library. 

3.  Negotiations  ere  underway  for  administration  of  a 
$125,000  advance  for  feasibility  studies  on  a  new 
facility.    This  ad^^ce  for  planning  is  from  the 
Dept .  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development .    Tiie  Beard 
of  Supervisors  has  accepted  the  advance  and  we  have 
400  days  to  conplete  the  studies. 

4.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  met  \d.th  the  Library 
Commission  and  have  agreed  to  form  city-vade  cconit- 
tees  for  the  conducting  of  a  bond  canpaign.

STATE  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS  STUDY 


The  Summer,  19 69  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries 
contains  the  "Statistical  Study  of  Library  SystemsT9^-19"6B7^  by  David 
Sabsay,    SFPL  is  a  part  of  this  study  and  is  so  identified  in  the  charts, 
r^,  Sabsay  indicates  that  the  state  program  has  yielded  significant  re- 
sults even  though  it  has  not  been  adequately  funded.    He^ urges ^ full  fund- 
ing and  some  changes  in  administrative  regulations.    SFPl  rc-ceives  a 
small  grant-in-aid  on  a  per  capita  basis.    Last  year  it  v;as  322,839.  It 
will  be  expended  50^  for  library  materials,  30^  for  library  equipment, 
and  20fo  for  staff  development,  in-service  training,  workshops  and  con- 
ferences , 
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of  BARC  has  contributed  the  following  impressions  of  the 
Middle  Management  Institute  for  Public  Librarians  she  recently  attended: 

"All  of  you  know  me  well  enough  to  question  why  I  would 
want  to  attend  anything  so  ostentatiously  titled  as  ''Middle  Management 
Institute  for  Public  Librarians",  held  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
frcm  July  27  to  August  1.    I  admit  to  several  motives,  the  main  one 
being  to  see  if  Ann  Arbor  was  still  the  vibrant  comnunity  that  I  found 
it  to  be  when  I  graduated  from  Library  School  in  August  of  1959.  My 
first  impressions  were  those  of  a  distrustful,  over-thirties  beaureau- 
crat  returning  to  an  expanded  ivory  tower  Utopia.    Several  of  the  beau- 
tiful Georgian  houses  in  which  I  used  to  plan  to  spend  my  retirement 
years  had  been  razed  and  parking  lots  and  elaborate  high-rise  apartments 
built  on  the  sites.    The  North  Campus  where  we  drank  beer  and  picked 
wild  flowers  now  contains  whole  colleges  and  massive  canpus  housing 
conplexes . 

"Library  School  has  also  changed,  and  if  this  Institute  was 
any  indication,  the  changes  are  all  for  the  better.    For  one  thing,  we 
had  an  interdisciplinary  faculty  composed  of  representatives  from  Poli- 
tical Science,  Business  Administration,  and  the  Behavioral  Psychologists' 
Departments  as  well  as  librarians.    While  note  taking  was  not  encournged, 
it  was  just  as  hard  in  the  classroom  for  some  librarians  to  get  out 
fran  behind  the  desk  and  sit  in  a  circle  as  it  is  in  sane  libraries  to 
get  the  librarians  out  on  the  floor.    Between  lectures  v/e  were  given  a 
number  of  problems  in  library  administration  to  work  on  in  small  groups. 
Roleplaying  and  non-verbal  ccmminication  techniques  v;ere  also  used  to 
danonstrate  some  of  the  "hang-ups"  encountered  by  administrators.  Along 
with  the  term  "hang-ups",  "feedback"  and  "relevance'"'  were  the  cliches  of 
the  week,  but  refreshing  to  people  who  spend  a  large  portion  of  their 
working  days  talking  about  civil  service,  personnel,  and  budget  expendi- 
tures.   Hie  underlying  theme  of  the  Institute  appeared  to  me  to  be 
''How  librarians  as  adninistrators  can  be  constructive  agents  of  soci?J. 
and  beaureaucratic  change."    %  personal  evaluation  echoed  that  of  one 
of  my  classmates  who  said  he  felt  that  this  Institute  was  so  far  supe- 
rior to  the  workshops  and  conference  meetings  which  he  usually  attends 
that  he  wished  his  library  could  use  all  of  its  educational  and  travel 
funds  for  meetings  of  this  type.       A  final  comment:    It  is  shattering 
to  realize  how  much  more  money  sane  libraries  have  to  support  on-going 
education  of  their  librarians  than  we  do  here  at  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library." 


THE  ALA  COUNCIL 


at  the  recent  Annual  Conference  in  Atlantic  City  ^proved 
a  program  of  action  in  support  of  the  Ubrary  Bill  of  Rights  v/hich  has 
been  launched  by  the  Office  for  Intellectual  Freedom  and  the  Intel- 
lectual Freedom  Ccxnmittee. 
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It  has  been  announced  that  they  are  ready  to  take  -action 
on  corrplaints  of  violations  of  the  Library  Bill  of  Rights.  Compl.aints 
may  be  received  from  ALA  members  directly ,  through  the  state  Intoll.--ctual 
Preedcm  Committees ,  or  from  anyone  else.    The  Coimiittec  will  determine 
its  jurisdiction  and  responsibility  to  act  on  a  particular  ccmplalnt  and 
then  decide  on  the  most  appropriate  course  of  action.    The  mattc-r  may 
be  referred  to  the  ALA  Library  Administration  Division  if  a  tenure  pro- 
blem, to  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  if  a  vital  civil  rights 
issue  is  involved,  or  the  local  or  state  Intellectual  Freodon  Cormittee 
may  be  contacted.    Among  the  possibilities  for  action  should  the  Com- 
mittee decide  to  becane  involved  are: 

1.  Publicizing  the  facts  in  library,  educational 
or  other  appropriate  news  media. 

2.  Suspension  from  or  exclusion  from  ALA  member- 
ship individuals  and/or  institutions  involved. 

3.  Use  ALA's  help  when  j^propriate  to  find  orploy- 
ment  for  persons  put  out  of  work  because  of  a 
censorship  incident. 

4.  Using  individuals  out  of  work  because  of  Library 
Bill  of  Rights  incidents  as  temporary  consultants 
to  the  Office,  working  in  or  out  of  Chicago. 

5.  Listing  in  an  official  ALA  publication  thDse  in- 
stitutions judged  to  be  in  violation  of  the 
Library  Bill  of  Rights. 


The  public  libraries  of  Sebastopol  and  Sonoma  have  been 
consolidated  with  the  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County  Public  Library  effective 
July  1. 

The  regular  meeting  date  of  the  Library  Conmission  is  the 
first  Tuesday  of  the  month.    Due  to  the  Labor  Day   weekend,  the  meeting 
for  September  has  been  changed  to  Wednesday,  Septeanber  3,  "it  3:30  FA.

RECUSSIFICATION  STUDY  ADOPTED  3Y  CIVIL  SERVICE 

On  August  11  the  Civil  Service  Coirmission  adopted  an  amended 
classification  study  report.    This  long-awaited  report  dealt  v;ith  19 
specific  position  reclassifications  in  addition  to  the  general  recon- 
mendation  of  reclassifying  a  considerable  number  of  clerical  positions 
to  the  new  Library  Technician  classes. 

The  amended  report  adopted  by  the  Coranission  granted  reclassifi- 
cations upward  when  vacated  and  that  any  positions  recaimended  for  dov/n- 
grading  be  resurveyed  when  vacated.    In  all  event  "present  status  of  the 
encumbent  is  to  remain  unchanged  and  reallocate  positions  as  indicated 
when  this  can  be  done  without  adversely  affecting  the  rights  of  any  in- 
cumbent . " 

The  report  is  the  result  of  a  study  of  SFPL  positions  in  the 
summer  of  196?  when  199  staff  members  filled  out  questionnaires  on  their 
job  duties  and  108  interviews  with  our  staff  members.    Information  was 
sought  from  other  libraries  and  a  three  day  seminar  on  library  technician 
classes  was  held  at  USF. 

In  addition  to  specific  classification  adjustments,  job  specifi- 
cations were  amended  to  show  a  more  definite  listing  of  duties;  a  marked 
difference  in  the  first  three  professional  levels  in  terms  of  increased 
responsibility;  and  establishnent  of  two  Library  Technician  Classes 
(3616  and  3618).    Class  titles  for  Librarian,  Senior  Librariaji,  and 
Principal  Librarian  were  changed  to  Librarian  I,  II,  and  III  (respectively) 
to  match  terminology  used  in  other  library  systems. 

The  report  recommends  that  all  anall  and  medium  branch  libraries 
be  headed  by  a  3632  Librarian  II  and  that  large  branches  be  headed  by 
3634  Librarian  III. 

In  effect,  the  library  will  gain  5  new  Librarian  II  positions  and 
3  Librarian  III  classifications.    Positions  reconmended  for  dowr^adlng 
(6)  will  be  surveyed  again  before  decisions  are  made  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.    The  question  of  status  rights  to  the  upgraded  positions  will 
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be  in  a  subsequent  special  report  from  Civil  Service. 
Please  be  aware  of  the  following: 

1.  No  one  holding  a  reclassified  position  is  adversely 
affected. 

2.  The  amended  report  calls  for  a  resurvey  of  positions 
reconmended  for  downgrading,  as  they  bccone  vacant. 

3.  Since  this  report  is  based  i^ion  information  two  years 
old,  we  must  ask  for  several  reconsiderations, 

4.  The  library  administration  asked  and  received  .approval 
for  all  upgraded  positions. 

The  report,  while  short,  can  be  confusing.    We  want  all  intorestcd 
parties  to  understand  the  report  to  the  greatest  extent  possible.  To 
help  in  this,  we  will  call  a  meeting  for  Thursday,  August  28  in  the  Main 
Library  meeting  room  at  8  AM  (Exhibit  Room) .    Any  staff  monbor  may  at- 
tend, schedule  obligations  permitting.    Persons  holding  pocitinns  opcci- 
fically  mentioned  in  the  report  will  be  notified. 

Full  copies  of  the  report  have  been  supplied  to  the  President 
of  the  Staff  Association,  President  of  the  Librarian's  Guild,  and  Ad- 
ministrative Council  members.    Access  to  the  report  is  freely  available, 
but  since  this  affects  only  a  small  portion  of  the  staff  we  are  not 
having  it  heavily  duplicated.    Please  conserve  Mr.  Ttophy's  time  by 
holding  questions  on  the  report  until  or  after  the  meeting  on  Thursday. 
We  won't  have  all  the  answers,  but  we  will  have  our  best  fielding  gloves 
available.    Basically,  this  report  is  good  news  for  us  all.

PERSONNEL  ENRICHMENT 


Travel  funds  for  this  library  have  been  pitifully  lov/  ($2,000  per  year) 
and  attonpts  to  increase  the  fund  have  been  fruitless.    However,  we  have  made  pro- 
gress with  the  addition  of  BARC  workshop  and  travel  funis  and  the  allocation  of 
20$  of  the  State  per  capita  funds  for  personnel  enrichnent  this  year.    In  the  past, 
allocation  of  funds  has  been  frustrating,  but  not  too  difficult.    This  year  we  will 
have  some  money  at  our  disposal  and  the  City  Librarian  would  like  to  outline  the 
general  philosophy  and  guidelines  in  allocation  of  these  funds. 

All  staff  maTibers  are  encouraged  to  further  their  education  and  improve 
their  skills.    Librarians  are  urged  to  become  involved  in  professional  and  civic 
affairs.    Tangible  encoui^agonent  is  given  by  Civil  Service  funds  to  reimburse  cer- 
tain educational  expenses  (no  funding  for  1969-70);  professional  leave  with  pay 
is  granted  for  conferences  and  institutes;  a  Staff  Association  scholarship  fund, 
and  limited  travel  funds  are  provided  by  the  library  budget. 

The  library  administration  allocates  travel  funds  within  the  budget  limita- 
tions, but  these  allocations  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Library  Comnisslon 
by  resolution.    A  prime  objective  is  to  have  as  many  staff  members  as  possible  at- 
tend events  of  value  to  the  library  program.    A  Library  Comnlssioner,  the  City  Lib- 
rarian and  Assistant  City  Librarian  should  attend  all  annual  conferences  of  the 
American  Library  Association  and  the  California  Library  Association  with  approp- 
riate expenses  provided.    This  applies  also  for  the  Project  directors  of  BARC. 

Allocations  to  other  staff  members  for  professional  conferences  will  be 
judged  by  extent  of  official  participation,  frequency  of  attendance  and  value  of 
attendance  to  the  work  of  SFPL.    An  attempt  will  be  made  to  rotate  attendance  at 
conferences  among  staff  members.    This  rotation  will  be  limited  by  cannitments 
made  by  the  Library  to  certain  programs.    Before  accepting  a  professional  activity 
calling  for  travel  to  conferences  or  institutes,  it  would  be  best  to  check  with 
the  City  Librarian  as  to  the  prospect  for  allocations  of  expense  funds. 

In  order  to  obtain  expense  funds,  a  request  must  be  made  in  writing  to 
the  City  Librarian,  with  as  much  advance  notice  as  possible.    Sometimes  staff  man- 
bers  are  selected  to  attend  events  to  represent  the  Library.    Significant  involve- 
ment in  professional  activities  will  have  heavier  priority  for  funding,  such  as 
serving  as  an  officer  or  counselor  of  the  ALA  or  CLA. 

This  year  (1969-70)  we  are  putting  enphasis  upon  recruitment  activities 
and  upon  institutes  on  specific  subjects.    Exanples  would  be  the  UC  Symposium  on 
Excellence  in  Children's  Literature,  the  various  USOE  institutes  on  a  variety  of 
topics  and  managonent  and  supervisory  workshops.    We  are  seeking  better  reporting 
methods  to  share  these  experiences  with  the  staff.

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OBSCENITY,  CEim?S!HIP  AND  THE  LIKE 


The  problem  of  censo??ship  is  always  with  us.    This  past  session  of  t^e 
California   Legislature  has  seen  two  new  bills  signed  into  law.    Mr.  Anderson  his 
written  to  the  Chainnan  of  the  CIA  Intellectual  Freedom  Conmittee  to  ask  if  the 
legislation  has  any  effect  upon  library  operation.    It  is  his  understanding  that 
a  brief  statement  will  be  issued  throu^  CLA. 

Informal  opinion  on  the  legislation  would  indicate: 

1.  The  laws  do  not  specifically  apply  to  libraries. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  nothing  to  prepare  for  in  advance, 
libraries  should  keep  doing  as  they  have  done. 

3.  Libraries  are  exenpt  from  the  laws  in  that  "it  shall  be 

a  defense  in  any  prosection  for  a  violation  of  this  chapter 
that  the  act  charge  was  comnitted  in  aid  of  legitimate  scien- 
tific or  educational  purposes". 

Copies  of  the  laws  (SB  62  and  SB  63)  can  be  seen  in  the  Documents  Division. 
In  the  words  of  Governor  Reagan,  "No  legislation  during  my  term  as  governor  has  ' 
been  given  greater  priority  by  this  administration  than  the  two  measures  I  am 
about  to  sign  into  law.    We  have  made  these  bills  hallmarks  of  our  legislative 
program  since  January,  196?  and  have  fought  vigorously  for  their  passage  during 
three  legislative  sessions ....  in  sum,  the  bills  being  enacted  here  today  v.111  be 
of  lasting  inportance  to  every  citizen  of  California ..." 

The  above  was  back  in  June.    Now  we  have  the  latest,  the  attempt  by  Dr. 
Max  Rafferty  to  remove  books  not  to  his  liking  from  approved  si^plemental  text- 
books of  the  SP  Unified  School  District.    While  Superintendent  Jenkins  has  ac- 
quiesed  in  this  attempt.  Mayor  Alioto  has  challenged  such  censorship.    While  lib- 
rarians are  professionally  concerned  about  these  matters,  the  City  Librarian  is 
concerned  that  our  staff  understands  our  policies  regarding  book  selection. 

First,  we  do  have  titles  now  much  in  the  news  —  Soul  on  Ice  by  Eldridge 
Cleaver  and  The  Dutchnan  by  LeRoi  Jones .    They  are  freely  available  for  reading . 
Soul  on  Ice  is  an  ALA  Notable  Book  designee  for  I968 ,  and  The_  Dutctman  is  con- 
sidered a  minor  classic  by  many,  winning  a  number  of   awards  in  its  filmed  version. 

Should  questions  arise  as  to  SFPL's  position  on  intellectual  freedom, 
please  be  aware  that  we  have  a  Ccrrmission  adopted  book  selection  policy  which 
can   be  found  in  the  Manual  on  Rules  and  Procedures.    We  support  the  "Library  Bill 
of  Rights"  and  the  "Freedon  to  Read  Statanent".    These  documents  are  being  dup- 
licated for  inclusion  in  the  manual. 

We  stand,  sometimes  almost  alone,  in  trying  to  preserve  the  right  to 
read  controversial  material.    Today's  controversy  and  heresy  so  often  bee erne 
tanorrow's  norm  and  the  next  generation's  conservatism.    Problems  will  arise. 
We  hope  you  will  handle  them  with  tact  and  courage.

For  persons  whD  have  had  tetanus  limuniza- 
tion  in  the  pastj  a  single  booster  dose  is  all  that  is  necessary  and  it  is 
reccranended  that  there  be  a  booster  dose  at  least  every  ten  years. 

Please  call  the  Health  Department  regarding  any  questions  you  might 
have  about  your  previous  vaccinations ^  reactions  to  eggs  or  egg  products,  etc., 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  advisability  of  your  receiving  these  ijirnunizations .

CITY-COUNTY  MASTER  PLAN  AND  THE  LIBRARY 


Work  is  underway  to  review  the  library  portion  of  the  City-County 
Master  Plan.    The  Planning  Department  hopes  to  publish  a  complete  revision 
by  early  1970.    Mrs.  Trixie  Ryan,  a  planner,  is  working  with  Chief  of  Branches 
Mary  Moses  to  develop  the  outline  and  concepts  of  a  development  plan  for  SFPL. 
This  plan  will  be  a  departure  from  traditional  master  plans  which  have  been 
largely  concerned  with  brick  and  mortar  projects  pinpointed  on  mu 1 t i -c: lored 
maps.    This  revision  will  concern  goals  of  library  service  with  emphasis  being 
put  upon  more  flexibility  in  the  branch  system  and  development  of  a  middle  love 
of  strong  service  units.    The  initial  stage  in  the  work  is  concerned  with  draw- 
ing up  a  policy  statement.    This  is  being  done  at  this  time 

When  the  plan  is  ready  for  discussion  and  review  by  the  Library 
Commission,  it  will  be  made  available  to  interested  staff  members.

CAL I FORNIA  LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT 


The  State  Librarian  has  adopted  recommendations  voted  by  the  Public 
Library  Development  Board  on  May  8,  1969  relative  to  the  geographic  p1-.n  f-r 
library  systems  and  policies  on  future  allocation  of  funds  and  establishment 
of  systems.    We  will  attempt  to  outline  this  important  l4-page  document  in 
relation  to  SFPL. 
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K      The  State  will  be  divided  into  12  geographic  systems  each 

with  one  or  more  area  libraries  (total  of  ^2  area  libraries). 
Area  libraries  are  the  second  level  of  service  above  Ioc-tI 
1 ibrary  outlets. 

2.  Four  research  libraries  are  proposed  -  San  Francisco, 
Sacramento,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego  -  each  serving 
more  than  one  geographic  system  (for  research  purposes). 

3.  "The  State's  share  of  financing  for  the  support  of  research 
library  service  by  the  research  libraries  designated,  out- 
side their  own  boundaries,  is  still  to  be  obtained  from 
the  California  State  government." 

It  is  proposed  that  San  Francisco  serve  k  geographic  areas: 

a.  North  Bay  counties  (and  above)  of  Marin,  Solano,  Napa, 
Sonoma,  Lake,  Mendocino,  Humboldt  and  Del  Norte. 

b.  East  Bay  counties  of  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa. 

c.  South  Bay  counties  of  Monterey,  San  Benito,  San 
Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara  and  Santa  Cruz. 

c.    Central  Valley  counties  of  Fresno,  King's,  Madera, 
Mariposa,  Merced  and  Tulare. 

These  four  areas  presently  have  a  population  of  six  million  with  15 
area  libraries.    The  geographic  areas  cover  the  California  coast  from  the  Oregon 
border  to  the  Monterey-San  Luis  Obispo  line  -  an  approximate  distance  of  580 
mi les. 

The  current  federally  funded  BARC  program  is  the  forerunner  of  the 
type  of  service  that  is  envisioned  in  this  geographic  plan. 

Several  policy  decisions  were  made  concerning  future  system  develop- 
ment (SFPL  is  a  "single  system").    Among  them  was  that  no  new  systems  will  be 
recommended  for  approval  after  June  30,  1969.    Unaffiliated  libraries  must  join 
presently  established  systems  and  two  existing  systems  may  combine  within  the 
same  system  area. 

Reminder:    this  is  a  plan.    Details  are  yet  to  be  announced  and  finan- 
cial formulas  (let  alone  the  green!)  for  research  library  service  are  still  to 
be  developed.    A  Library  Systems  Seminar  will  be  held  at  Ycsemite  National  Pnrk 
November  2-6,  I969  where  further  exploration  will  be  made.    City  Librarian 
Anderson  will  represent  SFPL  and  will  help  lead  discussions  on  research 
1 ibraries. 
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PLD  TO  BE  DISSOLVED 


A  proposed  state  governmental  reorganization  will  eliminate  the 
Library  Development  Board.    This  Board  has  served  as  an  advisory  body  to  the 
State  Librarian  for    developing  the  public  library  systems  proposed  under  the 
Public  Library  Development  Act.     It  has  probably  held   its  last  meeting  on 
August  28,     Commissioner  Stern  is  a  member  and  Commissioner  Mohr  previously 
served  on  this  Board,    Governor  Reagan's  budget  will  gain  $^00  a  yer-;r  by  this 
move.

On  September  3,  the  following  items  were  approved: 

1.  New  branch  library  hours  effective  September  15,  1969.  These 
hours  are  a  slight  readjustment  to  the  summer  schedule.

This  policy  would  change  the  current 
six  week  renewable  teacher  loan  for  15  bocks  tc  2  3-vveek  re- 
newable loan.  The  Office  of  Children's  Services  would  like 
elimination  of  the  teacher  lean  privilege  and  will  re-su^mit 
such  a  proposal  to  the  Ccmmission  in  the  next  few  mrnths. 
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3.      Resolutions  of  appreciation  to  Mrs.  June  V'hite,  recently 
retired  Head  of  Literature  Department,  and  Miss  Harriet 
Collopy,  Coordinator  of  Adult  Services. 

k.      Eight  resolutions  for  ]k  staff  members  to  attend  varic^us 
conferences  in  the  next  three  months. 

In  addition.  Commission  President  Lisle  requested  that  the  Building 
Committee  meet  soon  (Friday,  September  5)  to  discuss  with  several  members  of 
the  Friends  the  advisability  of  conducting  a  bond  election  for  a  new  Main  Lib- 
rary in  the  fall  of  1970.    Friends  President  Henry  Bowles  commented  on  his 
letter  to  the  Commission  on  July  23  in  which  he  raised  certain  questions  con- 
cerning a  bond  election  and  suggested  that  certain  factors  indicate  an  unfrivor- 
able  climate  for  a  bond  election  in  1970.    The  Commission  Building  Ccmmittee 
will  bring  a  recommendation  to  the  next  Commission  meeting  (October  7).

Management  firms  have  submitted 
proposals  which  are  now  being  reviewed  by  the  Commission  3uilding  Committee  and 
staff  members  Stopple,  Martelle  and  Anderson.     It  is  expected  that  consultants 
will  be  selected  by  the  October  Commission  meeting.    An  outline  of  studies  wM) 
be  published  after  negotiation  and  signing  of  necessary  contracts.

COST  EFFECTIVENESS? 


The  PLECC  meeting  last  Friday  got  it  with  both  barrels  from  Ernst 
and  Ernst  Management  Consultant  Howard  Peek.    Among  the  "qoodics"  he  dropped 
were ; 


1 .  Libraries  are  full  of  junk  -  three-fourths  of  our  books 
should  be  discarded  to  make  house  room. 

2.  Our  processing  is  ridiculous  -  let  patrons  shelve  books 
and  use  a  simple  color  coded  label  placed  at  varying 
heights  as  classification  identification. 

3.  Public  Libraries  cannot  afford  to  be  reference/research 
institutions  -  v^fe  are  detached  from  from  the  reality  of 
local  public  economics  if  vsq  think  we  can. 

4.  We  should  not  have  a  main  library  in  the  central  city  - 
but  instead  have  a  warehouse  operatiori  in  light  industri al 
parts.    Downtown  space  is  too  permanent,' too  expensive,  too 
little  used. 


5.     Forget  most  neighborhood  branches  and  put  emphasis  upon 
lease  space.    Use  book  vans;  locate  libraries  adjacent 
to  shopping  centers. 


6.     Fifteen  to  twenty  percent  of  the  budget  for  books  is  not 

enough.    Solution  is  to  cut  the  size  of  staff,  close  branches , 
shorten  hours j  rely  upon  phone  for  answers.    Don't  go  into  ma- 
terial other  than  books  until  you  spend  more  than  20%  for  books. 
(ALA  Standards  have  traditionally  been  at  about  20%  for  all  lib- 
rary materials  and  SFPL  has  been  at  that  level  for  tm  or  three 
years.)   Most  staff  members  play  with  files,  wait  for  patrons. 

Mr.  Peek  spoke  to  a  CLA  workshop  five  years  ago  and  he  used  these 
notes  as  a  basis  for  his  talk  on  the  library  as  a  merchandising  operation. 
It  was  difficult  to  take  him  on  because  his  bombastic  remarks  contained  kernals 
of  truth  and  he  was  judging  from  a  different  premise.    To  measure  cost  effective- 
ness, you  must  have  a  base  statement  of  purpose  and  responsibility.    If  our  job 
is  solely  popular  merchandising,  then  we  are  guilty  as  charged.    (Clearly  de- 
fined goals  and  statement  of  purpose  are  necessary  for  effective  management.) 

The  most  important  fact  from  this  talk  is  supnorted  by  growing  evi- 
dence from  many  sources.    Libraries,  particularly  nublic  libraries,  are  boina 
severely  questioned  as  to  worth  of  public  financial  support.    Fir.  Peek  is 
saying  that  we  had  better  become  realistic  and  start  tailorinn  our  pattern 
to  the  cloth  of  reality  on  financial  sunport.    lie  had  better  start  specializing 
in  a  role  where  effective  management  of  fewer  services  will  yield  adequate 
supnort.

Librarian  and  Library  Assistant  classifications  as  defined  by  PLECC.    Tha  Para- 
Librarian  would  have  graduate  education  other  than  librarianship  practicing 
substantive*  tasks  alonn  with  librarians  and  mi^-ht  be  paid  the  same  salary. 
Library  Assistants  are  defined  as  college  graduates  performing  cleric!  and 
substantive  tasks. 

*Substantive  means  dealing  with  content  rather  than  form.

ANNE  KINCAID  REPORTS  ON... 

the  California  Council  on  Children  and  Youth  which  met  at  the  Hyatt 
House  in  Palo  Alto  September  19-21    to  discuss  position  papers  beinp  nrcpc^red 
for  a  Governor's  Conference  snonsored  by  the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Children  and  Youth  which  will  be  held  on  November  10-11  in  Sacramento.  This 
Conference  is  one  of  the  preliminary  conferences  leading  to  the  White  House 
Conference  on  Children  and  Youth  v^hich  is  now  planned  for  December,  1970. 

Elizabeth  Lockhart,  Coordinator  of  Children's  Services  for  the  Contra 
Costa  County  Library,  and  I,  as  President  of  the  California  Library  Association's 
Divisions  for  Children  and  Youth,  represented  CLA  at  the  Palo  Alto  mcetino.  The 
CCCY  is  a  Council  of  representatives  from  agencies  serving  younn  neople,  and  dele- 
gates represented  aqencies  as  diverse  as  the  4-H  Club  and  the  UAIJ-CIO.    Each  dc-le- 
qate  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss  its  youth  nronrams,  and  a  major  theme  ^f  the 
conference  was  the  importance  of  inter-agency  cooneration.    Many  youna  nco^le 
were  sent  as  delegates  to  the  conference  in  line  v/ith  the  trend  toward  broader 
youth  participation,  though  they  did  not  seem  to  be  a  very  representative  cross- 
section  of  today'i  young  people,  since  ■ihey  were  all  young  people  who  are  actively 
participating  in  organizations  in  which  they  have  leadership  roles.    It  was  felt 
by  many  council  delegates  that  issues  relating  to  children  had  been  laid  asid  in 
the  wake  of  the  vocal  and  articulate  demands  of  young  adults. 
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Workshops  were  held  for  conference  narticinants  on  five  major  areas 
of  concern  under  a  oeneral  conference  theme  of  "Californa  in  the  70 's  — 
Challenge-Action-Change".    The  workshops  were  on  Juvenile  Justice,  Education, 
Health,  Economics  of  Living,  and  Changing  Values. 

Both  Mrs.  Lockhart  and  I  were  impressed  by  the  lack  of  knowledge  which 
many  delegates  expressed  of  any  of  the  programs  and  services  which  libraries 
in  California  provide  for  children  and  youth.    Honefully,  particination  by 
delegates  from  CLA  at  conferences  like  this  does  help  us  to  eradicate  this 
lack  of  awareness.    It  is  hoped  by  the  Council  that  its  program  can  be  expanded 
on  a  regional  basis  so  that  there  is  more  "grass-roots"  communication  amongst 
agencies  serving  young  people.

Some  you  can  get  through  in  a  few  minutes, 
others  you  s'^erd  a  lifetime  with  and  still  you  have  not  discovered  all  they  have 
to  offe'".    In  ?  !  ort,  books  are  very  much  like  women,  f^r  in  their  presence  the 
senses  rften  ^n-I,  and  in  one  way  or  another  they  all  have  somethinn  to  offer. 

"The   great  advantage,  however,  of  books  over  women  is  that  it  is  nos- 
sible  to  be  a  nulygamist  with  books  and  not  meet  the  disfavor  of  the  law  or 
the  reproach  of  society.    It  is  true  that  occasionally  my  college  library  in 
a  tone  highly  "uggestlve  of  disapproval  wishes  to  know  why   it  is  that  I  keep 
certain  bocks  -n  my  harom  years  beyond  the  date  I  checked  them  out.    I  take 
the  view,  hc-'cvor,  that  possession  is  nine-tenths  of  the  law--a  rule  of  thumb, 
by  the  way,  v,:  can't  viplv  to  women."

CHICAGO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  IN  THE  CHIPS? 


Many  of  you  have  read  the  recent  Lowell  Hartin  rer^ort  on  Chicago  Public 
Library  and  will  be  interested  to  learn  of  their  substantial  tax  levy  increase  an- 
oroved  by  the  Illinois  General  Assembly,    For  the  years  1970  and  1971  the  maximum 
tax  levy  will  be  $11,300,000  for  maintenance  and  operation  as  compared  to  the  pre- 
sent ceiling  of  $9,000,000.    Beginning  in  1972  the  tax  levy  authorization  may  be 
increased  to  $13,600,000.    In  addition  the  bill  provides  an  increase  in  the  ^uil-'.inr 
fund  levy  from  $800,000  to  $2,300,000  effective  January  1,  1970.    This  le-islativo 
victory  will  permit  the  Chicago  Public  Library  to  move  ahead  on  a  sound  financial 
base,  according  to  Alex  Ladenson,  acting  chief  librarian.

LITERATURE  DEPARTMENT 

This  was  the  first  time  that  a  HARC  Institute  has  been  held  as  a  ore- 
conference  in  cooperation  v^/ith  A.Sa.S.  and  I.S.A.D,  and  the  large  attendanc.  - 
well  over  200  -  was  international  in  scope.    Most  uniaus,  however ,  was  the-  la  roe 
continqcnt  of  EDP  managers  and  programmers  present,    all  of  whom   were  in  some 
way  working  with  libraries  in  their  struggle  to  automate. 

Henrietta  Avram  of  the  Library  of  Congress  explained  in  h2r  introductorv 
snecch  that  the  MARC  II  format  as  finally  adopted  is  one  for  the  exchange  of  bib- 
liographic details  not  merely  the  distribution  of  such  information  as  it  was 
thouaht  of  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiARC  Project.    It  has  evolved  stand.^rds  for 
thisexchange  which  are  now  being  accepted  on  an  international  scale,  and  this 
is  the  level  on  which  they  will  continue  to  v/ork.    They  have  finished  the  mono- 
graph and  serials  formats,  and  are  nearing  ccmnletion  on  the  map  format.    As  to 
acceptance, the  British  relational  Bibliography  is  exchanging  tapes  weekly  with 
L.  C,  and  Nonvays  Italy  and  the  Netherlands  are  in  the  discussion  stage.  Basicall 
the  MARC  II  format  with  its  variable  length  fields  is  a  very  complex  program  and 
is  not  designed  for  direct  processing  of  the  tanes. 

The  sessions  for  the  first  day  were  an  exhaustive  presentati?n  by  L.  C. 
staff  of  the  cataloging  procedures  used  there  for  producing  the  HARC  ta-^e/  The 
second  da^s  participants  were  users  nf  the  tanes  telling  of  their  difficulties 
and  successes  in  varied  anpl i cations .    There  -'ere  very  few  rf  the  latter  anc'  thev 
wore  achieved  at  great  expense,  but  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  they  have  -  ily 
had  about  two  month's  experience  to  relate. 

The  present  flARC  record  benan  A.nril  1  ,  1959.    It  contains  26,000  entries 
for  mononraphs  in  the  Enqlish  lanouagc  currently  catalc-'^ed  by  the  Library  ^f 
Connress.    Entries  are  going  in  at  the  rate  of  1,000  or  more  ocr  weak.  Since 
July  1  ,  1969  this  record  has  been  distributed  to  70  subscribers  -n  a  '"cckly  basis. 
Universities  are  the  principal  subscribers,  but  12  commercial  firms  als^  receive 
tanes.    Cost  is  $600.00  per  year.    The  catch  here  is  that  any  librarv  sutscribin^^ 
must  have  access  to  its  own  computer  eouinment  and  nrogramminr  services,    "ir  soft- 
ware is  sunnlied  with  the  subscription.    Initial  nroorammino  costs  ran  from 
$5,000  to  $16;000  and  were  very  minimum  in  what  they  nroduced. 


All  users  have  found  that  the  MARC  record  tape  must  first  be  trans- 
lated to  their  own  machine  language ^  culled  of  material    they  do  not  expect  to 
use,  and  reformatted  to  a  fixed  field  type  record  in  order  to  store  it  economi- 
cally and  to  process  it.    John  Kountz  of  Orange  County  Public  Library  (C.":l iforni ^) 
gave  the  most  enthusiastic  and  innovative  account  of  how  thjy  arc  using  it  in  ac- 
quisitions and  book  selection.    Other  projects  utilizing  it  were  a  statewide  scr-'- 
ice.  to  all  libraries  from  the  single  master  cumulated  file  maintained  by  the 
Oklahoma  Department  of  Libraries;  Selective  Dissemination  of  Information-  and 
production  of  catalog  cards  and  spine  labels.    Stanford  University  is  v^orkino 
with  the  Universities  of  Columbia  and  Chicago  to  develop  a  uniform  format  and 
nrototyoe  subset  of  programs.    These  three  giants  could  not  foresee  giving  uo 
entirely  their  present  card  catalogs  but  in  the  future  hope  to  have  partial  on- 
line access  to  the  MARC  records  and  to  produce  selective  book  catalogs  fr^m  it. 
Book  catalogs  did  not  rate  a  high  priority  with  these  first  subscribers.

The  c^r'S'jlt-^nt 
firn  will  conduct  extensive  and  intensive  market  studies  rcgardinn  nrescnt 
and  projected  library  services  in  regard  to  present  users  and  non-users:  in- 
vestigate sites  for  a  new  Hain  Library;  consider  alternate  fores  of  finenci'-  • 
study  re-use  of  the  present  Main  Library;  analyze  operational  costs  and  re- 
lationships with  branches;  consider  space  needs  and  alternate  building  forms; 
produce  a  building  program  statement;  and  nroduce  a  comprehensive ^  time 
phased  development  plan.    A  large  order. 

The  two  com^^eting  consultant  firms  (Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.    and  B^cz. 
Allen  and  Hami  1  ton ^  lAc.  .)  made  public  presentations  at  the  Commission  meetir-. 
Friends   President  Bowles  announced  consensus  action  taken  by  the  Friends  Execu- 
tive Committee  on  October  14  in  which  they  urged  that  any  architects  connected 
with  the  study  disoualify  themselves  in  any  future  work  related  to  the  study;

Every 
class  from  kindergarten  through  sixth  grade  (through  eighth  in  parochial  schools) 
in  San  Francisco  public ,  private  and  oarochial  schools  will  be  given  an  ooportunit 
to  visit  the  library  for  a  carefully  planned  tour  during  which  time  the  Children's 
Librarian  will  introduce  the  materials  and  programs  available  to  them.    Books  of 
interest  to  the  particular  age  group  will  be  pointed  out  as  the  children  in  turn 
are  shown  through  the  children's  area.

MISSION  REBEL  PROJECT 


Hoving  out  into  the  community  is  creating  gratifying  responses  in  the 
Mission  District.    The  former  newspaper  room  at  the  Mission  Branch  opened  August  9 
as  the  "Ethnic  Library"  co-sponsored  by  the  Mission  Rebels,  Inc.    The  public  rela- 
tions effect  of  the  "Ethnic  Library"  has  suroassed  our  expectations.    An  ^ttr^xt- 
ive  room  has  been  created,  decorated  with  Personality  Posts  of  Che  Gucvar.:^,  M^il- 
colm  X9  Martin  Luther  King  and  Geronimo  and  other  heroes  of  today's  youth.  The 
"Visibility"  of  the  room  has  brought  many  community  leaders  to  the  branch.  They 
have  responded  enthusiastically  to  the  collection  of  Spanish  Language  bonks,  b^'^ks 
on  Mexican-American  affairs,  black  history  and  other  selections  from  the  general 
collection.    The  library  has  spent  $1,000  building  the  Spanish  language  collection. 
The  Mission  Rebels  received  $500  from  the  Sears  Foundation  for  the  purchase  ad- 
ditional books.    A  special  attempt  is  being  made  to  collect  newsletters,  pamphlets, 
newspapers  and  broadsides  on  the  La  Raza  movement.    The  ccl lection  and  progr^.ms 
are  still  evolving  as  residents  bring  their  needs  and  ideas  to  the  staff. 

The  "Ethnic  Library"  is  staffed  by  Miss  Siomara  Pachcco,  library  assistant 
a  member  of  the  Mission  Rebels  and  a  former  employee  of  E.G.C.,  who  has  brought  a 
wealth  of  knowledge  about  groups  active  in  the  Mission  and  whose  knowledge  ^f 
Spanish  has  enabled  her  to  make  an  important  contribution  to  the  project. 

Several  programs  were  initiated  with  the  help  of  the  Mission  Rebels.  The 
loan  of  a  movie  projector  during  the  summer  permitted  the  library  to  have  a  weekly 
film  program  both  for  children  and  adults.    The  children's  film  program  w^.s  an  over 
whelming  success.    A  community  poetry  reading  was  arranged  by  the  Mission  Rebels 
last  week.    Two  Spanish  language  programs  are  planned  for  winter.    The  "spin-off" 
from  the  Mission  Rebel's  project  has  been  invaluable  for  the  library.    The  branch 
is  now  becoming  a  focal  point  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  information.

City  Librarian   John  Anderson  attended  an  Advisory  Council  Meeting  on  the 
study  of  library  association  chapters  in  Dallas  on  November  10.    An  intensive  two- 
year  study  will  be  made  of  six  state  library  associations  (Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Okla- 
homa, Texas,  Louisiana  and  Arkansas)  and  the  regional  association.  Southwestern  Li- 
brary Association.    Mrs.  Grace  T.  Stevenson  is  project  director.    Of  particular  con- 
cern is  the  need  to  determine  how  the  individual  member  can  make  his  voice  heard  in 
the  associations  and  how  the  chapters  can  have  stronger  participation  in  the  affairs 
of  the  American  Library  Association. 


IMPORTANT  PENDING  LEGISLATION 


The  Copyright  Revision  Bill  may  cause  many  problems  to  librarians  in  th^t 
it  prohibits  library  users  a  single  photocopy  of  copyrighted  material  in  a  library 
collection  for  purposes  of  study  and  research.    Any  unauthorized  conyinn  v..'oul:!  cx- 
nose  librarians  to  lawsuits.    Write  to  Senators  Alan  Cranston  and  George  Mur'^hy  ask- 
ing for  an  amendment  to  S  543,  Copyright  Revision  Bill  confirming  the  Librarian's 
rinht  to  make  a  single  copy  for  a  library  user  without  riskinn  the  claim  of  c^^vri^ht 
infringement. 

Latest  on  H.  R.  1311 ,  Appropriations  Act.    This  bill  is  still  hefore  the 
Senate  Education  Subcommittee.    First  of  the  library  bills  to  be  considered  is  ESEA. 
If  you  have  not  already  written  to  the  two  California  Senators  on  this  matter,  in- 
clude a  paragraph  when  you  write  about  the  Copyright  Revision  Bill.    Ask  them  to  re- 
affirm or  increase  the  appropriations  voted  by  the  House  and  to  eliminate  consolida- 
tion of  all  Titles  of  the  bill,  but  to  consider  each  Title  separately.

DO  YOU  HEAR  THOSE  IMPORTANT  THINGS  THAT  GO  VJITHQUT  SAYING? 


Today's  executive  spends  about  40%  of  his  workday  just  listening.    It  be- 
hooves him,  then,  to  listen  well  -  and  to  know  how  to  listen  to  what  is  not  said  as 
what  js_  said.    Effective  listening  is  hard  work.    Comprehension  is  much  faster  than 
speech  and  the  listener's  mind  tends  to  wander.    Then  a  vital  fact  gets  by  him  and 
he  can't  catch  up.    Again »  opinions  and  biases  make  listening  difficult.    'Ihcn  some- 
one makes  a  statement  that  strikes  a  personal  prejudice,  the  tendency  is  to  reach  in- 
to the  brain  and  switch  him  off.    Listening  takes  concentration  --  and  it's  helpful 
if  the  speaker  is  aware  that  you  are  giving  him  100%  of  your  attention. 

Listening  for  feelings  takes  practices  for  you  must  try  to  perceive  what 
is  really  behind  a  seemingly  obvious  statement.    Insofar  as  you  are  able,  you  must 
give  tc  words  the  same  connotation  that  the  speaker  intends.    This  means  that  you 
must  make  an  effort  to  recognize  his  biases  and  his  frame  cf  reference,  his  ooals, 
his  interpretation.    When  a  man  says,  "This  isn't  very  important  to  me,"  but  his 
knuckles  are  whites  his  forehead  glistening  with  perspiration,  his  brow  furrowed,  his 
eyes  hard,  his  voice  overcontroUed,  you  had  better  hear  the  nonverbal  message. 
It— and  not  v^/hat  he  is  actually  sayinn--is  what  he's  trying  to  tell  you.

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LIBRARY  SYSTEMS  FOR  THE  SEVENTIES. 


was  the  theme  of  a  seminar  at  Yosemite  National  Park  November  2-6  which 
was  attended  by  the  City   Librarian  and  approximately  sixty  other  Calif-^rnia  library 
systems  representatives.    A  report  on  this  seminar  vaill  appear  in  the  CLA  N£"is1cttcr- 
but  reproduced  below  is  a  quickly  written  statement  recardinn  the  place  of  rcSc^Tch 
libraries  in  future  system  planning.    Be  aware  that  this  is  not  an  official  statement 
from  anyones  but  merely  the  thinkinn  of  a  groun  of  librarians  concerned  with  this 
aspect  of  library  development  in  California. 

STUDY  GROUP  C:    Public  Research  Libraries:    Third  Level  Service 


Leader:    John  Anderson 


This  study  group  feels  that  the  Third  Level  of  Service  in  the  Master  Plan 
should  be  redescribed.    This  description  should  be  based  on  the  conceot  of  a  total 
library  service  plan. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  research  function  as  related  to  the 
total  library  concept: 

1.  The  public  research  needs  of  the  state  should  be  served  by  a  Research 
Access  System.    This  system  is  essentially  a  communications  and  deliver 
system  which  would  provide  answers  to  the  most  soecialized  reference 
and  research  questions  generated  within  the  state.    An  indeterminate 
number  of  libraries  and  institutions  might  be  included  in  this  system. 

2.  The  Research  Access  System  would  have  a  Referral  Center  which  w-ul:'.  ac- 
cept questions  generated  from  other  systems  in  a  large  gccnra^hical 
area.    We  suggest  such  Referral  Centers  be  located  at  the  fnur  ^uMic 
libraries  designated  in  the  Geonraphic  Plan  for  California  Public  Li- 
brary Systems.    (July  1969.) 

3.  The  Research  Access  System  would  attempt  to  develop  maximum  utilizatior 
of  specialized  resources  so  that  needless  duplication  of  esoteric  ma- 
terial could  be  avoided. 


4,    This  system  would  be  funded  by  the  State  Library. 

In  order  to  effectively  develop  the  area  level  of  service  in  existing  publi 
library  systemsit  is  felt  necessary  that  the  state  begin  work  on  its  Third  Level  of 
Service.    To  initiate  this  development  it  is  suggested  that  the  state  allocate  pro- 
ject grants  to  the  four  Referral  Centers  for  the  following  initial  activities: 

1.    Make  an  inventory  of  research  level  resources  within  the  region  v^hich 
would  include  all  types  of  institution  and  collection  sources  of  all 
sizes.    After  this  inventory,  a  determination  would  be  made  as  t':^  ap- 
nrooriate  inclusion  in  the  proposed  Research  Access  System. 
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LIBr.ARY  SYSTEMS  FOR  THE  SEVENTIES  (continued) 


2,  Concurrent  with  the  inventory  activity  would  be  the  development 
of  rcnulations  and  procedures  for  access  and  use  of  these  resources. 

3.  The  Referral  Center  would  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  ^f  de- 
veloping a  budget  for  the  operation  of  the  Research  Access  System 
within  its  region.    This  budget  would  include  the  cost  of  the  me- 
chanics of  the  system  as  well  as  any  costs  that  would  bo  necessary 
to  gain  access  to  collections.    (That  is,  reimbursement  costs  and 
collection  development  costs  which  might  be  considered  necessary 
for  some  resources.) 

[  The  State  Library s  upon  receipt  of  the  completed  projects  would  then  make 

determinations  regarding  approoriate  linking  of  the  regional  Research  Access  Systems 
and  would  determine  whether  it  v/ould  be  necessary  to  establish  any  state-wide  re- 
source institutions  above  the  geogranhic  level.    It  would  also  determine  procedures 
attendant  with  obtaining  material  from  outside  the  state. 

The  State  might  consider  extension  and  revision  of  its  present  reference 
projects s,  now  called  SCAN  and  BARC,  in  conjunction  with  this  project  since  it  w':^uld 
seem  to  be  a  logical  extension  and  development  of  these  experimental  projects. 

In  order  to  strengthen  a  unit  of  the  Research  Access  System,  v/hich  v/ould 
i     be  designated  as  the  Referral  Center,  the  state  should  allot  funds  frr  the  d'.vel'^n. 
]     ment  of~^resources  and  services  of  this  host  library.    Since  each  of  the  f-ur  11- 
'     braries  have  different  strengths  and  weaknesses  no  prescribed  level  c?.n  describe'. 
A  measurement  for  determining  state  aid  to  these  libraries  could  be  the  ability  t':^ 
ans'^'^r  a  certain  percentage  of  the  questions  coming  to  it.    It  would  appear  important 
that  the  Referral  Center  be  able  to  handle  a  significant  percentage  of  the  requests. 
In  other  words,  the  state  should  strengthen  its  Referral  Centers  in  an  appropriate 
manner  as  its  further  commitment  to  an  effective  Research  Access  System. 

The  study  group  does  not  at  this  time  encourage  the  formation  of  Subject 
Systems,  but  if  such  systems  were  formed  it  would  utilize  them  in  conjunction  with 
the  Research  Access  System.    We  encourage  the  total  library  service  concept  to  the 
extent  that  levels  1  and  2  of  the  state's  Master  Plan  include  vari-^us  ty^es  of  li- 
braries.   The  Research  Access  System  would  also  have  various  types  of  libraries  and 
would  likely  contain  informal  sub-systems  on  subject  lines.    To  use  an  example,  it 
would  be  likely  that  all  of  the  strong  law  li-rary  collections  in  the  state  wculd 
be  included  in  the  Research  Access  System.    A  question  in  the  law  subject  field  comir 
to  a  reoional  Referral  Center   would  likely  be  routed  to  one  of  the  law  libraries 
within  the  regional  Research  Access  System.    If  this  law  library  were  unable  to  fill 
the  request,  it  would  contact  other  law  libraries  within  the  Research  Access  System 
in  order  to  obtain  the  answer.    We  feel  the  use  of  such  subject  systems  as  su^-systerr 
within  the  Research  Access  System  would  avoid  the  complications  of  overlap  if  such 
systems  were  separate.

Over  75  pre-schoolers  and  their  ravGnts  joined  Brian  Hildsmith  Friday 
morning  November  7  for  a  program  of  drawin':-  c.rd  fun.    KNE'.'!-TV  was  there  filming 
the  lively  group  for  a  broadcc^t  on  Thursday  Wcvcmber  13  at  4  o'clock,  Channel  32. 
The  Examiner  photographers  and  reporters  were  present  and  an  article  with  picture 
was  in  Saturday's  paper. 

At  the  same  time,  four  classes  from  elementary  schools  heard  Mrs.  Helen 
Hoke  Watts,  v/riter  and  editor  and  the  wife  of  Franklin  Matts,  publisher,    talk  about 
her  experiences  in  her  field.    She  answered  questions  asked  by  children  about  getting 
books  published. 

In  the  afternoon,  selected  classes  of  children  from  14  schools  interested  i 
art  heard  Brian  Wildsmith.    There  were  about  150  children  present,  as  veil  as  many 
teachers  who  accomnanied  them. 

At  an  open  session  at  4  o'clock  about  75  children  and  adults  gatherec'  in 
the  Plain  Children's  Room  for  a  final  meeting  with  Mr.  Wildsmith.

LAURENCE  J.  CLARKE 


Laurence  J.  Clarke,  City  Librarian  of  San  Francisco  from  19^6 
to  1960?died  at  UC  Hospital  on  Monday,  November  17,  at  the  age 
of  59. 

Born  in  Buckinghamshire,  England,  Mr.  Clarke  graduated  magna 
cum  laude  from  the  University  of  San  Francisco  and  received  his 
Certificate  in  Librarianship  from  the  University  of  California 
in  Berkeley.     He  was  appointed  Secretary  to  the  San  Francisco 
Library  Commission  in  1937  and  City  Librarian  in  19^6. 

Mr.  Clarke's  administration  was  notable  for  the  rapid  enhancement 
of  the  Library's  branch  system  by  construction  of  new  buildings 
for  the  Parkside  and  Potrero  Branches  (1951),  Marina  Branch  (195^), 
Ortega  Branch  (1956),  Merced  Branch  (1958),  and  North  Beach  Branch 
(1959).     Mr.  Clarke  was  deeply  involved  in  planning  and  designing 
these  structures  and  was  considered  by  many  to  be  an  expert  in 
this  area  of  library  planning.     Also  during  his  tenure,  "Public 
Library  Week"  originated  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library. 
Later  expanded  to  "California  Library  Week",  this  celebration 
ultimately  became  "National  Library  Week." 

Mr.  Clarke  was  active  in  professional  and  other  organizations, 
including  ALA,  CLA,  Public  Library  Executives  of  Central  California 
(PLECC),  Municipal  Executive  Association,  the  Book  Club  of 
California,  and  the  Roxburghe  Club  of  San  Francisco  of  which  he 
was  one  time  Master  of  the  Press. 

During  1951  Mr.  Clarke  served  as  President  of  the  California 
Library  Association.     San  Francisco  Public  Library  professional 
staff  membership  in  CLA  that  year  was  100^. 

An  expression  of  sympathy  and  a  memorial  floral  wreath  was  sent 
to  Mr.  Clarke's  family  by  the  Staff  Association  and  a  Spiritual 
Bouquet  was  sent  by  the  Library  Commission.

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GOVERNOR'S  CONFERENCE  ON  YOUTH 


I  am  still  trying  to  sort  out  my  impressions  of  the 
Governor's  Conference  on  Youth  which  was  held  in  Sacramento  on 
November  10-11. 

From  the'  moment  that  the  conference  began  and  the  2000 
young  people  learned  that  the  governor  was  in  London,  the 
atmosphere  was  one  of  hostility  on  the  part  of  the  audience. 
Racial  slurs  in  the  keynote  address  provoked  a  mass  exodus  on 
the    part  of  Black  participants,  and  it  was  only  a  matter  of 
time  until  some  young  radical  leaders  had  grabbed  the  microphones 
to  declaim  the  governor,  the  conference,  the  way  participants 
were  chosen,  and  the  fact  that  adults  had  planned  and  were  chairing 
the  conference . 

Program  plans  were  quickly  altered  to  give  time  to 
representatives  from  various  groups  to  announce  their  resolutions 
and  demands,  and  these  were  greeted  with  alternate  bursts  of 
enthusiasm  and  disgust.     Caucuses  of  Black  and  Chicano  youth 
met  on  the  lawn  to  plan  strategy  as  conference  planners  tried  to 
encourage  conference  participants  to  meet  in  small  integrated 
groups  to  discuss  major  problems  which  will  concern  all  youth  in 
the  70 's.     After  supper  the  young  people  had  a  choice  of  attending 
a  dance  or  "Rapping  with  the  power",  i.e.,  discussing  their 
problems  with  members  of  the  state  government.     The  more  political 
youth  chose  the  "rap"  sessions,  and  they  proved  to  have  some 
excellent  and  positive  ideas  about  youth  participation  on  a 
statewide  youth  council  which  would  meet  periodically  to  bring 
youth  problems  to  the  attention  of  the  state  legislature.  This 
group  of  young  people  was  as  frustrated  as  the  adult  audience  was 
that  individual  groups  were  fragmenting  the  conference. 

On  Tuesday  things  became  even  more  confused.     All  adults 
were  forced  to  leave  the  platform,  and  young  people  who  wished 
to  speak  were  given  opportunity  to  present  resulutions.  Though 
the  audience  never  had  a  real  opportunity  to  vote,  the  suggestions 
which  received  the  greatest  ovations  were:     (1)  Recognition  of 
the  governor  as  an  enemy  of  California  Youth;   (2)  Removal  of  a 
San  Jose  judge  who  has  suggested  from  the  bench  that  Mexican- 
Americans  be  exterminated;  (3)  Courses  in  American  history  which 
deal  honestly  with  the  suffering  and  accomplishment  of  all  races; 
(^)  unbiased  drug  education  from  grade  I;   (5)  Sex  education  which 
includes  information  on  birth  control  devices  and  abortion,  and 
where  and  how  they  are  available;   (6)  Recognition  of  air  pollution 
and  overpopulation  as  major  crises  for  their  generation. 
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There  was  also  overwhelming  support  for  a  motion  that 
future  Conferences  on  Youth  should  be  planned,  organized, 
sponsored  by  and  dominated  b^;  youth,  as  the  adults  that  planned 
this  conference  had  made  it  clear  that  they  had  no  idea  where 
Youth  was  at. 

At  that  point  a  short  benediction  was  offered,  urging 
unity  and  reconciliation  of  dif f:^rcrices ,  and  the  r.udience  filed 
from  the  auclitoriuin,  tl-.e  najorit-y  .looking  as  confused  as  I  was 
ovrr  the  implications  of  t'je  two-dr^y  event. 

Nex-js  coverage  of  the  event  has  been  sparse,  slanted  and 
saccharine.     iAppyi^r-ntly ,  in  A-ii'l-jeini ,  where  a  F-imilar  covif  orence 
was  h'^j.d  for  soutneLii  Californl c:n  Yorith,  California  ta:-'lc  gi'apes 
viere  servsd  at  a  luncheon,  and  the  young  pecpla  v:aL!-:ed  out.  I 
agree  with  the  young  people  that  the  governor  and  his  conference 
planners  have  a  lot  to  learn  about  the  conference  theme,  "California 
in  the  Seventies-Challenge-Action-Change."

SCHOOL  RELATIONS 


Considerable  complaint  has  been  received  that  small  classes 
of  children  have  been  refused  admittance  to  our  library 
facilities  during  our  normal  hours  of  service.     Apparently  our 
emphasis  upon  discouragement  of  non-repetitive  class  visits  has 
been  misinterpreted.     No  class  is  to  be  turned  away  from  the 
library  unless  there  is  no  physical  room  at  that  moment.  While 
we  are  emphasizing  our  own  program  of  activities  with  children, 
including  the  extensive  Walk  Through  program,  we  will  accommodate 
such  classes  as  our  schedules  permit.     Special  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  help  children  enrolled  in  the  gifted  program  of  the 
Unified  School  District. 

The  matter  of  educating  the  community  (and  schools)   as  to 
our  unique  role  as  a  public  library  is  a  gradual  one  and  must  be 
accomplished  with  the  realization  that  the  schools  in  San  Francisco 
have  yet  to  develop  adequate  library  resources.     In  an  urban 
scene  undergoing  the  stresses  of  social  change,  we  must  be  as 
flexible  as  possible  within  the  admittedly  limited  resources  of 
this  library.     We  will  continue  to  stress  that  increasing  responsi- 
bility will  be  placed  upon  branch  libraries  to  meet  the  peculiar 
needs  of  their  communities.     This  will  call  for  more  flexible 
system  rules  and  will  require  exercising  of  greater  Judgment  and 
latitude  by  staff  in  these  agencies.

Twenty-seven  different  pre-school  story  hours  are  offered 
for  children  3-5  years  old  by  the  Main  Children's  Room  and  Branch 
Libraries.     These  are  weekly  programs  at  which  Children's 
Librarians  read  poetry  and  picture  books  and  lead  the  children 
in  finger  plays.     Not  only  do  the  children  become  well  acquainted 
with  books  during  these  sessions  but  their  artistic  sensitivities 
are  developed  by  exposure  to  the  various  illustrators  who  are 
represented.     For  many  children  this  is  their  first  experience 
with  books.     This  very  early  exposure  to  books  and  reading  has  a 
lasting  Impression  and  determines  a  great  deal  their  success  In 
school  and  learning  as  well  as  their  Interest  in  books  in  later 
years.     The  expansion  of  the  child's  world  through  his  imagination 
is  very  necessary  to  his  whole  development.     Also,  the  experience 
increases  his  language  skills  and  helps  him  learn  to  listen. 


Say  what  you  will  about  the  U.S.  Congress,  no  one  can  call 
them  stupid.     Out  of  435  members,  400  graduated  from  college. 
More  than  50%  have  law  degrees,  13  have  been  awarded  more  than 
one  advanced  degree  and  32  members  have  masters  degrees.  There 
are  even  two  Rhodes  Scholars  -  Carl  B.  Albert  (Oklahoma)  and 
John  Brademas  (Indiana) .

U.S.  NATIONAL  COMMISSION  FOR  UNESCO  CONFERENCE 


The  13th  National  Conference  of  the  U.S.  National 
Commission  for  UNESCO  held  Nov.  23-25  concerned  itself  with  man 
and  his  environment.     Over  ^50  delegates  representing  over 
200  organizations  heard  some  60  speakers,  from  Arthur  Godfrey 
to  Margaret  Mead,  give  their  views  on  man's  chances  for  survival 
on  the  earth. 

The  range  of  topics  covered  points  out  the  complexity 
and  universality  of  the  pollution  problem.     The  first  of  the 
three  seminars  dealt  with  man's  need  to  become  aware  of  his  environ- 
ment and  the  role  of  educators  and  the  communications  media  in  the 
process.     The  second  seminar  examined  government's  role  in  regulat- 
ing use  of  our  natural  resources  of  air,  land,  water,  and  space 
and  in  supervising  the  growth  and  health  of  our  population.  The 
private  sector  was  the  topic  of  the  third  and  final  seminar  in 
which  the  roles  of  young  activists,  the  concerned  Individual  and 
the  industrialist  were  examined. 

It  was  the  fourth  such  conference  on  the  subject  in 
ten  days,  and  many  of  the  participants,  especially  the  youthful 
ones,  were  growing  impatient  with  the  great  amount  of  talking 
and  the  total  lack  of  action  involved.     Throughout  the  conference 
there  was  a  distinct  division  of  opinion  as  to  the  worth  of  dis- 
cussions about  pollution  among  people  who  were  already  agreed 
that  there  is  indeed  a  problem.     The  academic  types,  young  and 
old,   felt  that  no  action  should  be  taken  until  extensive  study 
revealed  the  precise  and  proper  methods.     The  activists  felt  that 
any  action  was  better  than  none  and  that  a  strong  resolution  at 
least  could  do  no  harm. 

Near  the  conclusion  of  the  3-day  marathon  the  youth 
delegates,  who  had  been  meeting  separately,  submitted  a  well 
thought-out  and  well  drawn-up  list  of  resolutions  for  approval 
of  the  conference  as  a  whole.     The  radical  document  had  unanimous 
support  until  it  was  ruled  out  of  order,  since  no  resolutions  are 
ever  adopted  at  these  conferences. 

So  the  meetings  concluded  with  most  participants 
feeling  that  they  had  come  quite  close  to  finally  accomplishing 
something.     They  departed  full  of  vigor  and  enthusiasm  for  the 
coming  battles  that  each  would  have  to  fight  in  the  war  against 
pollution.

Elementary  School  Librarians  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  Children's  Librarians  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  met  together  Friday  morning,  November  21,  to  exchange 
information  about  their  programs  and  operations  in  an  effort  to 
clarify  the  function  of  each. 

Effie  Lee  Morris,  Co-ordinator  of  Children's  Services,  opened 
the  meeting  with  a  resume  of  the  ways  in  which  the  two  groups 
have  cooperated  in  the  past  in  their  common  goal  of  bringing 
children  and  books  together. 

She  then  introduced  John  Anderson,  City  Librarian,  who  welcomed 
the  guests  and  stressed  the  importance  of  communication  between 
the  two  types  of  librarians.     He  expressed  confidence  that  the 
meeting  would  result  in  understanding  ways  in  which  we  could 
work  together. 

Miss  Geraldine  Ferring,  Supervisor  of  Librarians  and  Textbooks, 
was  then  introduced  by  Miss  Morris.     She  spoke  of  change  in  her 
department  reflected  by  cut  in  ESEA  funds,  and  the  school  budget 
which  allows  $2.50  per  child  for  library  books  and  $1.00  per 
child  for  textbooks.     She  praised  the  staff,  operating  as  it 
does  without  adequate  clerical  assistance.     She  then  introduced 
Dr.  Donald  Rhodes,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Elementary  Education, 
who  briefly  traced  the  history  of  public  libraries  in  America, 
what  the  library  meant  to  him  as  a  child,  and  how  important 
libraries  are  to  children  from  a  very  young  age. 

Miss  Ferring  and  the  panel  including  Mrs.  Rosemary  Colligan, 
Resource  Librarian,  District-wide  Program;  Mrs.  Beverly  Terry, 
ESEA  Librarian  assigned  full  time  to  Commodore  Stockton;  Mrs. 
Helen  Bawden,  Chairman,  Elementary  Book  Committee;  and  Mr.  Ed 
Scruggs,  Librarian,  CEPP/OMI  Project  spoke  of  their  different 
roles.     Mrs.  Terry  is  deeply  involved  in  a  dramatic  use  of  books 
to  encourage  self-expression  among  her  newly  immigrated  Hong  Kong 
children.     Mrs.  Bawden  briefly  outlined  the  book  selection  pro- 
cedures which  necessitates  that  each  book  be  reviewed  by  one 
teacher  and  one  librarian.     Mr.  Scruggs  told  of  the  history  of 
the  OMI  Project  during  which  $12,000  received  was  spent  on  books 
for  seven  school  libraries.     A  shift  in  emphasis  has  required 
that  fund  recipients  be  research-oriented,  thus  limiting  the 
amount  of  service  they  are  able  to  give. 

After  Miss  Ferring  presented  Miss  Morris  with  an  envelope  of 
SFUSD  booklists,  the  group  adjourned  for  coffee. 
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OFFICE  OF  CHILDREN'S  SERVICES  (CQNT) 


The  meeting  reconvened  at  10:50  a.m.  In  the  Main  Children's  Room, 
and  Miss  Morris  spoke  on  the  public  library's  responsibility  to 
serve  children  in  their  unaffiliated  capacity,  providing  an 
enthusiastic  introduction  to  reading  on  the  basis  of  Individual 
interests.     Miss  Morris  traced  the  development  of  work  with 
children  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  and  invited  all 
present  to  remember  the  75th  Diamond  celebration  of  service  to 
children  to  be  observed  in  1970.     Prior  to  1963  the  Head  of  the 
Main  Children's  Room  performed  many  of  the  duties  of  Co-ordinator , 
but  with  the  creation  of  the  Office  of  Children's  Services,  San 
Francisco  was  able  to  progress  with  a  children's  services  section 
on  a  par  with  most  other  public  library  systems. 

Miss  Morris  then  elaborated  on  the  total  program  for  children 
beginning  with  the  Pre-School  Story  Hour  conducted  weekly  from 
October,  and  the  Story  Hour  for  school  age  children,  which  begins 
in  October  and  concludes  in  April.     One  segment  of  the  program 
is  the  class  visit,  designed  as  an  introduction  to  the  public 
library.     While  the  earlier  practice  of  repetitive  class  visits 
by  a  few  enthusiastic  teachers  was  slowly  phased  out,  various 
other  means  of  reaching  the  largest  number  of  children,  such  as 
visits  to  the  library  by  all  classes  in  grades  3  and  4,  and 
visits  by  the  Children's  Librarian  to  classes  at  school  were 
implemented.     When  these  methods  proved  less  than  satisfactory, 
the  idea  of  a  Walk-Through  was  devised  and  the  response  from  both 
children  and  parents  has  been  enthusiastic.     In  the  future, 
nursery  schools  will  also  be  invited  to  visit  the  library  in  a 
similar  program.     Film  programs,  the  Summer  Reading  Program, 
Reading  Aloud,  and  special  programs  such  as  February's  Negro 
History  Week  visit  by  four  black  authors  and  one  black  illustrator 
were  described,  as  well  as  occasions  of  Children's  Librarians 
speaking  to  adult  groups.     Staffing  patterns  and  difficulties, 
and  the  current  book  budget  of  barely  $1.00  per  child  were 
explained.     In  conclusion.  Miss  Morris  stressed  the  importance  of 
the  public  library's  service  to  children  as  individuals. 

A  panel  of  SFPL  librarians  interpreted  their  particular  roles. 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wright,  Assistant  to  the  Co-ordinator,  emphasized 
that  the  important  function  of  her  department  was  the  maintenance 
of  standards:     standards  of  the  book  collection  and  standards  of 
programming.     Much  time  is  spent  on  new  books  and  replacement 
lists  and  building  a  book  collection,  and  following  through  on 
centrally  planned  programs.     She  also  acts  as  liason  between  the 
Co-oi'di  nator  and  the  Child-ren's  I.ibra-pl  ans ,   Main  Library  Depart- 
ments and  the  Public. 


OFFICE  OF  CHILDREN'S  SERVICES ( CONT . ) 


Jane  Botham  outlined  her  position  as  Head  of  the  Main  Children's 
Room  where  a  librarian  is  on  duty  at  all  65  open  hours  although 
there  are  only  three  professional  librarians  available.  The 
importance  of  assisting  each  individual  child  in  reading  guidance 
and  in  answering  his  reference  questions  was  stressed.     She  also 
spoke  of  the  room's  importance  as  a  resource  and  demonstration 
area,  its  special  collections ,  and  its  use  by  both  children  and 
adults . 

Mrs.  Ruth  interpreted  her  position  at  Anza  where  she  is  Head 
of  the  Branchs  yet  retaining  her  specialty  as  a  Children's 
Librarian.     Dedicated  to  serving  children,  she  spends  every 
moment  she  can,  apart  from  her  branch  obligations,  in  Pre-School 
Story  Hours,  Story  Hours,  and  Film  Programs,  as  well  as  individually 
helping  them  in  their  book  selection. 

Mary  Jane  Brown  of  Chinatown  Branch  described  her  unique  situation 
in  a  library  where  most  children  speak  Chinese  —  part  American 
born,  part  new  immigrants,  and  how  she  manages  to  determine  their 
needs  when  two-thirds  of  the  branch  circulation  is  Juvenile. 
Bilingual  pages  and  NYC  workers  often  assist  her.     Miss  Brown 
acknowledged  Mrs.  Terry's  cooperation  in  this  sharing  of  their 
common  goal  of  bringing  together  the  children  and  the  books  on 
the  right  level. 

The  group  then  was  invited  to  tour  the  exhibits  with  Mrs.  Linda 
Geistlinger  as  guide. 

Fifty-three  lunched  together  at  Rocca's  where  they  were  joined 
by  Commissioner  Mrs.  Henry  Mohr,  a  regular  guest  at  these  meetings 
since  they  began,  and  by  Mrs.  William  Luttgens,  former  president 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  who  also  has  attended  several. 

Also  present  at  the  meeting  and  at  the  luncheon  were  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Somerville,  President  of  the  Education  Auxiliary,  and  Mrs. 
Lucille  Abramson,  and  Mrs.  Rebecca  Walker,  members,  and  PTA  officer 
Mrs.  Marie  Davis.     Mrs.  Somerville  when  introduced  to  the  group, 
said  she  had  learned  a  great  deal  at  the  meeting  and  pledged  her 
support  in  our  programs.

(Children's,  Main),  Miss  Effie  Lee  Morris  (Children's

(Waden)   and  John  P.   Anderson,   City  Librarian.  Three 
of  the  persons  are  ALA  Councilors  and  George  Alfred 
has  two  very  important  committee  assignments.  Word 
has  been  received  that  his  expenses  are  being  handled 
by  ALA. 

Listened  to  a  report  describing  negotiations  for  a 
new  site  for  the  Ocean  View  Branch.     We  have  long  sought 
larger  and  better  located  quarters.     There  is  community 
interest  in  seeing  us  fulfill  this  desire.

"I  do  not  recollect,"  answered  the  general. 

"Investigate  and  report  the  result,"  ordered  Alexander. 

The  investigation  took  three  days.     They  found  that  the  sentry 
was  posted  there  by  an  order  put  on  the  books  eighty  years  before 

One  morning  in  spring,   about  I78O,  Catherine  the  Great  had  looked 
on  that  lawn  and  seen  the  first  flower  thrusting  above  the  frozen 
soil.     She  ordered  a  sentry  to  be  posted  to  prevent  anyone's 
picking  the  flower.     And  in  i860  there  was  still  a  sentry  on  the 
lawn  —  a  memorial  to  habit,  custom,  or  just  hP'canse  "we've  alway 
done  It  that  way."

Mrs.  J.  Henry  Mohr,  Library  Commisslo^rs^^lfe^^  twenty-six 
years,  has  announced  her  resignation  {f^0^^&th.  reasons)  effective 
January  6,  1970.     Mayor  Alioto  has  been  the  fifth  mayor  to  appoint 
her  to  the  Commission. 

In  leaving  her  post,  she  will  have  accumulated  an  almost 
unprecedented  number  of  awards  for  a  library  trustee.     She  has  been 
recognized  nationally  and  at  the  state  and  local  level  for  her 
promotion  of  library  interests.     She  has  visited  many  libraries 
throughout  the  nation;  worked  for  successful  legislation;  has  been 
a  consultant  and  organizer  of  friends  of  the  library  groups ;  twice 
served  as  chairman  of  the  selection  committee  for  a  city  librarian; 
and  has  served  with  countless  other  boards  and  agencies. 

Mrs.  Mohr  has  helped  guide  the  library  through  much 
change  and  growth.     A  major  branch  building  program  was  undertaken 
in  the  1960's.     She  has  been  keenly  interested  in  staff  development 
and  she  is  a  frequent  visitor  to  branches  and  to  library  programs. 

When  President  Elsie  Lisle  announced  Mrs.  Mohr's  resigna- 
tion at  the  CLA  Trustees-Friends  luncheon  on  December  12,  she  said 
Commissioner  Mohr  would  be  sorely  missed.     She  will.     We  wish  her 
much  happiness  and  health  in  her  "retirement." 


CLA  CONFERENCE  -  WHAT  WAS  IT  -  HOW  WAS  IT?? 


The  Conference  Chairman  has  thoughts,  but  they  deal  with 
the  mechanics  as  he  saw  them.     There  was  a  record  registered 
attendance  of  1951  and  a  record  number  of  displays  (14^)  and  record 
crowds  at  luncheon  and  dinner  functions.

Dick  Shouse  (cont'd)  -  "The  ACLU  lobbyist  at  the  censorship 
meeting  was  most  amusing  and  pertinent  in  his  remarks  about  the 
concepts  of  pornography  and  obscenity  and  the  problems  caused  in 
trying  to  define  these  terms.     His  contribution  to  our  librarian 
ego  was  his  belief  in  the  librarian's  importance  in  terms  of 
censorship  and  freedom." 

Jim  Boulton      (Literature  Dept.)  -  "I  approached  the  conference 
with  a  combination  of  enthusiasm  and  hesitation.     This  was  my 
first  CLA  Conference  and  I  found  that  CLA  was  more  viable  an 
organization  than  I  expected.     They  seem  to  be  trying  to  change 
with  the  public  despite  the  bureaucratic  hangups  xvhich  are  to  be 
expected.     I  enjoyed  very  much  the  Social  Responsibilities  program 
and  thought  the  Senior  Citizens  presentation  was  very  exciting." 

Elizabeth  Wright  (Admin.  Asst.  -  OCS)-  "I  got  a  great  deal  out  of 
the  Public  Relations  pre-conference  and  felt  that  George  Leonard 
and  Ansel  Adams  were  both  provocative,  each  in  his  own  way." 

Mrs.  Alice  Crocker      (Golden  Gate  Valley  Branch)  -  "I  enjoyed 
the  opportunity  to  meet  Ansel  Adams  after  the  Coulter  luncheon. 
Also,  Golden  Gate  Valley  Branch  now  has  a  6  ft.  high  book  display 
ferris  wheel  in  our  children's  areas.     I  won  it  at  the  Educational 
Manufacturing  and  Research  Company  display  booth,  and  it  is  a 
delight  to  the  children  and  adults  as  well.     There  was  also  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  old  friends  with  whom  I  enjoyed  exchanging 
ideas,  remembering  when,  etc." 

Walter  Asbey  (Lib.  Tech.  II  Waden  Branch)  -  "I  worked  at  the  con- 
ference and  basically  it  gave  me  an  incentive  to  go  ahead  with  my 
plans  to  attend  library  school.     The  people  and  the  displays 
motivated  me  to  want  to  go  and  do  better." 

Versa  Cullen  (Parkslde  Branch)-  "My  most  constructive  meeting  v/as 
that  of  the  Senior  Citizens.     I  learned  there  were  over  20,000,000 
senior  citizens  and  received  many  good  hints  on  how  to  understand 
them  and  how  to  approach  or  not  approach  them.

REPORT  ON  THE  "CHARRETTE"  Dec.   5-1^ »  1969 

During  C.L.A.  there  was  an  exciting  and  significant  con- 
ference going  on  the  Mission  District.     It  was  sponsored  by  the 
Far  West  Laboratory  for  Educational  Research  and  Development  which

has  a  $^.7  million  grant  from  the  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  to  develop  and  test  new  products  and  procedures  to  help 
teachers  provide  better  education  more  efficiently  and  more  effect- 
ively.    The  conference  was  held  at  a  huge  warehouse  on  Folsom 
street  which  Far  West  Lab  has  purchased  to  use,  in  part,  for  a 
demonstration  school.     The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  for 
community  representatives  to  develop  proposals  for  the  use  of  space 
which  Par  West  Lab  won't  be  using  (%  two-thirds  of  the  floor  space). 

The  conference  utilized  a  unique  process  called  a  charrette 
(French  for  pushcart).     This  process  attempts  to  involve  all  parts 
of  the  community  from  the  beginning  in  designing  proposals  and 
seeking  solutions  to  commonly  agreed  upon  problems.     Total  involve- 
ment and  commitment  in  the  creation  process  should  create  a  strong 
bond  between  peoples  of  diverse  interests  and  backgrounds.     Or  at 
least  that  is  the  theory.     In  spite  of  tremendous  ground  work  and 
the  work  of  dedicated  and  sincere  people  one  group  did  walk  out 
late  in  the  charrette. 

The  ground  rules  for  the  participants  were  demanding. 
Each  representative  was  to  stay  with  the  charrette  throughout  the 
ten  grueling  days  (sometimes  sessions  ran  over  12  hours).  There 
weren't  many  speeches.     One  had  to  work  hard  at  listening,  thinking 
and  contributing.     Proposals  were  hashed  out  in  small  groups, 
reworked  by  the  group  as  a  whole  and  further  refined  in  small  groups. 
It  was  a  dynamic  happening.     The  intensity  of  being  with  highly 
motivated  and  concerned  people  over  a  long  period  of  time  is  an 
extremely  effective  form  of  communication.     Some  may  say  it  is  more 
destructive  than  constructive.     Whatever,  one  comes  away  awed  by 
exchange  of  views.     Over  500  people  were  involved.     Many  came  from 
the  East.     Experts  in  all  fields  served  as  consultants;  lawyers, 
arthitects,  educators,  etc. 

What  evolves  from  this  confrontation  remains  to  be  seen. 
The  representatives  from  the  Mission  Coalition  v;ere  the  ones  who 
walked  out.     Since  they  are  an  important  political  force  in  the 
Mission  district  the  charrette  must  re-involve  them  somehow.  Those 
who  remained  elected  an  interim  board  who  will  further  refine  the 
proposals  and  seek  funding. 

At  least  two  proposals  will  effect  the  library  if  they 
come  to  fruition:  -  the  establishment  of  an  information  center 
possibly  connected  by  teletype  to  the  public  library,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  remedial  reading  center  with  programs  for 
effectively  developing  methods  and  materials  to  apply  to  specific 
problems . 

For  all  those  attending  the  charrette,  even  briefly,  it 
was  a  profound  experience  to  work  with  intensely  involved  and  verbal 
people  of  all  points  of  view.     Far  West  Lab  will  have  a  great  impact 
on  San  Francisco.     All  librarians  should  be  aware  of  its  evolution. 
For  further  background  there  is  an  article  in  San  Francisco  Business, 
August  1969,  "Will  Schools  Ever  Learn."

CIVIL  SERVI CE  COMMISSION  ACTION 


The  Civil  Service  Commission  at  their  meeting  of  December 
8  upheld  the  ruling  that  limited  tenure  appointments  to  Library  II 
classification  will  be  made  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service  Rule 
47,  i.e.,  limited  tenure  appointments  to  a  promotive  classification 
will  be  made  from  the  designated  next  lower  rank  of  those  who  meet 
the  minimum  requirements  to  sit  for  the  next  examination.     In  this 
instance  these  qualifications  are  —  "Requires  a  Master's  Degree 
from  a  library  school  accredited  by  the  American  Library  Association 
plus  two  years  of  progressively  responsible  experience  and  including 
supervisory  experience." 

Appointments  to  these  openings  will  be  made  in  the 
immediate  future  and  announcements  will  be  made  in  the  next  Official 
Bulletin. 

The  Library  has  requested  that  Civil  Service  give  the 
examination  for  the  Librarian  II  classification.

Merced  —  includes  Merced,  West  Portal,  Ocean  View  and 
Ingleside , 

Mission  —  includes  Mission,  Eureka  Valley,  Bernal,  Potrero 
and  Noe  Valley. 

Excelsior  —  includes  Excelsior,  Waden,  Visitacion  Valley, 
Glen  Park  and  Portola. 

Sunset  —  includes  Sunset,  Ortega  and  Parkside. 


Each  Cluster  acts  as  an  administrative  division  supervised 
by  a  Librarian  III  under  the  administrative  direction  of  the  Chief 
of  Branches.     They  are  staffed  with  Librarians  I,  II,  and  III,  and 
clerical  and  page  help.     The  basic  concept  is  to  pool  the  personnel 
resources  in  each  cluster  to  allow  for  the  best  utilization  of 
staff  time  and  effort  and  to  develop  within  this  framework  certain 
areas  of  specialization.     Each  Cluster  or  administrative  division 
has  been  assigned  a  Community  Specialist,  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the 
library  to  expand  this  concept  of  division  of  labor  and  development 
of  personnel  to  include  other  specialties  as  needed  in  such  areas 
as  Children's  Services,  Adult  Services  and  Young  Adult  Services. 


RADIO  PROGRAM  CONTEST 

Nancy  Nee  and  I  received  538  responses  to  our  offer  of 
the  25  copies  of  the  Sunset  book  "San  Francisco"  on  our  recent 
programs.     Many  of  the  cards  expressed  appreciation  for  the  program 
or  made  other  comments  that  made  it  appear  that  they  are  regular 
listeners . 

KNBR  was  surprised  and  extremely  pleased  with  the  size 
of  the  response.     They  hadn't  expected  that  we'd  get  nearly  so  many 
cards.     They  mentioned  several  formulas  for  estimating  an  audience 
from  a  mail  response  (100  listeners  for  every  card  received,  etc.)

BLACK  PANTHERS 


The  administration  was  contacted  on  Thursday,  December  1^, 
by  a  reporter  from  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  regarding  the  Black 
Panther  newspaper  being  in  five"  branches  of  the  library.  Their 
inquiry  was  prompted  by  a  letter  of  complaint  to  the  editor.  A 
factual  statement  was  made  to  the  newspaper  pointing  out  that  the 
Black  Panther  paper  was  relevant  to  those  communities  it  serves. 
The  Examiner  also  contacted  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  Mayor  made 
inquiries  but  has  made  no  statement  to  the  newspaper  at  this  time. 

The  administration  feels  that  the  inclusion  of  the  Black 
Panther  newspaper  in  the  library  falls  within  the  ALA  Bill  of  Rights
